Bare a little sur- 
W prised that ‘The 
Natal Witness’ 


should have taken exception 
to the criticism made by the 
lender of the Indian delega- 
tion to the United Nations 
on the Group Areas Act. 
We refer to its , leading 
article of December! 28, re- 
produced elsewhert: in this 
issue, The leader of the 
Indian delegation at U.N.O. 
is reported to have said, 
“India opposes that legisla- 
tion not only because 
of its effects on the Indian 
community in South Africa 
but also because that policy 
is based on a false principle, 
is evil in itself, and a threat 
to peace.” We fail to see 
why this statement should 
appear “as a wild exaggera- 
tion” to South Africans, 
“who know" in the words of 
‘The Natal Witness,’ “that 
in ‘spite of suffering some 
political disabilities, the In- 
dian here is -on the whole 
more prosperous and more 
secure in life and property 
than his kindred in India." 
In so far as prosperity and 
security are concerned can- 
not the same be said in 
regard to the’ European? 
We fail to see what that has 
to do with the policy of the 
Government being based 
on false principle. One may 
need to acquire a first hand 
knowledge of the conditions 
in South Africa to know 
the practical effects of the 
Group Areas Act but that 
Knowledge is surely not 
required to decide whether 














the policy of the Govern- 
ment is good or bad in 
principle, The reason why 
South Africa’s Colour Bar 
policy is condemned by the 
outside world is not only 
because of its practical 
effects upon those who are 
affected by it but“because 
South Africa seeks to de- 
fend it in principle—a thing 
which no other country in 
the world has done, For 
instance, India has never 





sought to defend her prob-_ 


Jem of untouchability. That 
problem was treated as one 
of her social evils and as 
soon as India achieved her 
independence one of the 
first things she did was to 
adopt stern measures to 
eradicate that evil, There 
is Colour Bar in the United 
States, but America's con- 
stitution does not sanction 
it, Even Australia with her 
“White Australia" policy 
has closed her doors to 
non-Whites, but she has not 
enforced that policy by law 
on those who are domiciled 
in that country. South 
Africa is the only country 
which defends her Colour 
Bar policy in principle, 
which must universally be 
condemned, if there is such 
athing as the existence of 
the moral law of God. 
Tisation consists in abiding 
by that law implicitly and 
basing the way of life on 
that law. 

South Arica is therefore 
guilty of a double crime— 
that of doing an injustice to 
mankind and of seelsing to 











justify i as being right in 
principle, The deeds of 
South Africa are far more 
eloquent than her words and 
no amount of display of 
words will alter what 
placed on South Africa's 
Statute Book. The Group 
Areas Act is the culmina- 
tion of a series of legislation 
based on racial differentia- 
tiun that defiles the Union 
Stature book, These laws 
are unjust not merely be- 
cause in their practical 
application they are doing 
incalculable harm — both 
morally and economically to 
all those affected by them 
but because they are wrong 
in principle. There is no 
question of direct effects of 
their application being over- 
looked by those who are 
championing our cause, as 
“The Natal Witness’ seems 
to try to convey. What the 
leader of the Indian dele- 
gation to the United Na- 
tions bas said is that apart 
from the practical injustice 
perpetrated by the Group 
Areas Act the Act is also 
wrong in principle, It will 
require some ingenuity to 
prove that this is an unjust 
accusation. The late Gen- 
eral Smuts, than whom 
South Africa has produced 
no greater politician, failed 
to do so and, what is more, 
he had the courage and 
statesmanship to honour- 
ably accept his defeat and 
to retract from the stand he 
had taken. ‘The Natal 
Witness’ now tries to put 
up a novel defence that 
“even the apostles of 
heid do not in fact deny 
political rights to non-Euro- 
peans as a matter of prin- 
ciple. Tn fact the whole 
theory of territorial apart- 























heid, it says, “is based on 
the belief that in the long 
run it will be found im- 
possible to deny political 
rights to the non-Euro- 
pean, .." Is not the Group 
Areas Act based upon the 
fear of that possibility 
arising and has it not been 
passed in order to prevent 
it from ever arising? Is not 
the whole object behind 
the Colour Bar policy of 
South Africa to deny poli- 
tical rights to the non-Euro- 
peans? It is in fact to ren- 
der the non-European in- 
capable of exercising poli- 
tical rights and to keep him 
perpetually suppressed and 
there is not the least doubt 
that this whole idea is based 
on the theory of racial 
superiority — the doctrine 
of White Herrenvolkism, 
This is wrong in principle, 
is an evil and it carries 
the seeds of war whether 
you wish to admit it or not. 
Time is already beginning 
to tell,

‘mentary rights—countries like the 
Communistic bloc, India, Haiti, 
the Arab States and several of 
the Central American countries. 
‘The Europeans of South Africa 
stood virtually alone and ould 
expect litle help or moral 
support from outside, There 
was only one road to follow 
—all sextions of the White 
population must stand by the 
policy laid down by the Voor- 
trekkers, a policy of Christian 
justice towards the non-European 
races, but a policy which, ia all 
aspects; made a division between 
European and non-European, and 
maintained the Europeans’ poli- 
tical conteol.”

Rev. Michael Scott Declared 
Prohibited Immigeant 

‘The Rev. Michael Scott has 
hbeen declared a prohibited immi- 
grantunder Section 4, (1) (€) of 
the Immigrants Regulation Act. 
In a, statment issued by the 
ister of the Toterior, Dr. T. E. 
Donges, ftom Paris, the Minister 
states: "Mr, Scott” was declared 
2 probibited immigrant in terms 
under the above-mentioned sec- 
tion, which bars entey into ‘the 
Union of “any person who, from 
information received from any 
Government (whether British or 
foreign) through official or dipto- 
matic channels is deemed by the 
jater to be an undesirable 
inhabitant of or visitor to the 
‘The order was, there 
fore, based on information re- 
ceived by the Union Government 
from official sources overseas, said 
Dr. Donges, It was important to 
note that the order deeming Mr. 
Scott a prohibited immigrant was 
made by the Acting Minister of 
the Interior on November 12, 
1951, the day after he, Dr. 
Donges, arrived in Paris to lead 
the Union delegation to the 
United Nations and a consider 
able time before the South 'Afri- 
can delegation liad received any 
intimation that Mr. Score would 
be invited to appear before the 
Trusteeship Committee, ‘There 
was, thesefote, no ground for any 
assumption that there a8 4 cone 
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nection between the order issued 
against Mr, Scott and his acti- 
vities in connection with South- 
West Aftican issue at the United 
Nations Assembly. Tt was also 
well to note, said Dr, Dongesy 
that the Union Government did 
pot act in the matter watil the 
expiration of the three year period 
—this was on November 11, 1951, 
within which Mr. Scott was en- 
titled to return to South Africa 
to qualify for South African ci 

zenship by domicile.—S.A.P.A.

Tt 
is this impression, moreover, that 
makes it difficult for our friends 
in Eucope and America to defend 
tus, for they, equally with the rest 
of the world, abbor any_sugges-

are embarrassed by out ua 
fortunate reputation. 
South Africa owes it to herself, 
and to her friends and allies 
of the West, to make it quite 
clear to the world that the mea- 
sures she bas taken (0 deal with 
a difficult internal situation are 
not ic fact based on any theory 
of racial superiority. ‘This ought 
not to be 2 dificult task, for 
there iano educated person who 
will seriously maintain the in- 
herent superiority of any parti 
cular skin-colour, But it is com- 
plicated in practice by the violent 
prejudice which bedevil South 
African politics. No South 
‘African stateman, speaking for 
his country before the bar of 
world opiaion, can feel quite safe 
in cepudiating cacialism for be 
may at any time find himself the 
vietim of a violeatly  racialist 
attack withia his own country. 
This dilemma now faces Dr. 
Donges, as it once faced General 
Smuts.” If we are to redeem our 
reputation ia ‘the eyes of the 
world we shall need cool heads 
and calm (empers. Nothing x 
fasier thaa to submit to violent 
feelings of race prejudice, and 
nothing, in the long run, could 
be move certainly fatal’ to the 
interests of the European in 
South Africa. We must on m0 
account allow our enemies to 
fasten this “evil principle” upoa 
us. 
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IN view of the growing serious- 

ness of the situation in regard to 
non-European in South Africa, 
owing to the increasiogly unjust 
and oppresive policy of the 
present Government and in view 
of the dire necessity for all non- 
Europeans to work unitedly and 
in barmooy to put up a Sight 
against that policy, I deemed it 
my duty to acquire first hand 
Knowledge of how the mind of 
the African people, who repre- 
sent the bulk of the Unioa's 
population and are the most op- 
pressed, was working. Tt was 
‘with this purpose that I was 
prompted to attend the Confe- 
rence of the African National 
Congress, held in Bloemfontein 
fast month, 

Though I had Jaid my 
cards quite open before the Gov- 
erament, my movements were 
watched with suspicion by them, 
‘This was brought to my notice on 
my atrival ia Bloemfontein and I 
took the very first opportunity T 
was able 10 get to clear the air. 
I must express my deep sense 
of geatitude to the, President 
General and to the delegates 
present at the Conference for the 
kindness and courtesy. with which 
Twas received. 

On my arrival J found that the 
executive of the Congress wax 
sitting and in the main Hall 
where the conference sat, there 
was a social. To my pleasant 
surprise Iwas received there a3 a 
guest of honour, 

The following morning the 
Conference was in session at 
40,30, 1 was introduced to the 
delegates by the speaker, Chief 
Luthuli, and in expressing my 
thanks I said T did not wish to 
involve either the Congress or 
avy individual in regard to my 
Visit to Bloemfontein or my pre~ 
sence at the Conference. 1 had 
come purely ia iny idividual 
capacity as 2 journalist and asa 
public worker. I'was entitled in 
that capacity to go anywhere in 
this country of, for that matter, ia 
any part of the world, express: 
ed my grateful appreciation to 
the Presideat-General for treating 
me as his honoured guest. 

Iwas privileged cobepresenteven 
while the Conference was sitting 
in Committee, which gave me an 
opportunity of knowing all that 
was going on, I found thae there 
was over-enthusiasm among the 
majority of the delegates, particu 
larly, {com the Transvaal. Ta that 
spirit they desiced things to be 
passed without realising the 
consequencts and the prepared- 
ness to face them. 

The vitally important question 
before the African people was 
how to combat the evil forces 
act ia motion by the. present 
Government, which tended.

MY IMPRESSIONS OF THE BLOEMFONTEIN 
CONFERENCE 


By MANILAL GANDHI 


required a great deal of sober 
and calm thinking and a proper 
planoing of a course of action. 
Te was therefore regrettable to see 
that two-thirds of the time 
was spent in lengthy debates 
on compiratively unimportant 
matters and less thaa one 
third of the time was given 
to the allsimportant question of 
hhow to face the evils. 


Mass Action 


A plan of mass action was 
placed before the Conference 
‘which, it was felt by all the sober~ 
minded leaders, required very 
deep and careful consideration 
and that it could not nor should 
be rushed through. The spon- 
sors of the plan, however, ardently 
desired that it must be imme- 
diately passed and acted upon. 
All were unanimously ageeed that 
jn principle it was unobjection- 
able but many felt that everything 
depended on how it was worked 
and that once they started work~ 
ing on it there should be no re- 
tracting under any circumstances, 

The plan aimed at mass action 
to be begun on April 6 or June 
26 against the Pass Laws and 
otber oppressive measures. in 
pacticular and for democratic 
tights for all in general. 

The reason for selecting April 
6 was because it was the day 
when Van Rebeck Day was 
be celebrated, which sigaified the 
Day of Slavery for the Africaa 
people, June 26 was sclecied 
because that was the day when a 
Union-wide strike of all noo- 
Europeans was launched last year 
to mark in inauguration of their 
Aight for freedom, 

“The opinion of a large number 
of delegates was that the people 
were ready for such action and 
the leaders to lead them were 
also there and that_those who 
hheld views to the coftrary were 
defeatists and believers in the 
policy of appeasement, 

‘The sober-minded leaders had 
to express there views ver 
utiosly for fear of beng me 
understood and roisrepresented by 
the extremists. They fele that 
the time for action bad undoubt- 
edly come but that any thoughtless 
zd ath action yould be sicidl 
and would defeat the very pur 

The plan of action was how 
ever passed io principle by an 
overwhelming majority aod was 
to be discussed by the respective 
provincial organisations as vo the 
manner in which ic was to be 
worked. 

The Speaker very kindly afford. 
ed me an oppotunity to express 




















my views and I must sincerely 
thankall the delegates for having 
given me a very patient hearing 
though they did not wholly agree 
with what I bad to say. Isaid, I 
was very pleased indeed to see 
the enthusiasm of the delegates 
and that I was a hundred per 
eat. with them in sofar 25 the 
principle of the plan of action was 
concerned. But, I said, 1 likened 
their enthusiasm to that of inno- 
cent children. Their blood, 1 
said, was bot while the blood of 
those veterzn leaders on the 
platform was cold, but they should 
at least be given credit for their 
matured experience. Little chil 
dren often built fine castles on 
sand and they found to their 
Breat distress that they collapsed 
and sometimes tragically burying 
those who had built them. Before 
you makea rush toreach your goal, 
Traid, you must guard yourselves 
against any pitfalls you may have 
toencounter. You must be strong 
enough to surpass them without 
falliog into them. If you are not 
you should first acquire that 
strength before hazarding such 
a step. 











The Means 


1 said, the plan of action very 
surprisingly ‘was silent on the 
means 10 be adopted. If they 
desired to use violence 25 3 means 
to achieve the . 1 wished 
to warn them, T said, that their 
action would end in uter failure 
because their enemies were su 
well armed in that that they eauld 
never be defeated. So they must 
think of a weapan which would be 
far_ superior to their enemies and 
which po power on earth could 
defeat. That was the weapon of 
non-violence, which was made 
use of successfully by Mahatma 
Gandhi first in South Africa and 
subsequently with amaz ng. stic- 
css in India against the mighty 
British Empire. Lraving aside 
for the moment the moral grounds 
in favour of that wespan, and 
viewing it purely from the point 
of expediency, 1 ssid that 
was the ene and only weapon for 
the non-Europeans in South Aftica 
for their salvation. 

Any weapon, whether it be that 
of violence of of non-violence 
required a code of discipline, 1 
said, which had to be followed 
implicitly and it requiced far 
sreater discipline to wield the 
weapon of non violence than it 
did of violence. It requized 2 
tremendous amount of self-dis- 
ipline to develop morst and 
spiritual power, Ic meant making 
2 complete change in the way of 
life of the leaders in particular 
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and the people in general I 
quoted Mahatma Gandhi's mes- 
sage which be had given before 
hie left South Africa for good in 
1914, This is what T quoted: 

Tf the Natives (the teem “Afri- 
can" was not used in those days) 
in any crisis adopt this method 
(of Passive Resistance—meaning 
non-violent action) of meting 
what they believe to be injustice, 
rather than resort to force, we 
‘ought to be devoutly thankful. Tr 
would mean chat the gun and the 
assegai would give place to peace- 
ful tactics. Men who see far 
believe that the problems which 
are connected with the Natives 
will be problems of the futare, 
and that, doubtless, the White 
man will have a stern. strugele to 
maintain his aicendency in South 
Africa, Whea the moment 0. 
collision comes, if, instead of the 
old ways of macsacre, assegai and 
fire, the Natives adopt the policy 
of Passive Resistance, it will be a 
grand change for the Colony, 
Passive Resistance can only be 
carried to 3 successful conclusion 
if the cause is just. The accept- 
ance of suffering, instead of the 
infliction of it, requices such 
moral power in those who adopt 
this policy that no community 
could successfully use it in an 
unjust cause, Injustice and Pas- 
sive Resistance have no affinity, 


“When the Native people have 
risen suffcieatly high in the scale 
of civilisation, to give up savage 
warfareanduse Christian methods 
of settling a dispute, they will be 
fit to exsteise the right t0 vote in 
political affairs. This will be the 
gfeat solution of questions con- 
nected with Passive Resistance, 
The one triuraphant way of meet 
ing all such combinations is to 
deal justly with the Natives and 
to give them, directly or indirect- 
ly, a voice in the settlement of 
those questions which concern 
their welfare. 

“True Passive Resistance never 

ive resistance, 
y fcom the 
ai:thods of violence or the methods 
advocated by anarchists. It is at 
the opposite pole from the spirit 
of war. If, thea, the Natwes 
accept the doctrines which are 
now so prevalent amongst the 
Indian community, South Africa 
need not fear the horrors of a 
racial uprising. Te need not look 
forward to the necessity of mai 
taining an army to keep the 
Natives in awe. Tes future vill 
be rouch brighter than its past 
has been.” 

Yn conclusion I suggested that 
the plan of action which they had 
just passed, ia my opinion, ought 
to have a preamble definitely 
stating the principle and policy 
they were going to adhere to in 
working it.

A tope-worm, as the name 
Jadicates, is a long, Mat, broad 
creature ‘that looks very much 
fe piece of tape, It consists 
ofa head that buries itself jato 
‘the wall of the bowel, where it 
‘stays firmly anchored by means 
-of hooks and suckers; and from 
‘this head the body grows, The 
Joog fat body is made of seg- 
‘ments or little sections, that 
vary io size according ‘to the 
variety of worm, and these seg- 
ments break off from time to 
time and pass out of the bowel 
with the stool. Somefimes only 
‘a short length is pasted out con- 
sistiog of just a few segments. 
Aquin. there ore times wheo 
pieces several feet long can be 
passed, much to the constere 
‘ation of the patieat it he or 
ahe bas not known of having 
this trouble. 


When these parts of the taps- 
‘worm are passed out of the 
body, it is usually because the 
‘egments are ripe and ready 
to stort, fresh worms. Each 
‘segment is really a sort of egg, 
‘capable of starting anew worm 
‘under the right conditions, But 
before this can happen, the seg- 
‘ment must spend m period in the 
body of an intermediary host, 
‘What happens is that the seg- 
‘meat passes out with the stool 
and then is either eaten directly 
by some aaicaal, usually a pig,

Occasionally human beings 
swallow a tape-worm segment 
which hatches out in the body 
od becomes cyst, ‘This can 
be very dangerous indeed. 1 
remember a case where a woman 
suffered terrible headaches and 
eventually went mad and died. 
The post mortem examidation 
revealed that she hada tape- 
worm cyst on the brain. In 














another case, a cyst back of the 
man’s eye pusbed that organ 
right out om to his cheek. It 
was believed that he swallow- 
ed the cyst in water froma 
shallow fountain that was not 
‘adequately protected fromcoa- 
tamination when rain washed 
dict down from places where 
people went to stool ia the opeo, 
‘The moral is that one can never 
be too particular about keeping 
drinking water supplies protect 
edand clean, 

When measly meat is eaten 
by a human being, the cysts 
that are swallowed hatch out 
into tape-worms in the body of 
that buman-being. Then the 
whole process starts over o 
and the person with the new 
tape-worm can in turn start 
infecting animals, causing 
measly meat to be produced, 
‘and thus spreadiog tape-worm 
infestation, Measly meat should, 
therefore, be avoided like the 
plague. " Unfortunately, it is 
not always possible to tell that 
meat is measly. In fact, who- 





















ibility is 
greatly increased if the ment is 
not very thoroughly cooked 
before being enten. Those people 
who eat underdone ment, or as 
some people even do, raw teat, 
are simply asking for trouble. 
It takes very thorough cookiog 
indeed to Kill a tapeworm 
ott 

Another way of making 
‘measly meat “safe is to deep 
fceeze it for several days, Public 
health authorities claim that 
such meat is then safe to eat, 
‘And so bas arisen the disgusting 
practice of takiog measly meat, 
putting it in a commercial 
refrigerator or cold storage 
plat for deep freezing for 
several days, and then selling it 
to the public as wholesome food.

People who give board and 
lodging to a tape-worm are 
often aonemic, Sometimes they 
suffer from nervous troubles.

mass action and that the 
best course to adapt was 
individual action. This 
merits serious consideration

In 1930, Mahatma Gandhi 
started the struggle in'India 
with eighty Passive Re- 
sisters who had passed the 
test iu every respect.

[1 did 
not require speeches to 
rouse the emotional feelings 
of the people. We have to 
appeal to the hearts of the 
people and to awaken’ their 
conscience which will auto- 
matically awaken by the 
actions of the leaders. 

In Passive Resistance the 
motive is never to embarrass 
or to coerce the evil-doer 
because we do not hate the 
evil-doer; we hate the evil 
and we therefore refuse to 
submit to the evil and in- 
vite upon ourselves the 
wrath of the evil-doer. If 
the evil-doer feels em- 
baraised or coerced thereby 
itis not our fault. We only 
wish by our quiet sufferings 
to awaken the conscience of 
the evil-doer and it is bound 
to awaken if our sacrifice is 
pure,

We need not fear that by 
the foremost leaders being 
the first to go to prison the 
people will become leader- 
less.

U.N.O. Calls On South 
Afrlea To Suspend Areas Act 


"The Usited Nations Organisa- 
tiou General Assembly called for 
the establishment of a three-man 
commission to help South Africa, 
the Indian Republic and Pakistan 
settle their differences over the 
treatment of people of Indian 
origio in the Union. ‘The reso- 
lution, passed on from the special 
(Ad Hoc) Political Committee 
was finally approved by 44 votes 
to nil, with 14 abstentions, South 
Africa was absent from the 
sessiga, The resolution calls oa 
the South African Government 
to suspend enforcement of the 
Group Areas Act and states that 
the item is to be placed on the 
agenda of the next Assembly 
session. ‘The Indian delegate, 
Mr, R. K. Nebru, complained 10 
the United Nations General As 
sembly that South Aftica would 
not diseusss the removal of dis- 
ies on Indians except on the 

of repatriation — “their 
bodily removal,” The resolution 
stated that the Commission would 
bbe composed of one member mo- 
micated by South Africa and one 
jominated by the Indian Repub- 
‘and Pakistan together. The 
third member would be comi- 
nated by the frst two nominees. 
‘The members would be appoint 
ed within 60 days, but in the 
gxeat of default, the Secretary 
General of the United Natios 
Organisction, would lend hi 
assistance| to the Governments 
concerned “with a view t0 fa 
tating appropriate negotiations 
between them." The resolution 
also allows the 
to appoint an individual to give 
such aid. Sir Keith Office, of 
Australia, said he did not con 
Sider the General Assembly com- 
petent te intervene in such a 
domestic matter. His country 
would abstain from voting. The 
14 counties which abstained from 
voting on the resolution weret 
Argeutine, Australis, Belgium, 
Canada, Denmatl, France, 
Greece, Luxemburg, the Nether~ 
lands, |New Zealand, Sweden, 
Britain, Turkey and Venezuela.

Giving this information to me 
on January 13 Mr. B,C, Long, 
secretary of the Mountain Rise 
Ratepayers’ Association, —aaidt 
“Several {aflvential Indians bave 
told us that Indians will co-ope- 
rate. They even said they would 
be prepared to abut up their 
shops in Church Street if we 
‘would ttavsfer theie licences 

Mr, Long said that Dr. Richter 
had formulated a scheme and had 
approached. the Association for 
support, His scheme envisaged 
putting all Maritzburg's Indians

for Maritzburg's problem.’ 

‘Me, Long ‘said that the bi 
feature about De, Richter 
scheme'was that it looked into ¢ 
fatuce—at least 50 years ahead, 










































If hus scheme was not adopted 
Maritzburg would become a long, 
narrow city, with extensions for 
Europeans beyond Scottsville and 
Tr would be an ugly, 
stroggliog town. We will put 
forward the scheme ourselves if 
the Municipality will net co- 
operate," srid Mr. Long. 

The Association, however, 
wanted the co-operation of other 
ratepayers, for the problem was

“The Corporation say they 
have 90 money to develop beyond 
Plessislaer.

M'Trmkulu poioted out that the 
Bill would aot only have the effect 
of curning many Africans into 
criminals but would also cause 
sgceat hardship to the thousands 
of Africaos who used yeast and 
methylated spirits daily in their 
homes. 

Mr. M'Timkuls who is head of 
the Ohlange Institute was ad- 
dressing the twenty-second annual 
council’ meetiog of the South 
African Testitute of Race Rela- 
ions. He pointed out that the 
intcoduetion of the new Bill would 
result in the tightening up of the 
regulations to stop the supply of 
liquor to Africans, but that this 
wos a negative approach and 
‘would not oaly result ina tre- 
endows inceesse io the number 
of convictions for liquor offences, 
but would also increase the bos. 
tility showa towards the police 
who have to search the town- 
ships and make the areesta, 

The prohibition of the sale of 
yeast would probably mean that 
‘most Africans would be compelled 
to discard bread ftom their dicta, 
At present the urbaa Africans 
mainly make their own bread at 
3 very low cost, but with the 
rising cost of liviog, manufactured 
bread would be too expensive for 
them to buy, and the eural 
Africans would have 19 go with- 
cout because of the difficulty of 
obtaining supplies.. The stoppiag 
of the sales of methylated ‘spirita

hardship, as many of them use it 
for theit stoves, and Me. M'Tim- 
kalo suggests ‘that a type of 
methylated spirits that is unfit 
fot human consumption should 
bbe manufactured, 

He concluded by stating. that 
the time has now come when there 
should be one system for all 
members of the commuaity, for 
to have total prohibition for one 
section and not for the other 
whea the lives of both sections 
are closely connected, is almost 
Impossible and ceftaisly unde- 
sirable. He suggests that ap 
tive approach should be made 19 
the whole question of the supply 
of liquor (© non-European—that 
better beer halls should be pro- 
vided and that non-Europeans 
should be able to buy beer from 
licensed dealets for consumption 
in their own homes. 





Freehold Tenure 
Ultimate Necessity

“We expect the Africans to 
adopt European habits, and the 
customs of Western civilisation, 
we ask them to work bard and 
well for the aims and objectives 
of this civilisation, and yet 
deny them those things for which 
the Europeans work hardest themm- 
selves, home ownership and the 
security of freehold tenure,” said 
Dr, Ellen Hellmann, a0 executive 
member of the South African 
Institute of Race Relations at the 
council mecting of the Institute 
in Cape Town this moraing. 

"The Institute of Race Rela-~ 
tions bas always beld that free~ 
hold tenure for’ urban Africans 
‘was its ultimate aim, and it has 
made previous recommendations 
to this ead, but it seems that our 
of sheer despair about the magai- 
tude of the Union's housing pro- 
bem, the Institute has ceased to 
press for freebold tenure. 

"T have been considerably im- 
pressed by what I have seen re- 
cently at Alexondea Towaship on 
the outskirts of Johannesburg, 
where freehold teaure exists, 
Here many well constructed 
houses have been erected by be 
Africans, A housing scheme, 
Dube Township where Africans 
may erect houses on a 99 years 
lease has failed because Africans 
are willing to invest ia such pro- 
perty eveo on this length of 
leasehold, due to conditional in- 
hheritance’ clauses: I do not re- 
member at the moment the full 
denils of such conditional io- 
heritance, but I know tbat it fas 
something to do with the place 
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of residence of the legat heir, aad 
T know that if he is living io 
Durban, for instance, when bis 
father dies in Johannesburg, he 
is unable to inherit the prop 

"I admit that the conditions 
surrounding these matters con- 
tain a sider that they will be 
ropathetically interpreted,’ but 
isn't it asking rather a lot of 
Africans under the present condi 
tions to ask them to have 2 limi 
Jess faith ib such ‘sympatbet 
interpretation’? Whatever else the 
Institute does about this housing 
question it is essential that it 
make clear the ultimate necessity 
of making freebold ownership 
available to Africans." 























‘Transfer Of Administra- 
tive Expenses From Afri- 
cans To The Rate Fund 

January 16. 

“Tt is uneeasonable for the 
municipalities to charge against 
their African tenants such items 
as administrative _ salari and 
medical and health-services” said 
‘Mr. A. J. Cutten in bis address 
to the Council of the South 
African Institute of Race Rela- 
fions at its second day of meeting 
in Capetown. “Ie is in the Euro= 
pean’s own interest that hiy Afri- 
cas employee be decently housed 
and kept ia a physically and, 
mentally healthy condition, and 
the charges now being laid against 
the African tenant for thsee two 
items of service—an average of 
8/2 per month—should be met 
from the rate fund, 

“1 am asking this meetiog today 
to add t0 its findings on Housing, 
this request that these expenses 
be removed from the burden 
already curried by the urban 
African and placed where they 
rightfully belong, oo the rate 
fund. Io Johanoesburg this de- 
mand upon the rate fund would 
amount t6 a mere 30th of a penny 
in the pound for every 10,000 
African houses constructed. 

It may not be generally res 
cognised that in addition to the 
‘rental for the stand on which bis 
house is built, and in addition to 
the payment off loans for actual 
building, the African tenant has 
also Psy for the following 
services: Administration (salaries 
and wages of administrative per- 
sonnel,) Medical and Health ser 
vices, Water, Sanitation (Sewerage 
ot Bucket system), Street Light- 
ing, Refuse removal and Street 
Cleansing, Maintenance of ad- 
aoinistrative buildings, engineers 
jog works, street aed stormwater 
ete, Such additional cha 
average 27/6d per month, al 

Uf the two items—Administra- 
ion and Medical and Health 
Scrvices—were got included in 
these additional expenses, the 
African would need to fd 20 
average of £1 per month for the 
remaining services, 
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Jo the opinion of Mr. As J+ 
Cutten—a housing expert 
cost of staffing the Native Aff 
Department of a municipality is 
just as reasonable a charge against 
the rate fund as the cust of stall 
ing the Social Welfare Depart 

Li Mr. Cutten 
is perfecily 
obvious that the health of the 
European is dependent upon keep 
ing the African servants and 
workers free of disease and 
feetion, and; particularly at a time 
when the European enjoys free 
bospital 
reasonable and unjust to attempt 
to make the African meet this 
charge.

mourn ther sad loss. He 
was cremated at the Cato Minor 
Cemetery the same day. The 
funeral was attended by 3 large 
number of people representing 
aH sections of the community.

HE recent letter 
T written by Dr. Moro- 

ka, President-Gen- 
eral of the African National 
Congress, to Dr, Ma 
Prime Minister of the 
Union, —intimating that 
should the Government 
fail to accede to the irequest 
of the Congress to redress 
the grievances of the African 
people by repealing by 
February 29, certain unjust 
and oppressive laws affect 
ing them, which have been 
passed without consulting 
them and in utter disregard 
for their feelings and aspira- 
tions, the Congress would, 
on April 6, launch on a 
mass campaign of Passive 
Resistance, and the reply 
given to Dr, Moroka by 
Dr. Malan, must set the 
minds of all sane people 
thinking deeply. Here is 
a challenge given on bebalf 
of nine million non-White 
people to three million 
White people, who have 
assumed unto themselves 
the right to rule over them 
for the last three hundred 
years, The challenge is 
froma people who have been 
suffering from a sense of 
disappointment and frustra- 
tion, The question might 
perhaps be asked why now 
at this hour? The reply is 
very simple. These people 








have allowed themselves to 
be kicked about from. pillar 
xo post by their self-appoint- 
ed trustees and have waited 
patiently for many long 
years for the ameliora- 


tion of their conditions. But 
hws alter laws have 
been enacted continuously 
seemingly to improve their 
conditions but in reality to 
farther tighten their chains 
of slavery, In the past this 
has been done in a subtle 
way in the form of sugur- 
coated pills. ‘The present 
Government, however, from 
the moment it assumed 
power, has acted un- 
abashedly and has torn off 
the little frills which 
gave the Africans false 
hope of their attachment 
with the White man and has 
placed them in what it con- 
siders to be their rightful 
place and has told them 
with brutal frankness that 
that is where they are 
destined to remain till etern- 
ity. {thas thrown vom- 
pletely overboard all the 
rules and ideas of trusteeship 
and has made it quite clear 
to them that the relation- 
ship between the White man 
and the Black shall for ever 
remain that of master and 
servant, no matter what the 
Black man’s standing or 
status in life may be, ‘That 
isin simple terms what is 
known as “Baaskaapism" or 
“Herreavolkism." Or if you 
like to call it “Hitlerism" or 
“Nazism.” No sane person 
can or will say that the step 
taken by the African Na- 
tional Congress is unjusti- 
fied. The present Govern- 
ment has failed to appreciate 
the fact that what you could 
do three hundred years ago 
OF even a century ago is not 

















possible today, What is 
most surprising is that 
the Government should 
willfully be blind to the 
happenings in the world 
during the last decade. It 
is being said that the days 
of barbarism are over, 
‘The fact seems to be tg the 
contrary. ‘There is evidence 
of it not among those who 
are regarded as barbarians 
but in many of the acts of 
the preseut rulers, If better 
counsels need to prevail any- 
where it is upon them the 
most. 


Far From _ Satisfactory 





It is gratifying to note 
that Dr. Malan has deemed 
fit to take due notice of the 
voice of the African people 
as reflected in the letter of 
their President - General, 
The reply, however, is far 
from satisfactory.

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quately dealt with. Instead 
of giving the African people 
any hope the Prime Min- 
ister has told them that the 
laws tharhave been enacted 
are for their own protection 
and it is to their advantage 
to abide by them and 
to engage themselves in 
constructive work in con- 
formity with them. ‘This 
is the gist of — what 
Dr. Malan has told them. 
The Prime Minister has 
not attempted to meet 
the African people even 
half way. Had they been 
given some little hope we 
have not the slightest doubt 
they would have expressed 
their profound —apprecin- 
tion as has been their 
nature always to do. For 
instance de Pass Laws 
are irksome, and are the 
cause of many evils suffered 
by them, All thinking

ULTIMATUM TO DR. MALAN

1 cere desire for peace, 
harmony and friendship among 
all sections of the population. 

‘The Government, through its 
pressive policy” of teusteeship, 
segtegation and apartheid and 
brough legislation thar contioued 
to insult and degrade the African 
people by depciving them of 
fundamental bumas rights eojoy- 
ed in all democratic communities, 
bad categorically rejected the con- 
resse’s offer of co-operation.

At the recent annual confer- 
ence of the Congress in Bloem- 
foatein, it said, the whole policy 
of the Government was reviewed. 








The conference unanimously 
resolved to call upon the Govern 
meat to repeal the diseriminatory 
acts by not later than February 
28, 1952, failing which the African 
National Congress would bold 
protest demonstrations and meet- 
ings on ‘April 6 1952, a5 2 pre- 
Jude to the implementation of a 
plan for “the defiance of uojust 
ays." 

“Tn the light of the conference 
resolution we also considered the 
statement made by the Prime 
‘Minister at Ohrigstad on January 
5, in which he appealed to all 
stetions of our population to 
participate fully in the forth- 
coming Jan van Riebeeck cele- 
brations. 

"Tt is the considered opinion 
that the African people cannot 
participate ia any shape or form 
in such celebrations usless the 
aforemeationed acts, which con- 
stitute an jusult asd buriliation 
to them, are removed from the 
Statute Book. 

"We fiemly believe,” said the 
letter, “that the freedom of the 
Africia people, the elimination 
of the exploitation of mman by man 
and the restitution of democracy, 
liberty and harmony in South 
Aftiea are such vital aud funda- 
mental matters that the Govern- 
ment and the public must know 
that we are fully resolved to 
achieve them in our lifetime. 

The struggle which our people 
are about to begin is not dieected 
against. any race or national 
group, but against the unjust 
laws which keep in perpetual sub- 
jection and misery vast sections of 
the population, 

“In this connection it

Reply By Dr. Malan 

Calling the attention of the 
‘African National congress to the 
vexiceme gravity” of pursuing the 
course indicated by it, the Prime 
Minister in his reply advited it to 
reconsider its decision in the 
interests of the Bantu people.

‘This could be done, he says, 
by using the opportunities ovfered 
by the Goverament for building 
up local” Bante government aod 
administration withia all spheres 
of Bantu life. 

©The Gest point which stands 
out clearly ia. your letter is that, 
your organisation maintains that 
since 1912, although no Govern 
ment in the past has ever been 
able to consider this, your objec- 
tive has been the abolition of all 
differentiating laws,” says Dr, 
Malan. 

"Ie now demands such aboli- 
tion 35 well as consequent direct 
representation in Parliament, 
Provinzial and Municipal Coun 
cls ia all. provinces and in all 
Councils of State as an inherent 
right. 

"Te is self-conteadictory to

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THE following is the text of the 
sptech delivered by Mr. R. Ky 
Nehru, indian delegate to U.N.O. 
when the resolution on South 
Africa came for discussion: 

For th: filth year in succes- 
tion a resolution on this subject 
has come up before the Assembly. 
The frets of the case are well- 
known, They have been debated 
often here, The Assembly in 
previous sessions has considered 
the facts carefully and has 
ed certain broad conclusions, 

“The conclusions are that there 
has beet a breach of certain 
agreements ia regard to the treat 
‘ment of Indians in South Africa; 
that the Governments concerne: 
as members of this organisatio 
must act a conformity with their 
agrcemen's; that mea:ures of apact- 
hheid constitute a violation of the 
terms of the agreements and of 
the principles of the Chartec; and 
that the dispute has imparred 
relations between Member States 
and has created tension which 
must have wider ioternational 
repercussions. The min con- 
clusion is that the dispute must 
bbe settled in accordance with the 
priaciples of the Charter and that 
‘the Assembly is competent, hav- 
ing regard to the larger back- 
ground, to make recommenda- 
tions to the parties. 

“Year after year, recommenda 
tions have been made with 2 view 
to promotit'g a settlement. In its 
resolution of 1950, the Assembly 
made two alternative recommen- 
dations. The Conference method 
failed because South Africa re- 
fused to accept the Assembly's 
recommendation, The alternative 
proposal for the appointment of a 
Commission has, therefore, bea 
revived. The resolution ‘before 
you follows the terms of the 
‘earlier resolution but the spoo 
tors have gone a step further. Ia 
deference to the wishes of many 
delegates and in order to keep 
the door open for further nego- 
tiations, which must of course 
take place in terms of the Assem- 
bly’s eesolutions, they have agreed 
to a further alternative which 
provides for the appointment of 
an individual to help the Govera- 
‘ments coocerned to carry through 
appropriate aegotiations. 

Doubts Dispelled 

“The resolution has been adop- 
ted by the Committee by a large 
majority of votes, A few dele- 
enions, however, have not been 
able to give us their support. We 
‘would like t0 remove their doubts 
and one of the doubts which was 
mentioned in the Committee was 
that a resolution might come in

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if NON-VIOLENCE 


€¢]F one does not practice non-violence in one’s personal relations with others and hopes to use 

it in bipger affairs, one is vastly mistaken. Non-violence, like chafity, must begin at home. 
But if is necessary for the individual to be trained in non-violence, it is even more necessary 
for the nation to be trained likewise. One cannot be non violent in one’s own circle and violent outside 
it. Orelse, one is not truly non-violent even in one’s own circle; often the non-violence is only in 
appearance. It is only when you meet with resistance, as for instance, when a thief or a murderer 
appears, that your non-violence is put on its trial.You cither try or should try to oppose the thief with 
his own weapons, or you try to disarm by love. Living among decent people your conduct 
may not be described as non-violet, Mutual tolerance is non-violence. Immediately, therefore, 
you get the conviction that non-violence is the law of life, you have to practite it towards 
those who act violently towards you, and the law must apply to nations as to individuals. Training 
is no doubt necessary. And beginnings are always small. But if the conviction is there, the rest will 


follow.

There can be degree in violence, not in non-violence. ‘The constant eltort of the votary of non-violence 

is to purge himself of hatred towards the so-called,-enemy, ‘There is no such thing as shooting out of love.

Non-violence succeeds only when we have a living faith in God, Buddha, Jesus, Mahomed—they were 
all warriors of peace in their own style: We have to enrich the heritage left by these world teachers. 
God has his own wonderful way of executing His plans and choosing His instruments. The Prophet 
and Abu Bakr trapped in a cave were saved from their persecutors by a spider which hid woven 


its web across the mouth of that cave, All the world teachers, you should know, began with a zero,

‘The story in the present in- 
stance is that two policemen were 
investigating a faction fight in the 
Newark area, on the North 
Coast of Natal. The swift action 
of 2 young European constable 
in grabbing the rifle of his col- 
league, who had been struck uo- 
conscious by an angry mob of 
Natives, and firing a series of 
hots, it is stated, saved both their 
lives, The constable was also 
attacked by the mob, it is sid, 
who took his revolver away from 
hhim before he could défend him- 
self or bis superior, ‘The attack 
was made on both simultaneously, 
Severat shots were fired at the, 
policemen by the Natives—(aone 
of them, however, seem to have 
injured the policeman!) ‘The 
public is not told about the result 
of the series of shots fired by the 
policemen, ‘Then there were 15 
armed European and 20 Native 
police at the scene and 80 Natives 
were arrested of whom 19 were 
later released and six were taken 
to hospital with injuries received 
during the origiaal faction fight. 
One Native who had been shot 
through the leg was taken to 
King Edward VIII Hospital in 
Durban. 

What gallantry worthy of 
being publicised there is in 
defending oneself fully equipped 
with arms agaiast ati unarmed 
mob ix beyond us. In faitness 
should not similar publicity be 
given (othe i res toot 

Similarly masy letters creep 
into the Torum columns of the 
Press which do no good to any- 
fone except creating racial antagon- 
ism.

‘The Star’ (Johannesburg) 
writes under the caption ‘Time 
To Think Again’: Ia its efforis to 
secure what it believes to bea 
better deal for the Natives, the 
African National Congress has 
made the tactical error of pre 
senting its ease in the shape of an 
ulrimatum. Tt has called on the 
Government to repeal all 
minatory legislation the 
next mooth, This hay been 
coupled with a threat that if the 
request is distegarded the con: 
gress will stage protest demons- 
trations on April 6—Van Rie- 
beck Day —“as a prelude to the 
implementation of a plan for the 
defiance of unjust laws." Dr, 
Malan has replied with a 
categorical rejection of the de 
mands and a waroing that if the 
campaign of “defiance and dis- 
obedience 'is proceeded with and 
the Bantu population is incited 
to defy law and order, the Govern 
meat will use all their resources 
to quell disturbances and take 
drastic action against the instiga 
tors. In this uahappy and ominous 
atmosphere, charged fore- 
bodings of ‘violence and blood 
shed, we consider it to be our 
duty, and the duty of all reqpon- 
sible South Africans of every race, 
to urge upon the leaders of the 
African Congeess to think again 
and to return to the path of rea- 
son and prudence. Writing in 
the firm conviction that the 
Natives are deserving of a better 
fate than they have had from the 
present Government, we say 
all earnestness that the course 
which the congress has so far 
taken can do no good to anyone. 
It can do no good to the Native, 
for it will, only lead t0 ealami 
for many innocent people and it 
will not advance by one iota the 
cause for which they will suffer. 
On the contrary it will drown the 
voice of moderation, both among 
Europeans and non-Europeans, 
and will gravely embarrass those 
Europeans wo bave 4 right to 
call themselves the best frieads 
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of the Native iw his steuggle for 
justice, It will antagonize many 
other Europeans whose sympa- 
thies today are with the Native, 
but who will not be prepared to 
side with lawlessness or any form 
of extremism. If the congress 
Pursues its threat, it will play iate 
the hands of those very clemeats 
that are determined to close for 
the Native every avenue of ad- 
vancem:nt-and every prospect of 

political representation ia the 
land of his birth. No reasonable 
European in South Africa can 
view the present trends of Native 
policy with anyching but disquiet, 
‘The most tragic development has 
been the silencing of moderate 
Native opinion and the summary 
abandonment of the machinery of 
consultation with the Natives on 
the measures that mst directly 
affect their interests. For that 
situation, this Governpent must 
be held responsible, Grievous 
as the position is, however, it is 
pot one that warrants despair or 
desperate remedies, In the Union 
there are strong forces that are 
working unremittingly in order, 
in the fullaess of time and by all 
constitutional means, to rid South 
Afcica of a regime that has 
brought the country to this pass, 
There is still hope for sanity; but 
it is mot a hope that caa be ful- 
filled by ill-judged threats and 
reckless actions, 























Time To Speed Up 


While we appreciate the spi 
in which the above advise has 
been offered by ‘The Star we 
cannot help saying that the 
Natives have been given sufficient 
cause for becoming desperate, and 
the time is passed when matters 
canbe allowed to go on at a 
soail’s pace. The thinking Euro- 
peans must not forget that they 
are alter all the rulers and must 
bear the share of the misdeeds of 
the present Goveroment.

OTH Dr. D. FE, 
B Malan, the Prime 
Minister, and Mr. 


N.C, Havenga, Minister of 
Finance, made thought-pro- 
voking statements, at Por- 
terville, Inst week-end, One 
would gather from Mr. 
Havenga’s statement that 
his only concern is the 
future of “White” civilisa- 
tion and of maintaining the 
position of the "White" man 
in South Africa, And for 
that purpose he wants tle 
two main White races to 
join in an united front 
against the non-Whites, 
who, according to Mr. 
Havenga, are out to destroy 
the White man and White 
lisation. We fear Mr. 
Havenga has. no ground 
whatsoever to stand, If 
there is any such thing as 
“White” man and “White” 
lisation, they are both 
doomed to destruction be- 
cause they are an illusion, 
If any one is working for 
their destruction it is Mr. 
Havenga and those who 
think and act like him and 
no one is hastening their 
destruction more’ than they 
are, Wthere’ is one thing 
which will live eternally and 
none is capable of destroy- 
ing %t is Man and-Civilisa- 
tion. And if the non-Euro- 
peans are fighting for any- 
thing they are Aighting for 
the protection of both these 
against the evil forces that 
are making vain attempts 
to destroy them. The non- 
Europeans are therefore on 
a ymuch sounder basis

than Me, Havenga is—if he 
has any basis at all 

The principle set forth by 
Dr. Malan of "South Africa 
first” is indeed a laudable 
one, One cannot truly be 
international unless one is 
tional. Nationalism is a 
thing to be cherished by all, 
Only it should riot be allow. 
ed to become narrow and 
begotted and to tur into 
fanaticism, as is unfortunate 
ly being done in South 
Africa by the Nationalist 
Party, Nationalism in South 
Africa does not therefore 
need to be destroyed but it 
badly needs to be purified 
before it can be made ac- 
ceptable to all. 

Dr. Malan would have us 
believe that the Nasionale 
Party is not a racial Party. 
Much as we would like to 
think from Dr. Malan’s 
standpoint we must confess 
to our utter failure to see 
light. The Nasionale Party 
appears to us quite clearly 
to be based on racialism, 
The Party has made no 
secret of the fact that its 
basic principle is Apartheid 
for which it lives and for 
which it-is prepared to 
die, And what is the dif- 
ference between Racialism 
and Apartheid, excepting 
that the latter is much more 
verulent. ‘Those who think 
that a nation can be built‘on 
such a foundation are trying 
to build castles in the air, 
We can therefore hardly 
believe any thinking En- 
glish-speaking citizen of 
South Africa can accept 


























Dr. Malan's invitation to 
accept in word and deed 
the principle of South Af 
ca first, in the sense it 
put by the Prime Minister. 
But he has gone a step 
furtherand has invited “other 
sections of the populatién, 
among whom, quite ob- 
viously, the non-Europeans 
are not included. For, 
in the true spirit of 
Apartheid, with which the 
Doctor is saturated, he has 
made yet a third distinction 
and that applies to the non- 
European population. To 
them he says: “though they 
do not belong to our Party 
and differ from us in some 
respects, they should adopt 
the attitude that South 
Africa's interests are their 
interests and are above all 
other considerations, Is it 
not rather audacious on the 
part of the Prime Minister 
to approach the non-Euro-~ 
peans in this manner? ‘The 
non-Europeans are only too 
anxious to adopt the atti- 
tude that South Africa's 
interests.are their interests 
and are above all other 
considerations, But is it 
not an unnatural thing to 
be expected from them in 
the circumstances in which 
they are placed? They 
have no status in the 
country of their bieth and 
of their adoption; they 
are not accepted in the 
body politic of the country: 
they are treated as quite 
apart—as .Parriahs of South 
Africa; they do not belong 
to the Nationalist. Party or 
any other Party because 
they are not accepted in 
these parties; they differ in 
“some respects” because it 
has been made so by the 
governing Party of its own 



















choice; they are made to 
feel in every way that they 
are not South Africans, and 
yet it is demanded of them 
that they should consider 

"South Africa's interests 
as their interests and as 
being above all other con- 
sider 

‘The position is that the 
non-Europeans have now a 
separate Party of their own, 
created by the Government, 
and they are now pledged, 
not to do what they are 
wrongly bid to do, if not 
in words in deeds, viz., to 
“adopt the attitude that 
“White” South Africa's in- 
terests are their interests 
and are above all other con- 
siderations,” but that the 
interests. of South Africa 
as a whole are their 
interest and are above all 
other considerations, 

We venture humbly to 
appeal to Dr. Malan to

violence. Here we quote from 
an article written by him ia 
*Youog India’ in 19192] 

HEN a person claims to be 
Writs us i eeeael 
not to be agry with one who has 
injured hie. He will not wish 
‘him hacen; Ke will wish tim wel 
he will not swear at hina; he will 
not cause him any physical hurt. 
He will put up with all the injury 
to which he is subjected by the 
vwrong-doer, Thus non-violence 
is complete innocence. Complete 
non-violence is complete absence 
of ill-will against all that lives, Te 
therefore embraces even tub- 
‘human life, noe exchidiag noxious 
insects and beasts, They have 
not been created to feed cur 


























as unsafe as they are to day. 
OF course, it is but one more 
instance of histery sepeating itself, 
as it constantly does for the teach- 
ing of fools who refuse to learn 
except through personal suffering. 

“And, the lesson here is so very 
elementary,

character and conduet,-and, 

(b) That there ate none “30 
desperate of reckless as the con-

Icis more than forty years since 
the publication of “The Souls of 
Black Folk," but, as far as much 
of the South Aftican Union is

Tn our present state we are partly 
men and pactly beasts and in our 
igaorance and even arrogance 
say that we truly full the pur- 
pose of our species, when we 
deliver blow for blow and develop 
the measure of anger required 
for the purpose. We pretend to 
believe that retaliation i the law 
of our being, whereas in every 
scripture we find that retaliation 
is nowhere obligatory but only 
permissible. Ic is restraint that 
is obligatory. Retaliation is in- 
dulgence requiring elaborate re- 
gubting. Restraint is the law of

est restraint. Suffering is thus 
the badge of the buman tribe, 

“The goal ever recedes from us, 
The greater the progress, the 
Breater the recognition of our un- 
worthiness.

“Therefore “though I realise 
more than ever how far I am 
from that goal, for me the Law

HE events of last March to 

June ia the Union parliament 
emphasised the terrible danger 
foto which a purely juridical 
approach to law must lead us. 
{This approach is usually known 
as legal positivism. Te dispenses 
‘with the quest for any ultimate 
fouiadation for the legal order and 
regards law 35 whatever a. legally 
constituted sovereign body de- 
crees, 

But this peenicious doctrine 
that “there is no law but_ positive 
Jaw" aniounts to precisely the 
same thing as “might is eight. 
‘Aad the enormity of the doctrine 
yas clearly brought out by the 
post-war dilemma in regard to 
fo war etiminals, The Nazi 
feaders, being (like the men of 
the Kemlin or the marorities 
the Brith and South African 
parliaments) legal sovereigos of 
Their country, could legally decree 
What they would; and their 
pubjects were performing per- 
feetly legal acts io obeying their 
orders, Therefore, not only 
Were the most outrageous deeds 
stricly legal; but, according to 
the positivists, there was in any 
ease no way of punishing their 
perpeteators, since their existed 
bo. positive international law 
azainst whose specific provisions 
they had transgcessed. 

Te was against this coldly 
judicial argument that the con- 
science of the world revolted 
and found expression in the 
World of the Nuremburg judge- 
menti So far from it being 
lunjust to puaish them, it would 
te unjust if their wrong were 
allowed to go unpunished.” 
There may be reservations about 
some of the processes by whictT 
the accused were tried (though 
their own record hardly qualified 
them to caise this objection) or 
about some of the marginal cases 
tke Mazsiein; but surely not 
about the principle as applied to 
the leaders, the Gestapo, the 
concentration camp personat and 
the extermination squads. And 
the principle is tbat of national 
flaw law oF order, universal 
ia scope, morat ia content and 
reasonable ia application, which 
is the ultimate standard’ against 
which the valdity of human Las 
is measured in the individual 
conscience. 

The words “oaturat Iaw"" bave 
been used at different periods 
througbout their long history to 
describe what were in fact very 
Aiffereot doctrines. Buc the 
Junction of these docteines—the 
justiffetion of the conception 
of law jas quia iustum (of laws as 
justice) by the provision of a 
moral absolure) a3. the busis of 
all isw—bas rermained constant

through the ages. Law and 
morality are not identical; nor 
are they, a5 modesn thought 
supposes, wholly distinct. There 
is an area where they meet and 
that is the province of natural 
law. 

But the theory of sovereignty, 
whether of King, paclisment or 
dictator, implies that the essence 
of the law is command Acc 
ordiog t ancient and medieval 
theory the sovereiga law-giver 
was above positive law, but under 
esatural law and the law of nations 
(ius gentiwm). The Nominalist 
solution that law is the will of 
God was unexeeptionable in 
theory; but quite impracticable, 
beeause of the conflicting claioas 
of those who professed to bethe ex- 
clusive and infallible interpreters 
of the divine intéation, And it led 
inevitably to the theory that law 
isthe will of men, Rousseau's 
General Will, compelling men to 
be free, was swiftly followed by 
the Hegélisa solution cf the 
State as the march of Ged on 
arth, Marxism and the Herren 
wolk doctrines ate the progeny 
of Hegelianism. 

Te was with Hegel that modern 
thought took the decisive and 
fated step of altogether divorcing 
law and ethics. Hitherto, what- 
ever the contemporary doctrine 
of natural law bad been in detail, 
it had remained an ideal above 
and outside temporal reality, 
Now ideals caused to be im- 
mutable, eternal and reasonable) 
the ideal and the actual beeame 
one—God and history were 
indented, and mankind's own 
desires became the will of God. Tt 
wasnoaccideatthatlegal positivism 
flourished moat on the same. soit, 
As a historian of law Jhas well 
ssid: “Teis tragically sigaiGcant 
that the country (Germany 
where formal jurisprudence was 
developed to its utmost perfec 
tion was also the country where 
legality offered Ieast  cesistance 
to the challeage of new and 
diseuptive forces. 

eis of vital importance that 
we, tbe, ordigary citizens of a 
still democratic country, should 
not shirk this issue, If we 
believe in “my country, (or my 
people), right or wrong,” we will 
cousider the whole duty of man 
tolic inbvbedience to the actual 
laws passed by the sovereign law- 
making body.

On the railway stations there

And generally speaking though 
the non-Europeans are subjected 
to the same rates and taxes where 
is there equality of tceaument in 
the matter of providing amevities 
of aay kind for the non-Euro- 
peans? 

‘The Magistrate Mr, Vosloo has 
touched the yery core of the 
whole question, 

If equality of treatment is 
laid stress upon, as indeed it 
should, then Apartheid will be 
found impracticable. Apartheid 
and equality can never go together, 
Apartheid owesitsbirth toasense of 
inequality. The White ruler thinks 
that the Black man can never be 
his equal and that bas brought 
about this racial distinction, Now 

the nonEuropeans are 10 be 
afiorded equal treatment the 
whole mental attitude of the White 
rulers will ‘have to change 
and Apartheid will become

HE root cause of all 
alli the evils in the world 

leading to disastrous 
wars and turning human 
beings into barbarians is 
that those that have become 
greedier and greedier and 
consequently those who 
have not become poorer 
and poorer and this has led 
to a conflict between the 
haves and the havelnots. 
This seems to be more in 
respect of land than any- 
thing else. ‘There seems to 
beanever ending desire fo 
grab as much land as one 
can possibly get and those 
who have power succeed 
and those who have not xo 
to the wall, 

There is a wonderful 
movement going on in 
India today which seems 
unique in the history of the 
world. Vinoba Bhave, one 
of the worthiest followers 
of Mahatma Gandhi has 
made it his life work to go 
fon foot throughout the 
Jength and breadth of India 
begging for land for the 
landless, and it is a mater 
for joy that the response 
he is getting is as wonder- 
ful. He has been able to 
collect thousands of acres of 
land gifts from those who 
possess iand lo be distri- 
buted among those who do 
not, At the same time he 
takes the message of peace 
and goodwill to, all. In 
these days of modern con- 
veniences provided by ad- 
vanced science one feels at 
a loss to move an. inch 
without those conveniences. 








We have unconsciously be- 
come such slaves of those 
conveniences and yet here 
is a man who who has 
shunned these conveniences 
and is able to go about and 
to do more than any man 
has been able to do with all 
the conveniences at his dis- 
posal. 

India is a land of teeming 
millions where the problem 
of haves and have-nots is 
thus being solved. South 
Africa well learn from 
her. Here we have a 
spacious country with miles 
and miles of unpopulated 
land, and yet chere are 
millions of people—the sons 
of the soil who have not 
sufficient land even to build 
a home, 

‘The housing problem is 
becoming more and more 
acute, Those in authority 
are troubled as to how to 
provide houses for these 
millions. The plea always 
heard is we are short of 
funds or there is no land to 
be had. In fact neither is 
there any lack of funds nor 
of land. For day in and 
day out we find chat any 
amount of funds are and 
land are available where the 
authorities deem fit to make 
them available. What is 
lacking is the wil to part 
with them, The trouble 
has been further accentuated 
here by distinctions based 
on race and colour, The 
White people Who have 
assumed unto themselves 
the right to rule want every- 
thing for themselves while 








the non-White people are 
left to the crumbs that are 
left over and on that too the 
White ruler does not fail to 
keep his greedy eye. 
South Afriea, a land abound- 
ing with all that one could 
wish for in this world has 
really no problem at all 
Te has been created *by an 
ever increasing greed of 
those in power. The prob: 
lem is one between the 
haves and the have-nots. 
Those who have, simply do 
not wish to part with what 
they have, come what may. 


If this attitude on the part 
Gf the haves could change 
there is room in this. fair 
land for all who inhabic it 
and for many from outside 
to live a happy and con- 
tented life. If the haves do 
not lessen their greed and 
come to reason the ultima 
result must be disaster (or 
which no other than the 
haves themselves will be to 
blame. South Africa will 
be well-advised to follow 
the good example of India 
in the mater of fair distri- 
bution of land.

SUMMARY OF REPORT OF JOINT PLANNING COUNCIL OF 


AFRICAN NATIONAL CONGRESS AND S.A. 


1. Background 

IN the 29th July 1951, 2¢ the 

invitation of the African Na- 
tional Congress (A. C.), 2 joint 
conference was held of the Na- 
oval Executives of the African 
National Congress and the S.A. 
Tadian Congress (S.A.LC,) and 
representatives of the Franchise 
‘Action Council (F.A.C.). 

This Conference resolved: 

(a) to declare war on Pass 
Laws and Stock Limitation, the 
Group Areas Act, the Voters 
Representation Act, the Sup- 
pression of Communism Act, 
Bantu Authorities Act. 

(b) to embark upon an im- 
mediate mass campaign for the 
repeal of these laws. 

(€) to establish a Joint Plan- 
ing Council to co-ordinate the 
efforts of the National Organi- 
sations of the African, Indian 


and Coloured peoples in this 


‘mass campaiga. 

‘The Planning Council consists 
of: Chairman: Dr. J. S. Moroka

I, Recommendations Of

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PRESS STATEMENT BY 
MR. MANILAL GANDHI 


The following Press statement 
was made by Mr, Manilal Gandhi 
on Thursday, March 6, 


VER since the African National 

Congress came 10 the decision 
to launch 9 mass campaign against 
the various unjust laws affecting 
the African people, and to hold 
mass meetiogs and demonstrations 
on April 6, a5 a prelude to their 
proposed campaigo, may mind has 
been greatly perturbed. I have 
ao misgivings a5 to the justifica 
tion of their proposed action. 
What has been troubling me is 
as to what my own part in it 
should be. That I should play a 
patt ia it T have aot the slightest 
doubt ia my mind. ‘The question 
before me is fu what way I can 
best do 50, 

T hold the firm conviction 
that if civilisation isto 
survive and mankind is not to 
revert to barbarism, mankind 3s 
a whole must eschew all forms of 
violent watfare that is ia vogue 
today and which brands us a5 
barbarians and that non-violence, 
which is the only civilised weapon, 
raust be adopted to settle all 
national snd international dis- 
putes. 

In so far as the African people 
in particular and the con-Euro- 
peins ia general are concerned 
itis exential beyond 2 showed 
Of doube that not only from the 
ethical point of view but even 
feom the ‘point of view of ex: 
pedieacy of weapon of nen- 
Violence is the only ome that can 
take them (o the desired goal, As 
inthe case of military weapons 
so in the cate of the weapon of 
nap-violence one must know how 
to use it and must be fully 
qualified to do so. It is not a 
thing to be trifled with. Ithas a 
code of discipline far more 
severe than is required in milic 
tary warfare aad must be a 
strictly observed. Righteousness 

ays a most inyportant part in it 
Tole ives of thoue who make 
tse of it must therefore be beyond, 
teproach in so far as righteous. 
ness is concerned, 

















‘The question may well be asked; 
must we thea wait until all are 
perfect? The reply ‘to that is 
simple: certainly not, but at 
Teast these who are to lead must 
be thoroughly disciplined in the 
creed of non-violence, It is 
highly essential both to know the 
meaning of non-violence and to 
hhave an unshakeable faith in it 
to be qualified to make use of 
it, 

I would consider it wrong and 
aviolation of the spirit of non- 
violence on my port to lead the 

eople to launch a mass struggle 
steos Tam sue of my ground, 





Let me not be misunderstood 
that Tam suffering from any fear 
complex, Far be it from me to 
fear seeing not one but many 
Jalianwala Baghs repeated in 
South Africa. I would never- 
theless do everything humanly 
possible to avoid them. I would 
fefrain from doing anythbing that 
might tend to precipitate them, 

1 feel therefore that a great 
deal of organising and the teach- 
ing of the ethies of non-violence 
is needed among the Africae and 
the non-European people ax a 
whole before they can be led 
launch a mass campaiga. Until 
then those who feel the humilia- 
tio must, in my bumble opinion, 
act individually and be prepared 
to suffer the consequences, thus 

ing an example to the masses 
by theie action, 

Let it be clearly understood 
tbat the strength of non-violence 
lies ia its quality, not in its 
quantity. We should avoid taking 
any step that we might possibly 
have (0 retrace. Our faith must 
be in the righteousoess of our 
cause and in God and our slogan 
must be no other than “Glory” to 
God,’ All other slogans, which 
serve no other purpose than to 
arouse the emotions of the: people 
and to provoke those against 
‘whom our fight is directed, should 
bbe scrupulously avoided. 

The principle of non-violence 
is not to arouse emotional feelings 
bbut to awaken the hearts both of 
the people and those of against 
whom they are fighting, by 
‘Truth, Love, and Non-violence 
and a conduct of life beyond 
reproach, 

I say all this in a spirit of 
humility, Ihave no doubt that 
the leaders concerned must bave 
given thought to all these matters. 
But T feel it is necessary, 
ben giving consideration «a 
the mementous decisions of the 
African National Congress, to be 
frank and outspolen on the views 
we hold, 

After giving the whole question 
deep consideration I have come 
to the conclusion that I cannot 
blindly aliga myself with 2 move~ 
‘ment uoless Im a fully convinced 
that it will be conducted on the 
Fight liaes in keeping with che 
exeed of non-violence. My con- 
science tells me that I muse pusify 
my soul before I can make any 
active contribution and that“my 
immediate contribution should be 
fast and prayer for twenty-one 
days for wise guidance «0 all, the 
fast to commence on Friday 
morning March 7 and to continue 
till Friday morning March 28,

ITH tworthieds of its space 

devoted to advertisements 
and ooly one-third available for 
‘editorials, letters, articles, sociat 
gossip ‘and news (and much of 
that necessarily local and even 
parockial) the South African press 
can only offer its readees a very+ 
limited foreign news service. We 
teldom realise how great a dis- 
ability this is: our ignorance of 
‘events and peoples elsewhere lead- 
ing to an exaggerated idea of the 
importance and unique nature of 
our own problems, 

U, for instance, we hid a 
constitution which not merely 
puaranteed every inhabitant equal- 
ity before the law acd equal op- 
portunities of state employment 
bbut also the rights to freedom of 
speech, to assemble peacably, to 
form associations or unions, to 
move freely about the country, to 
live ia aay part of it, to possess 
jpropecty and to practise any pro- 
fession or occupation, should we 
‘not be bound to coasider that an 
advance on our preseat condition? 
Afivis said that Tadia, into whose 
constitution these rights are 

, has shom: geneous popu 
lation, that would be quite untrue. 
The culwral gap between the 
upper classes and the rural masses 
is liwle less than between wi 
and black in the Union; but 
man may change his class but not 
bis race.” If i is said that 
mise is one ting and practice 
another (and it is of course true 
that the constitution represents 
and ideal which is yet far from 
achievement), we must reply that 
here we bave neither; for even in 
theory how many of those seven 
freedoms are guaranteed to all 
race groups in this country?

few of us British in India ever 
thought that, given Pakistan at 
all, Kashmir would not be part of 
it.” The State's population is 
75 per ceat and all its rivers and 
roads debouch into Pakistan. 
‘This ia not an accident; the Tn- 
disa-Kashmir froctier lies along 
the formidable Ravi gorge cutting. 
‘back among the Himalayan foot- 
hills to the main ranges, Because 
of this it is not true to say (as 
Mr. Meltor does on p. 58) that a 
Muslim army in Kesbmir would 
threaten India as muchas a Hindu 
army there threateos Pakistan, 
The proof that Mr. Mellor is 
wrong came in the early days of 
the fighting, when the Indians 
hhad no road communications into 
the State until they had bridged 
the Ravi and driven their way 
‘over and through the contours. t0 
link up with the road aver the 
Banihal Pass, Only military 
necessity could justify such an 
extravagant engiseering feat, for 
this tenuous route will never be 
able «2 export Kashmir's fruit and 
timber, most of which used to 


























float in great rafts down the 
Jhelum river iato what is now 
Pakistan. 


‘Mr, Mellor rightly stresses that 
Pakistan was gratuitously pro- 
vocative (even allowing for the 
‘background of the riots) in accept 
ing the accession of the Muslim 
Rajah of Juaagadh. No one (ex- 
cept a Pakistani) will dispute that 
in overculing this decision by 
force (as later again in the case of 
Hyderabad) India had the back- 
ing of the great majority of the 
inhabitants of the tecritory io 
volved. Bur this very tight of 
the ruling prince to make bis own 
decinios, which India refused to 
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acknowledge in these two cases, (8 
precisely the only right by which 
she clings to Kashmir, And no 
fone who knows the country 20d 
people (except an Indian) doubts 
thata free vote any time between 
1917 and now would have gone 
overwhelmingly in favour of 
Pakistan, (Let no one suppose 
that the recent Kashmir elections 
‘were a free expression of opin on. 
No pro-Pakistani candidates or 
electioneering were allowed). 

Tt was 2 political and moral 
blunder of the frst magnitude 
that Pakistan acquiesced in the 
first onslaught of the tribes which 
drove the Maharaj a refugee into 
India. And. Pakestan’s initial 
aloofaess when the question was 
first raised with UNO was equally 
against her own interests. But 
there have been errors and airo- 
jes on both sides; the savagery 
of the tribes, which Mr, Metlor 
mentions, was matched by the 
determination of the Muslim 
minority in Jammu, which be 
does not. 


And the basic position persists 
that India is occupying three- 
quarters of a country against the 
wishes of three-quarters of the 
inhabitants and against the facts 
of geography and economic'resson, 
In demanding the complete with- 
drawal of Pakistan and Azad 
Kashmir forces fromthe other 
‘quarter of the country (while her 
‘own forces take that over as well) 
35 the prerequisite of holding a 
plebiscite, fndia is making a coo 
ution for which she knows no 
Pakistan goverament could obtain 
public support. While the stale-

HEADACHES 


HEADACHES are not a sick- 
‘ness in thermselves. A head- 
ache is really a symptom or siga 
of trouble somewhere in the 
ppatient’s system. Forthis reason, 
therefore, teeatment should never 
be given merely fora headache 
af such. 

Please let mie repeat this state- 
ment, for it is so important, so 
revolutionary, 30 different from 
common practice, that its signi 
ficanee may be totally missed, 
‘Treatment should never be given 
just for a headache as such, 

It would be interesting to 
kkaow just how much money is 
‘made by the big drug and chemi- 
cal manufacturers out of specifics 
just for the express purpose of 

‘curing headaches. Millions 
and millions of pounds must be 
involved. And always they ace 
looking for something ever more 
poteat—which, of course, shows 
that they have aot yet" got a 
specie, That they never sball! 


I remember one of these sub- 
stances that came out some 30 
years. ago, when Twas in s0- 
called “medical research.” Te 
veas lauded to the skies, Being 
yousg, I memorized the name 
of one of the ingredients as the 
biggest ‘jaw-breaker"” I. thea 
kvew of, It was DIETHYLA- 
MUNOPHENYLDIMETHYLP- 
YRAZOLON, Aud combiaed with 
this fearsome” sounding substance 
vwas a sult of barbituric ‘acid, 2 
forerunner of the batbitirates so 
much in vogue to day-and causing 
so much haem that even medical 
clea ave deplored theit use, 
But, to retura to our wonder 
cute, the object of the one sub- 
tance was to deaden the nerves 
aed thus stop the headache, At 
the same time, however, it_ would 
have auch an adverse effect on 
the heart. that 9 couoter-sub- 
stance bad 10 be added to keep 
this vital organ going, Sort of 
“pull, devil, pall, baker arrange. 
ment, But that is typical of allo- 
pathic treatment, Give some 
ope, the more powerful the 
better itis liked, 10 subdue, be 
sumb and silence the nerves that 
te exying out in protest agaiast 
tome abuse of the body, Thea, 
«the compat having, been sup- 
pressed, the patient is supposed 
fo be cured, Meanmbile, of 
course, the strong drug affects 
other parts of the body —it ean 
fot but do s0—and new syinp- 
toms manifest themselves. Soa 
further deug. is ad ed t0 crush 
this further ebellion of an eut- 
raged aystem, Or elie a new 









































disease is diagnosed, and a fresh 
course of treatment, all suppre: 
sive, is embarked upon for this 
‘new trouble. Tc really is amazing 
how  Allopathy simply cannot 
realise that disease is one thing, 
a unity, that may manifest itself 
in diverse, in fact almost endless 
forrns, 

A. litcle conversation T recently 
chanced to overbear, rather 
neatly illustrates the gullibility of 
the public and the way in which 
‘manufacturers seek to incorpo- 
rate in thei medicines other 
substances to counteract the 
harmful effects of the most 
potent drugs. Apparently the 
fone person had a headache and 
must have asked for an aspirin, 
The other said, with an aie of 
selfeonscious superiority, “Oh I 
never use aspirin now. I have 
something new, much stronger 
than aspiring, Tt is called. . 
and one tablet fixes my headaches 
right at once, Wonderful 
stuff!” The wonderful stuff he 
mentioned is a combination 
of aspirin, acetopbenidine and 
caffeine, ‘three very powerful 
deugs that can have a most detti- 
mental effect on the nervous 
system if taken too often of 100 
much, Aad, taken as headache 
powders, a5 they usually are, they 
certainly will be taken too much. 
Just think how aspiries are used, 
But people litde dream of the 
damage that such use is working 
As for this new "wonderful stuff,” 
the one ingredient is closely re- 
lated to antipyrine, which causes 
2 specific form of madness called 
“Satipyrinomania!" as. can be as- 
certained by reference to any 
good medical dictionary. . Inci 
dentally, this substance is a com- 
mon ingredient of many "pala 
killer" medicines. and I person- 
ally know of 3t least one person 
who is mentally uobalanced from 
taking such “paia killer medi- 
cines to excess, 

But, to revert to the conversa- 
ion ‘mentioned above, It is 
uly amazing how gullible the 
public is and how easily people 
swallow the bait and fall for the 
clever advertising and publicity 
devoted to the sole business o 
selling such stuff and making 
money out of it. Note how the 
one speaker referred to “my 
headaches” as if they are very 
common and quite normal occur- 
reoces, If he must continually 
Use strong. specifics for/ each 
headache, obviously his tendency 

















































towards headaches is not being 
cured in the slightest. Indeed, 
the very reverse is usually the 
case, for in time each drug loses 
its “effectiveness aa the body 
establishes a tolerance to the 
poisons, and a stronger drug is, 
required to suppress the recut 
reat headaches, So, step by 
step, the vast majority of the 
public go stumbling down the 
dark round of what is nothing 
mote nor less than an insidious 
form of drug-addiction, The 
ultimate results thereof are little 
virualised by the average doctor 
or layman, but they amount to a 
sum_total of semisiavalidism and 
‘outright sickness that is as colos- 
sal as it is pathe 
tragedy is that the 
get over their tendency to have 
chronic headaches, but instead 
they seem to consider it perfectly 
normal and quite natural to be 
the victims of frequent and 
regular headaches, And in this, 
they are aided, abetted and misled 
by far too much of what passes 
philosophy in allopathic ciréles. 
‘Talk of the blind leading the 
blind, T have known of an alles 
pathic doctor asking my advice 
about headaches which were 
driving him crazy, And, 35 he 
ssid to me, “My patients with 
hueadaches, they are also deiving 
me crazy!" 

A headache is almost inva 
ably a symptom of sarme decper- 
lying derangement of the system, 
Teis a sigo, a waroing, that some: 
thing iz wrong. Merely to 1e- 
move the headache is therefore 
not only futile but ie dangerous 
folly. The existence of many a 
serious disease is masked and 
hidden by the suppression of a 
hheadache by which the body is 
trying (© notify patient and phy- 

iam that something is radically 
wrong somewhere, And the 
usual treatment is about 23 
semsible 25 shooting out the red 
fight at_ a railway crossing that 
warns of the approach of a train, 
‘The danger bas certainly not been 
removed by destroyiog the warn 
ing sigaal! 

As everybody knows, headaches 
may manifest in many ways and 
ia many parts of the head — on 
the vertex oF top, in the occiput 
cr back of the head, in either of 
both temples, above the brows, 
and so forth, Many women 
vaguely realise that headache on 
top of the head is often 3:30 
‘with menstrual or other

trouble or disease of the nervous 
system. Headache above. the 
‘yea may be associated with br 
‘exhaustion, eyesteain, aeurashenia, 
constipation, aleololism, si 
sits, nasal cata, stomach 
disease, coryss, snifocal neural 
tinand other complaints, Head 
ache in the eeciput may be due 10 
disease. of the womb or ovates, 
constipation, syphilis eran inke 
ted syphilitic "taint, neds, 
drugooisening, or eyestesin. Te 
may. also. be due to eheumstiser 
cr neuralgia of the ealp and not 
really be a headache in the ordi« 
nary tense at all 

To deat further

Fortunately, to the Homoco: 
path in particular, the onthodos 
methods of diagnosis are not 20 
important. Indeed, he i= often 
inclined t0 be abit contemptuous 
of most medical dispnoses~-from 
knowledge that “many diagnoses 
ae incortect and hat doctors are 
very prone to differ, ay, most 
patients could testify, OF course, 
the mote knowledge that a healer 
can get concerning his patient, 
the more he ean lope wo do for 
that patient. But te emphasis 
should not be on diagnosis inthe 
usual sense; and. $0. diagnosis 
does not meso. s0 rouch fo the 
Homocopath, His chiet intecest 
is aot tomame the complaint bat 
to cure the patient. And the 
peculiar methods of Homceopathy 
coable him to. tciueyph, where 
others would be bound to fall foe 
lack of correct disgnosi. “Thus 
‘We can often have a» Homocopath

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‘Of course, a Nature Cure 
heater, especially one who ses 
Homoeopathy, will always try te 
fiod out the causes of his patients! 
complaints, And in this cons 
nexion, headaches are a classic 
example, Headaches may be due 
to traumatic conditions, that is, 
to injury, as from a blow received 
either recently or tong forgotten, 
or from violent vibration such as 
riding ia 3. motor-eat oF tra10, 
for even fom lying or sitting, with 
the head and neck ina crooked 
position such 25 to cause even a 
slight subluxation of the cervical 
In the" latter cases, in 
particular, manipulation and 
massage can be invaluable; and ia 
the former, excellent results often 
result from proper use of Arnica 
or Natrum sulh— in homoco- 
pathic form, of course, 

recollect once being in com 
pany with a group of people 
when a young man entered and 
complaiaed that he was just fran~ 
tic with a headache which had 
persisted for three days and 
pights without a break and that 
no aspiria or headache powders 
could touch. A few questions 
elicited the fact that he bad just 
completed a very loug tour by 
motor ate over very rough coun 
try roads, Right there and then 
T gave bis neck some simple mani- 
pulations that produced 2 loud 
crack like 2 stick being broken. 
Everybody jumped and exclaimed. 
"You've broken his neck!” But 
within a few moments the young 
man declared in a bewildered 
‘way, with a most comical expres- 
sion on, his face, that the head- 
ache had gone. He shook his 
head, walked about, sat down and 
did all sorts of things. But the 
headache had completely gone, 
‘And the next day it was tll gone; 
no had it returned a week later. 
What had happened eas that in 
the course of his travels he had 
undoubtedly “put his neck out" 
shghtly, and this eaused pressure 

in nerves that thea caused 
the terrible headache, The 
‘macipulations took off the pres 
sure, and all was well again. 

Other causes of headache con 
be psychological. For instance, 
it has been ascertained by indus 
trial psychologists in America 
that some cases of persistent 
headache can be cured by simply 
changieg the patient to some 
‘other job or to another foreman — 
‘or by changiog the boss! Inci- 
dentally, secret resentment and 
resistance can also generate a 
stiff neck! 

Headaches of diete 1c origin 
may atise from eating wrong 
food, oF from temporary lack of 3 
drug such as enffeine that is a 
constituent of coffecand tea (and 
certain. cold drinks), When the 
rust cup of, tex is. missed, a 
headach: develops. This is eaused 
by the blood dissatving out of the 
tissues some of the drug where it 
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has been stored, to get it out of 
the way. The drug is now dis- 
solved out'a bit and gets into the 
bloodstream so that it can be 
thrown out of the body. But 
this means that it gets to the 
bbrain too and causes 2 headache. 
If, however, a cup of coffee or tea 
is now taken, the drug in circula- 
tion in the bloadsteeam is thrown 
out by being deposited into the 
tissues somewhere convenieat io 
the body. And 20 the headache 
stops—for the time-being at 
least. 

Another prolific cause of the 
dietetic headache is, of course, 
the mistake of eating while 
worried, angry, excited or while 
busily eogaped in other work 
demanding considerable attention 
and concentration of the mental 
powers or of physical energy. 

‘An unsuspected cause of many 
beadaches is abuse of the feet. 
Tight-fitting shoes compress ner 
ves in the tors and feet that by 
reflex action affect the brain. 
Stepping, up and down on bard 
concrete ‘pavemests and paved 
streets also gives the feet such a 
beating. that their nerves are also 
affected in the same way, That 
is one reason why a day's shop- 
ping in town can so-often end io 
as plitting headache, 

Closely related to this is what is 
termed "rmuseum fatigue,’ due 
to over use of the eyes and braia 
in looking at a great many oew 
and ioteresting objects, as is 
commonly done ia window-shop + 
ping. ‘Then too, many head- 
aches arise from fatigue, exhaus- 
jon caused by overdaing things. 
‘Most headaches of sexual origin 
con be classed in this category, 
and these usually mavifest as a 
dull ache over the eyes and in 
the back of the head and they are 
often accompanied by 3 psia ia 
the small of the back. Io such 
cases homoeopathte treatment is, 
truly ravatuable, 

The some applies to the effects 
of the sun or of overheating. In 
this connexion itis interesting to 
observe that Homoeopathy has, 
amongst its numerous remedies 
for headache, made use of a 
peculiar property of dynamite, 
Anybady who has worked with 
dynamite kaows only too well 
hat this substance can cause a 
‘most unpleasant kind of head 
ache, This fact was.a sheer gift 
to the Homaeopaths. who poten- 
tised dynamite aod use it, a8 
Glouoine to cure similar eases of 
headache, Glonoine is particu- 
larly efficaceous in headaches 
resulting from exposure to the 
sun or from riding in a truck oF 
car which has becom: overheated 
from being exposed to the hot 
in, Te works similaely well for 
headaches feom having to attend 
to a hot stove, And it is very 
ood for headaches originating in 
high blood pressure, 

Finally, there are headaches 
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that are caused by vacious forms relief from headaches, but susch a

England but, if war came between 
Communisis and anti-Commua- 
ism, South Alcica would be 
wholeheartedly on the side of 
the antsCommunist Powers. 
“This country, above all others, 
will be in danger if Commusisas 
wins," said the Prime Minister. 
"Before the Communists fought 
with acros, they fought by gaining 
influence among sectious of the 
‘community such a3 the non-Euro- 
peens, who were 2 majority ia 
South Africa, aad, by pointing 
‘our that they did or have equal 
rights, persuaded them that they 
‘were oppressed. That has created 
asituatian in owt country which 
is alseady dangerous and which 
can become much mote dagger 
ous is a forseeable time," Dry 
Mjan said the Skiet Commandos 
find bem formed 10 sevi 
fipterest of the platteland ia che 
Sefence of the country and to

guard the snternal security of the 
country. The importance of this 
was seen in the demand on the 
Natives that all apartheid legis 
lation should be repealed and 
theie ulumatum, supported by the 
Indians, that, unless those laws 
‘were repealed, they would dely 
the law.

ism was threatening the whole 
European population. “That 
why our first coucera must be 
the assurance of our security 
within our own country,” said the 
Prime Minister, Referring to the 
fast election, De, Malan said that 
the Nationalist Party had asked 
the countey for a mandate, par- 
ticalarly on the Coloured ques- 
tion, because, if that was not 
solved, South Africa and the 
European race would be over 
whelmed. His party had, there 
fore, come forward with the 
policy of apartheid to counter the 
non-Europeans demand for in 
creased ‘political rights and to 
protect the position of the Euro 
peans and their descendaats. 
With the aum of maintaining the 
purity of the European race, the 

* Governmeat bad established 
seprate residential areas through 
the Group Areas Act and had 
prevented the mmxture of blood 
through the Mixed Marriages and 
Immorality Acts. If this had been 
allowed to tontnue, it would 
gradually have led to the bis 
tardisation of the European race.

Union Government's Grant 
To The M. L. Sultan 
Technical College 


The college receives a sub- 
‘sidy from the Government based 
ona certain percentage scale on 
the funds collected by the College. 
‘The College has to find one half 
of the estimated cost for the 
scheme, aud the Goveroment will 
‘grant the other balf, The College 
‘scheme 15 estimated to cost 
£75,000. At present the College 
ovation is £20,500. For the 
years 1952-1953 and 1953-1954 
the subsidy agteed to be paid by 
the Unica Government is 10,000 
per year. Since the Nationalist 
Government came into power :the 
subsidy has increased steadily: 
‘The Government has allocated 
the sum of £37,500 for buildiogs. 
They set aside £5,000 for the

African National Congress, if 
my appeal is worth anything, 
that they should abandon their 
decision to hold mass mectings 
and demonstrations on April 6. 
Europeans throughout South 
Afcics will celebrate Van Rie~ 
beck Day which they are fully 
entitled to do. just as the Afri- 
cans are justiGed in abstaining: 
particularly in view of the in- 
creasingly ceactionsry poli 
pursued by the present Govera~ 
ment.

It is a practical method which 
ca awaken an interest ia study 
even among apathetic ot shy 
children who have .beea dis- 
couraged by routine instruction, 
The head teacher mentioned to 
me the case of a boy who waz 
Iszy and tacituea—the sort of 
child who, in the ordinary way, 
would have been treated as the 
‘dull boy of the class. 

This child who did not want to 
read or study bad, however, 9 
taste for drawing and, through 
drawing, it was possible gradually 
to work up his interest in other 
subjects, even those which bad 
‘been the most difficult for bim. 

Nearly all the children have 
made astonishing progress by 
this method; and, what is still 
more important, their curiosity 
has been awakened and stinu-

CCORDING to the latest offi- 
cial joformation from the 
United States, medica! opinion 
there considers that the dangers 
of epilepsy being transmitted to 
offspring have been much ex- 
aggerated, It is considered that, 
while the tendency to epilepsy 
can certainly be inherited, that 
tendency can be offset by many 
other factors such as sound vital 
organs, goed jiatelligeace and 
satisfactory development of the 
personality especially in regard to 
relationships with other people 
and the community in general, 
This isa big departure {com the 
usual orthodex attitude previously 
maintained, but ic accords more 
with the Nature Cure view. 
Naturopaths wh use Homoet 
pathy are convinced that, if, thei 
methods were given 2 faicl trial, 
at least 50 per cent of the inmates 
epileptic home could be cured 
with’a 6 months or so—many in 
less time. Of course, they do not 
maintain that every case can be 
cured. Where the brain has 
, definitely been injured, or there 
is some gross lesion of the spine 
thar cannot be re-adjusted, ma- 
turally no cure ean be hoped for. 
‘Yet even io these cases, the Nature 
Cure specialist is certain that his 
methods will afford greater relief 
than can possibly be obtained by 
the usual treatments by orthodox 
medicine with its powerful drugs 
and sedatives, to make no mention 
of such horrors as electrical shock 
treatment. In this connection it 
is illuminating 10 read a fairly 
recent scientific pronouncement 
9a certain phases of electrical 
shock treatment.

‘There are two iain forms: the 
one, called Grand Mal being 
characterised by convulsions; and 
the other, Petit Mal being wi 
out convulsions and somet 
even without falling fits.

Sex crimes, for 
instance, are often related to 
cpilepsy.

Rather, itis the other way about, 
Sex is closely related to ther 
nervous system, and epilepsy is 
3 form of derangement of the 
nervous system. Any sexual ex- 
citement cao, therefore, have a 
profound effect on the nervous 
system of an epileptic, But, apart 
from these much-to-be feaced 
consequences of epileptic fits, 
there are any amount of danger~ 
ous situations thar can arise, A. 
petson having a Gt in bed, es 

pecially during sleep, cao quite 
easily tuen over and be smothered 
by the face being buried in the 
pillows. Many a sufferer has 
fallen into fire and been badly 
burned. And there can be no

For this reaton, there are 
institutions which look after them 
and give them comparatively safe 
jobs such as gardening.

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Final Verdict On Voters’ Act 


HE unanimous ver- 
T dict of the Appellate 
Division—the high- 
esttribunal of the land—on 
the Separate Representa- 
tion of Voters Act, that the 
Act was “invalid, null and 
voidand of no legal force 
and effect," has come to 
the non-Europeans of South 
Africa asa great relief, It 
has renewed their faith in 
the South African judiciary 
that there is ft least one 
institution where one can 
expect real justice and one 
which stands above all pre- 
judices. The verdict has 
eohanced the prestige of 
the South African judiciary 
throughout the world. 





Unhappily, however, 
has not satisfied the Na- 
nalists, who see in it the 
foiling of all their pet plans. 
The Prime Minister, Dr. D. 
F, Malan, has dared to go 
to the extent of declaring 
his intention to override the 
Appellate Court judgment 
and to introduce legislation 
to abolish the jurisdiction 
of Court over Acts of Par- 
Wament. Yet as recently as 
September 21, 1951) the 
Minister of Justice, Mr. C. 
R, Swart, speaking at Vrede- 
fort, according to a report 
appearing in the ‘Natal Mer- 
cury'declared that the Gov- 
"ernment would not interfere 
with the independence of 
of the Law Courts from the 
lowest to the highest. The 
Government was making 
the laws, he said, and the 
Law. Courts must execute 
arid interpret the laws to the 














best of their ability inde- 
pendent of the Government. 
He further went on to 
say: 

I find t necessary to voice 
this warning so that we can 
always have the assurance that 
‘we can go to the Courts of 
Justice.’ In spite of the fact 
that mistakes were sometimes 
made, the South African Law 
Cousts were independent and 
free to do justice to the best 
of their ability and to interpret 
and judge according to the laws 
put before them witbout fear 
of ioterference from the Gov: 
emment 





Dr, Malan's proposed ac- 
tion is therefore a flagrant 
breach of his Government's 
honoured word, 


No sane person can pos: 
sibly deny that the judgment 
of the Appellate . Court 
has brought about a 
constitutional crisis in 


the country. In the natural 
course the Government 
should accept its defeat and 
resign. But the tactics 
adopted in Parliament to 
muzzle the Opposition by 
the Speaker using autocratic 
powers, Parliament is being 
reduced to a farce, : 





‘The Nationalists are de- 
termined to have their own 
way in utter disregard of 
public opinion. Of course 
the non-Europeans, who 
have no voice, are just silent 
spectators. Wut the Euro- 
peans are greatly agitated 
and meetings unprecedent- 
ed in their sixe are being 
held all over vehemently 
protesting against the Gov- 
ernment’s action. What the 











outcome of it will be re- 
mains to be seen. 

The present situation re- 
ninds us of Germany under 
Hitler's regime. Hitler was 
born when righteousness 
had disappeared from Ger- 
many. He assumed dic- 
tatorship and eventually 
destroyed himself and ail 
that surrounded him, A re- 
petition of that seems to be 
taking place in South Africa. 
Righteousness in South 
Africa, ifithas not altogether 
disappeared, is certainly 
ata very low ebb and that is 
what has given birth to the 








“evil forces which are fast 


assuming ascendency. One 
thing to be said in favour 
of these forces is that there is 
honesty and sincerity of pur- 
pose, on their side, however 
brutal it may-be. Can the 
same be said about the 
opposing forces? Atre they 
really honest and sincere oF 
are they not moved by sel- 
fishness and is sthere not a 
certain amount of hypocrisy 
in them ? 


The non-European pro- 
blem is the biggest pro- 
biem of South Africa, 
Whether bad or good the 
Nationalists have a definite 
policy in regard to that 
problem. The same cannot, 
unfortunately, be said about 
the United Party... The 
latter cannot honestly say 
that they are not in agree- 
ment to a large extent with 
the Nationalists in” that 
respect. It cannot be denied 
that the policy is wholly 
unjust and unrighteous. 
And all the noise the United 
Party and the Torch Com. 
mando may make it will be 
of no avail unless they have 
a policy based on truth 
and righteousness. Unless 
hercutean efforts are’ made 
to over-balance the evil 
forces by forces of righteous- 
ness we fear the Nationalists 
will keep on gaining in 
power until finally they. will 
destroy themselves and 
destroy this fair land as 
Hitler did in Germany.

Appeal Judge tn Ndlwana 
Cise Giver Views On Voters 
‘Ret Decision 
‘The Rt. Hon. N. 1. de Wet, 
a former Chief Justice of the 
Union, on Saturday, March 22, 
threw some light on the much- 
discussed ease of Nélwana versus 
Hofmeyr, which has been quoted 
by the Prime Minister, Dr. 
Malan, afer the decision on the 
Appeal Court last week on the 
Representation of Voters Bill 
Mr. de -Wet was one of the 
judges who sat on the App.tiate 
Beach in 1937, He made the 
following statement: "As one 
of the judges who sat in the 
much discussed case in Ndlwana 
versus Hofmeyr, I wish to refer 
to. two points: "{1) In that 
cate, the Act which was attacked 
hhad been passed by a iwo t 
majority of the two Houses of 
Parliament sitting together, and 





' 
the contention was that it should 
have beeo passed by the Houses 
sitting separately. In the later 
case a bare majority sould have 
been sufficient. “It is clear, 
therefore, that if the Court ws 
‘wrong, 0 injustice was done; 
if the Act had been declared 
invalid, it would simply have 
meant that the eatlier course of 
passing it in tbe ordinary way 
would have bad to be followed. 
"@Q) In the case the Court 
would not decide that the en- 
trenched clauses of the South 
Africa Act were no longer in 
force. It considered that these 
clauses were a matter of pro- 
cedure which was for Parliament 
itself to enforce, ‘I am pleased 
that the Court now, after the 
fullest argument and afier haviog 
material placed before it which 
we did not have, could come 
to the conclusion that the en=

trenched clauses ate more than 
a matter of procedure and could 
give legal validity (0 the strong 
motal obligations which were 
undertaken on all sides at the 
eof the passing of the 
Statute of Westminster.

He 
had been invited by the South 
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African Government to joi in 
the Van Riebeeck Celebrations. 
Io declining thé invitation, he 
hhas intimated that from certain 
communications be has received, 
it would appear thatthe Church 
of Scotland's missionary work 
in Africa might be rendered less 
effective through a mistepresent 
tion ofhis presence.” Earlier this 
month the question of the 
Moderator’s proposed visit was 
raised at a meeting of the Edin- 
burgh Presbytery. Dr. White 
Anderson thea stated that he bad 
received 2 number of letters 
criticising the visit, and pointed 
that there seemed to be organised 
opposition to it, At the end of 
the meetiog a resolution was 
agreed to in which the repeated 
statements of the Church and 
Nation Committee the 
Church of Scotland, criticising 
the racial disctimiaation adopted 
by the present South African 
Government, were reiterated, 
The resolution, bowever, saw 00 
objection to the Maderator’s 
visit, and asked bim 10 convey 
the Presbytery's good wishes to

The Moderator Regrets ... 

Under the above Capetown 
the Rand Daily Mail of March 
22 writes:—The Moderator of 
the General Assembly of the 
Church of Scotland, the Right 
Reveread W. W. Anderton, was 
‘was probably ill advised to refuse 
the invitation of the South 
Aftican Government to visit the 
Van Riebeeck celebrations in 
Cape Town, But bis reasons 
for refusing are obvious and 
poinfully well kcown to us bere 
in South Africa. It bad been 
represented to him that, by 
visiting us, he might be thought 
to approve of the racial policies 
of the present Goverament. 
‘That is a risk which we ebink 
bbe might have takes. Nobody 
in South Aftica—and few in 
Scotland—would have thought 
that a man in his position 
was really condoning Malanism 
by attending the Van Riebeeck 
Festival. Clerical, as well as 
secular diplomats are entitled 
to assist at occasions in coun- 
tries the policies of which they 
may personally abbor. As it is, 
Dr. Anderson bad disappointed 
the adherents of his own Church 
ja South Africa and has per- 
haps, laid himself open to the 
charge of forgerting that thece 
is a strong liberal element, among 
all congregations in this countcy, 
‘which would have been heartened 
by: his presence, difficult, 
however, to criticise the Mo- 
derator with much convicti 
when one realises the dilemma 














in which he was placed, His 
snub to the Government is but 
another example of the degree t0 
which South Africa's present 
policy is disliked abroad.

Reliable sources at the Usited 
Nations said that the Secrecary- 
General, Mr Trygve Lic, was 
wondering whether bis interven:

aary. By 2 reselution adopted oa 
Januaty 12 ia Pais, the General

The findings of the Appellate 
Court were of great importance 
in South Africa snd of gest 
terest in the United States, said 
sa editorial in the ‘New York 
‘Times! on March 22, 

The South African court had 
given au object lesson that might 
apply to the United States, Ic 
ind showa that coastitutional 
law was an important repository 
of liberty and that, in liberty’s 
defence, an incorruptible and 
os-political judiciary must be 
placed in the first eank. 

“Those who take that lesson 
will applaud the firm and wise 
judgment that has been rendered 
in South Africa 

The matter was of considerable 
importance to Americans because 
“qe ate also committed to this 
principle of constitutional ‘en- 
trenchment, We alsa requice a 
process more complex and far- 
reaching to make changes in our 
constitutional structure, We have 
cesisted efforts to bring this pro- 
cess under closer political control 
either by simpligeation er by 
roodification of the cousts them- 
selves," said the newewspaper. 

Points Made In 
Judgment 


In a 15,000-word judgment 
delivered in Bloemfontein on 
Thursday, March 20 the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme 
Court unanimously found that 
the Separste Representation of 
Voters Act of 1951 “is invalid, 
pull and void and of no legal 
force and effect. 

These poiats were also made 
by the Chief Justice, Mr. A. van 
dec Sandt Centlivees, in his- 
judgement: There is nothing in 
cathe Statute of Westiainster to 
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justify the inference...that there 
was any intention to repeal or 
modify the provisions of Section 
152 of the South Africa Act 





Icis impossible to unhold the 
contention that after passing 
the Statute of Westminster the 
Union found itself with a Con- 
stitution which had been radically 
alered—a Constitution which 
enabled Parliament to sit either 
bicamerally oF unicamerally no 
matter what the subject matter 
Of the legilation might be. 





‘The fact that the appellants 
are now labelled South African 
citizens and no British subjects 
can have no effect on theic 
franchise rights nor on theie 
rights to become registered (as 
voters.) 








To say that the Union is not a 
sovereign State, simply because 
its Parliament functioning bi- 
camerally has not the power to 
amend certain sections of the 
South African Act, is to state a 
manifest absurdity. 

‘Te hold chat this Court i aot 
competent 10 inquire whether, 
regard being bad to the provisions 
of Section 35 of the South Atti 
Act, an Act of Parliament has 
bee validly passed would mean 
that Courts of Law would be 
powerless fo protect the rights 
of individuals which were specially 
protected in the Constitution of 
this country,

FEEL that the time has now 

come for me to deal with the 
question of what Satyageata ceally 
means. Satyagraha is a new term, 
‘but what it stands for is as old as 
the werld, The literary meaning 
of Satyagraha, is the insistence of 
Truth and the steength that 
results from this insistence. 'To~ 
day we arc using Satyagraha as a 
power, meaning that the strength 
which results from upholding the 
Truth is being used to defend 
ourselves against the various laws 
made against us. Truth is religion, 
it is a principle. Love is rehgion 
and also another priaciple. There 
ace no two religions, therefore 
Truth is Love or Love is Truth, 
If we think deeper we will find 
that {0 follow Truth without Love 
is imposnble, and therefore the 
strength of Teuth is the strength 
of Love, Hence we cannot remove 
‘our sorrows or difficulties while 
we have the feeling of eamity and 
hate within us, This is not diff- 
cult to understand. The thou-

great significance in 
India because it marked the 
turning point in her struggle 
for Independence. That 
day stirred the whole of 
india worher very depths as 
a result of the wholesale 
massacre in cold blood of 
innécent_men, women and 
children in the hope of crush- 
ing the spirit of the three 
hundred million people of 
India so that the British 
rule could be re-established 
for another hundred years. 
But the calculations of 
the then rulers mis- 
carried and it marked the 
beginning of the end of the 
British rule. The spirit of 
the people instead of being 
crushed was awakened as 
never before and, it gained 
in strength by ‘leaps and 
bounds. It was therefore 
the beginning of the real 
struggle of India to break 
off the foreign shackles with 
which she was bound for 
over a hundred-and.fifty 
years and she succeeded in 
teaching her desired goal 
with the clean weapon of 
non-violence and thus set 
a great example to the 
world, 

April 6 has becdine also 
significant in South Africa. 
‘The White people of South 
Africa are celebrating that 

* day as Jan Van Reibecck 
Day—the day on which the 
first White man set his foot 
‘on the South African soi 
They are celebrating the 
@ay as one of victory and 
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joy. They have every reason 
to do so, The White 
people have always been 
an enterprising people; 
they were wading the seas 
in quest for land and it 
was after passing through 
anxious days and nights 
that they bit upon these 
shores and it was quite 
naturally an occasion for 
joy and thanksgiving for 
them, for their labours had 
borne fruits. Had they 
behaved themselves after 
having come to this land 
by the grace of God, nothing 
could have been said against 
them, But they did not 
behave themselves, They 
were ovgcome by greed 
and power madness. “They 
deceived the sons of the 
soil, who were simple people. 
They robbed them of their 
Jand, and terrorised them 
by their guns and enslaved 
themand they have remained 
sotothisday. For the Black 
man in South Africa, there- 
fore, Van Reibeeck Day. 
has not the same meaning 
as it has for the White man. 
The former naturally con- 
siders the Day as marking 
the beginning of their 
slavery. Since the advent 
vof the White man. there 
have been many ups and 
downs, ‘There have been 
liberal Governments and 
harsh Governnfents and the 
position of the Black man 
has accordingly ensed or 
grown worse. But it has 
never in the history of 
South Africa been as bad 
as it has become under the 








present Government, whose 
avowed object is to throw 
the Black man backward by 
three hundred years and to 
give him no opportunity of 
progress at all. ‘The pre- 
sent Gavernment sincerely 
believes that this is a White 
man's country and the 
Black man is destined to 
remain where the White 
man chooses to place hit 











No wonder then that 
there should be so much 
discontent and a sense of 
frustration, and despair, re- 
sulting, in an unwillingness 
‘on the part of the Black 
man to participate in the ju- 
bilations of the ter-centinary 
of Jan Van Reibeeck Day. 


The African National 
Congress has therefore 
chosen to observe the 
occasion as a day of humi- 
fiation and prayer in protest 
against the unjust and in- 
human laws that have been 
enacted by the present Go- 
vernment against the A 
can «people, Since the 
Group Areas, Act applies 
equally to all non-Europ. 
ans and the Indian com- 
munity in particular the 
South Alrican In 
gress has joined hands. wi 
the African National Con- 
gress and the Coloured or- 
ganisations. There stand 
is fully justified and hence 
April 6 has become a sig. 
nificant day in the history 
of the non-Europeans in 
South Africa, for it marks 
the beginning of their 
struggle for emancipation 
The only thing that we are 
concerned about in the best 
interests of the non-Euro- 
pean people and their cause 
is. that they should av 

ing any step which might 























result in racial conllict of 
which there 1s every possi- 
bility in view of the fact 
that feelings are tense on all 
sides. “We are pleased to 
note in the circumstances 
that in Natal it has been 
decided not to have any 
mass meetings or demons- 
trations on that day but to 
observe the day quietly as 
a day of humiliation and 
prayer, It would be a 
wise thing if all the Pro- 
vinces were to observe the 
day in the same manner. 
We would venture to sug- 
gest that that day should be 
observed as a truly religious 
day, in the true sense of the 
term, and all the evils such as 
drinking and gambling or 
indulging in recrimination 
even against our opponents 
will be scrupulously avoid- 
ed and that the true spirit 
of non-violence will pervade 
the whole atmosphere. God 
will then surely help us.

ALL-INDIA CONGRESS COMMITTEE 
RESOLUTION ON SOUTH AFRICA 


“HE following is the text of the 

resolution passed on South 
Africa by the All-India Congeess 
Committee at its session which 
met reeoty in Caleta: 

“The All-India Congeess Com- 
tee deeply regrets that the 
Union Government of South 
Africa have rejected the direction 
of the General Assembly of the 
United Nations regarding the 
steps to be taken to settle the 
problem of persons of Int 
origin in South Africa and have 

votiaued to implement ruthlessly 
its policy of apartheid, Both in 
the administrative and legislative 


policy based on racial discrimina-_ 
ion. ‘They have endeavoured 
and will enatioue to endeavour te ° 
find a peaceful settlement in con-+ 
sonance with the basic ‘principles 
for which they stand and on 
which the United Natioas” hae 
been built up. “Defiance of these 
principles must lead to racial 
conflict on a vast scale. 

‘The All India Congress Com- 
mitte welcomes the decision of 
the Supreme Court of South 
Aftica declaring the South African 
Government's Act placing cotour- 
‘ed voters on a separate electoral 
roll to be iovalid.

Group Areas Act No 41 
OF 1950 


OF recent legislation affecting 
the Indian people the Group 
Areas Act is perhaps the most 
important, Particular attention 
has bad to be paid to its pro- 
visions to ensure that the pro- 
posed sew buildings for the 
College should be correctly sited. 
Many are the suggested schemes 
whereby the intention of the Act 
may be implemented. A careful 
consideration of these schemes 
and a study of local opinion as 
expressed in tlie Press brings out 
the following fundamental points 
of agreement:— 

(@) The Central City area will 
continue to serve all. sec- 
tions of the community as 
at present and no change is 
visualised in religious, edu- 
‘ational, industrial and com- 
tereial activities. 

(6) As times elapses, cesidential 
aras, possibly different from 
those already established, 
will become available to all 
racial groups, 

Guided by these’ considerations 

“the College Council has concluded 
that there will always be 2 need 
for educational facilities in or near 
jo the central city area where 
specialised and centealised educa 
ion may be offered. The Col-

Conclusions Regarding 
The Siting Of The 
College 
The effective area of the site 
allotted to the College at. Cure 
Fountain is approximately Eve 
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acres. Taking into consideration 
the provision of play strips but 
not playing Gelds, this area could 
be reasonably expected to accom- 
modate about 700 full-time pupi 
in addition to two or three times 
that number of part-time stu- 
dents, According to approved 
modern planoing, these students 
should have available as playing 
fields an additional minimum of 
seme twenty acres These addi- 
ional playing fields could be sited 
in suitable suburban districts. 

Tn moceting the needs of the 
two types of activity mentioned 
above, the College hopes to estab. 
Tish ob the central site at Curries 
Fountain those departments 
ready approved by the Hon. the 
Minister of Education. This 
cceatral site will, as time elapses, 
have its activities slowly ce-aligoed 
to meet the requirements of the 
"Centred" department. As en+ 
rolment slowly increases the need 
for ‘the outer playing fields will 
become more evident.

this fundamental Lack of ‘a site, 
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tory of the painfully 
ix regotiations between 
the Durban City Council and the 
Durban Indian Sports Ground 
Association, with the M. L, 
Sultan Technical College a 
sbuttlecock between them, refleets 
ittle credit either to the City 
Council or the Indian Sportsmen, 
Both bave had opportunity where- 
by our problems could have 
beea solved, both have avoided 
their responsibility to the edu- 
cational needs of the Indian 
peopte in their concentration on 
their own difficulties. 

The lease of Curries’ Fountain 
to the Durban Indian Sports 
Ground Association lapsed in 
October 1950. Thereafter the 
land reverted t0 the Durban City 
Council who, io August 1951, 
afer a unanimous decision by 
its Finance Committee, fially 
approved the gift of six acres to 
the M. L. Sultan Technical 
College. The dovation of the 
land was made depfndent on the 
approval of His Honour the 
Admisisteator of Natal being 
forthcoming and also upon the 
issue of whatever permits might be 
necessary under the Group Areas 
Act. 

Despite the urgency of our 
needs; despite the approval of 
deed of donation by the City 
Council, no action has as yet 
been taken to implement this 
decision, No application has as 
yet been addressed to His Honour 
the Administrator. requesting his 
consent to the gilt, nor bas ony 
application yet beea made to the 
Land’ Tenure Advisory Board 
by the City Council for a deter- 
mination (0 allow the College to 
eccupy land which, from time 
almost immemorial according to 
South African standards, has 
been solely used by Indians. 

The very right to transfer the 
the ground in question appears 
to have been obfuscated by the 
City Council itself in its opproval 
of an arrangement which allows 
ail action to be slowed down 
1 stagnation point, the while 
the College and its urgent needs 
uawittingly become as a lever 
to be used both by the de-

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Justice Should Be Tempered With Mercy 


HE judgment given 
T by the full bench in 

the Transvaal Su- 
preme Court in the case of 
Budhia Bhana vs. the Min- 
ister of the Interior will 
affect quite a number of 
such cases where children 
were not able to enter the? 
Union before they had 
reached the age of sixteen 
for no fault of theirs, but 
because of the disruption in 
transport during the second 
world war. To penalise 
such children and tear them 


‘away from their parents 


and other relatives who are 
domiciled in the Union is 
a glaring injustice and it is 
inhuman int the eyes of the 
civilised world, 

Mr. Justice Price seems 
to have laid stress on that 
point which should certainly 
not be ignored. Justice 
should be tempered with 
mercy. And this is un- 
doubtedly a case’ in which 
the circumstances should be 
taken into consideration by 
the learned Judges. The 
Judge President (Ae. Jus 
tice 'Maritz) very rightly 
said that he had an open 
mind on the question 
whether Mr. Justice Price 
had jurisdiction to enter- 
tain the ‘application. That 
is a point which needs to 
be tested in the interests 





i 


of justice. It was also - 


stated by Mr. Justice de 
Villiers that “'In my opinion 
the Minister had acted with- 
in the jurisdiction conferred 
upon him, and as there is 
no suggestion of fraud or 


malafides, 1 incline to the 
view that Mr, Justice Price 
had no jurisdiction to enter- 
tain the application.” 

One thing needs to 
be remembered here that 
the openly declared policy 
of the present Gov- 
ernment is not to protect 
the rights of Indians to 
reside in the Union but to 
seize the sligtest pretest 
to get rid of them, We 


certainly do not suggest 
that there has been any 
fraud or malafide intention 
in the case in question, But 
the whole policy of the pre- 
sent Government in dealing 
with the Indians is not 
based on the princi 
justice and humanity. We 
can therefore look only to 
the highest Court of the 
land for justice. 

This is not a case where 
any fraud or any criminal 
act has been committed by 
ther espondent. Hence 
the scales of justice, in our 
humble opinion, should bal- 
ance entirely in his favour.

For the first time siace the 
exsblishment of a Supreme 
Court for the Natal Provincial 

ixision, a Native advoeate—the 
aly one fa the Union—sppeared 
3 the Bar ast week. Then, 32a 
noa-European, be made tbe une 
precedented move of applying for 
another non-European (an Indain) 
to be admitted as an advocate. 
‘The advocate who was admived 
is now the Srot Indian “full” 
advocate to be admitted ia the 
Usion since Mibatma Gandbi in 
1896, This does not include 
several Indians, who are both 
attorneys and advocates, having 
been practising as such before 
the “dus-practice” dysterm wae 
abolished in Natal, ‘The Native 
advorate who appesred. in. Court 
jn Mr. A.M, Nablovu, a2Univer- 














sity of Capetown graduate 
practices in the Cape Provincial 
Division, He applied to Mr. 
Justice E, Selke and Mr. Justice N. 
Holmes for an Indian, Mr. Hassen 
Ebrabim Mall, also 2 University 
of Capetown graduate, to be ad- 
mitted as an advocate in the 
Watal Provincial Division. The 
order was granted, making Mr, 
Mall the only “full Indisn ad- 
vorate in Natal, It was the first 
time, too, that 2 non European 
advocate had ever prapored the 
admssion of anyone—wbether 
European or non-Europesn—: 
an advocate. 

Perbaps the advocates of Apart- 
eid must be racking their brains 
to find out a way of introducing 
Apartheid now in the legal pro- 
fession, In the medical profes- 
sion it already exists to a certain 
extent. European nurses have 
refused to take orders from non- 
European doctors in some parts 
of the Union at least. Perhaps the 
non-European Advocates will be 
prohibited from being briefed on 
bebalf of European clients ! 














New By-Laws For Durban 
Library 
New Durban by-laws. speci- 
ically baoning non-Europeans 
from the central Municipal 
y ace published in last 
Provincial Gazettee, They 
provide for the exclusive use ot 
the Brook Street Library by non-, 
Europeans. The new by-laws 
state: "The City Hall Library 
shall be reserved for the sole and 
exclusive use of Eurapeans and 
no non-European shall enter stich 
library for any purpose wha 
soever, “The Librarian may in 
his diseretion grant permission to 
2 nou-European to enter such 
library.” The penalty for con 
travention is a fine of not more 
than £10, or oat month's im. 
prisonment.

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GROUP AREAS ACT 


A BILL to amend the Group 
Areas Act was introduced in 
the Union Assembly by the Min- 
ier of the Taterior, Dr. T. Ee 
Doages, the week before last and 
was published last week. 

‘The Bill contains 21 sections— 
the original contains 39 and two 
schedules—which are designed to 
fxilitate the administration of the 
scheme, ard to overcome practical 
dificulties which bave become 
sppatent. iy 

One of the principal amend 
ments sought by the Minister is 
to enable the Governor-General 
te define an area which in the 
future he proposes to declare a 
group area for occupation or 
ownership of any one group. 

This procedure; it is expected, 
will encourage voluntary move- 
ment from the area concerned of 
peaple who belong to other groups. 
It will also |be an indication in 
advance to peoplé who wish to 
buy property of the group yehich 
will be in the area, 

After anvarea has been defined 
in this way, the use of land there 
will be controlled “to prevent 
development conflictiog with that 
roup area. 

‘Anew procedure is proposed 
for the issue of trading licences. 
Hitherto the officer issuing. them 
had the power to refuse to issue 
licences when he bad rearon to 
believe iat the applicant could 
tot lawfully occupy the business 
‘hich was to be carried on 

Now the officer issuing the 
licences can refuse to do 20 only 
ifthe applicant does not set out 
ig a written statement certaio 
particulars, such as the title-deed 
description, the mame of the 
applicant for the licence, the 
Group of the person who will be 
lo actual contro! of the business, 
and that the applicant may law- 
fully occup the premizes. 

‘As soon as the licence has been 
issued, the licensing officer shall

(THE eyes are the windows of 
the soul" is an old, trite, 
but nevertheless very true saying. 
The eyes register io most,cemark- 
able fashion the inwards emotion 
and thoughts and are indeed 
often a clue to the soul, A pair 
of beutiful eyes can transform ag 
otherwise very plain face and, 
0 the other hand, a pretty face 
with a, pair of dead, soulless eyes 
can be a horrible sight to anyone 
with discernment and the know- 
ledge of judgiog character. As to 
the effect of eyes lit up with 
love go and observe aay couple, 
young or old, who are teuly in 
love'swith one another, There 
the glow from 
To the physician, the eyes are 
of extremely geeat vatue in indi- 
cating the general bodily health, 
And to those who are exper 
the act of iridiagnosis, the eyes 
ate 2 most wonderful means of 
determining the bodily ills and 
condition of any patient. Iri- 
diagnosis is based on the fact that 
the iris, or coloured portion of 
the eyes, is composed of a vast 
network of fine nerve-threads 
intricately interwoven and telated 
to special portions of the body. 











Tfany part of the body becomes * 


injured or diseased, that fact will 
register in the portion of the iris 
corresponding to’ that part of the 
body. Unfortunately, the study 
of itidiagaosis is ‘exceedingly 
difficult and requires years of 
patient application and practice, 
The consequence is that few 
people ate well-versed in this art. 

‘Tue pupil, or apple of the eye 
is also. 3 guide in cases of very 
serious Wisease. If, for instance, 
it is oval in shape, this may be aa 

ication of the risk of apoplexy 
ith resultant paralysis. If flate- 
ned, it may warn of softening of 
the brain, Agsin, the condition 
of the interior of the eye is often 
a most valuable guide to the con 
dition of the whole body. And, 

the whites of the eyes 
ify very definitely the 
1g state of the constitu. 
tion, For instance, jaundice aad 
ther liver troubles will reveal 
themselves by a yellow discalora- 
tion of the whites of the eyes. 
Excessive dryness may be found 
aszodiated with diabetes. And a 
bluish tinge can point towards a 
consumptive tendency.

rest of the body. Whoever cam 
maintain his body in perfect 
health, should normally have 
splendidly healthy eyes. But if 
the body is neglected, abused or 

eased, the eyes are almost 
certain to suffer to some extent, 

One of the geeat old English 
Homocopaths, J. Compton Bur- 
nett, kept reminding people that 
thelr eyes ate only modified and 

lised skin cells. Time and 
je again he pointed out that 
skin diseases are closely related to 
eye troubles, and that where skin 
diseases are suppressed, there is 
always a grave risk of eye troubles 
developing, Te was he who drew 
attention to the fact thae cataract 
often develops later on in people 
who have bad an operation for 
piles. Such an operation does 
hot remove the cause of the pil 
so the original cause, still persist- 
ing, merely seeks ‘an outlet in 
some otber direction, « Again, be 
showed how catarsct can also 
result from excessive salt-eating, 

There is the famous case of 
certain meadows on the French 
coast that get flooded regularly by 
tbe sea dnd hence are very salty, 
Any young horses raised on these 
meadows get cataract of the eyes 
if not removed to island pastures 
within two years, 

‘Our eyes are such precious 
possessions, and yet they are fre- 
quently most grossly abused. 
Usually this is due to sheer ignor- 
ance, 50 let me try to give some 
clementary guidance in the pro- 
per care of the eyes. 

In the Gist place, keep the eyes 
clean. Never, under any circum= 

tances, meddle with the eyes 
with dirty fingers. You never 
koow what can be introduced 
into them that may result in 
Brievious damage being done, 

1s this connection, let me give 
frank and solema warning, The 
discharge of the venereal disease 
called gonorrhoea iz a virulent 
poiton to the eye. Countless sme 
fortunates have been blinded by 
the views of gonorrhoea  gettiog 
nto their eyes. Often such pere 
sons have been perfectly innocent. 
‘They have dried theit hands on 3 
towel contaminated by. someone 
else with this disease, "Or they 
have washed their faces in a basin 
similarly defiled. 

It is a wise precaution never to 
wash the face io a basin used by 
the public or strangers Running 
‘water, straight from; the tap i the 























safest, And néver use a towel 
that has been used by some other 
person, not even to wipe the 
fingers on, If these rules were 
idly adhered to, the incidence 
of blindness due to gonorrhoeal 
infection of the eye would be 
sreatly reduced. 

Again, never rub the eyes if 
they are sore. Bliaking the lids 
rapidly is a far better measure, 
and its efficacy can be much im- 
proved by tweaking the nose 
uuatil the eyes fill with tears oF 
blowing the nose hard so that the 
eyes fill with tears. The blink 
ing and tears are often all that is 
needed sto wash the eyes 
thoroughly and remove any 
source’of irritation, It is interest- 
ing to note, too, that scientists 
have discovered that tears are a 
wonderful natural  disinfecta 
they Kill germs. If the fingers 
are thoroughly clean, it is per- 
missible to rub the other eye, 
not the troubled eye. By reflex 
action this helps the affected one. 
It is also _a good plan to use the 
facts of Zone therapy, as for 
instance, that vigorous rubbing 
of the forefinger on the side 
affected helps the eye a great 
deal, Of course, if there is some 
foreiga body, such as a splinter 
of steel or glass, in the eye, itis 
the height of wisdom to go with- 
out delay to some competent 
person to take it out under atep- 
tic conditions. In really seriqus 
cases a surgeon might be needed, 
The eyes are too delicate.and 
precious to take risks with, 


In cases like trachoma, “pink 
eye" and so on, the eye must be 
protected against the tight and 
not be strained under any cir 
cumstances, Fortunately, Homo- 
ecopathy has 2 wonderful remedy 

















._ for trachoma in Apis 200 of even 


higher potencies. In one of her 
books, the famous Dr. Dorothy 
‘Shepherd tells how someone made 
2 great reputation in Egypt by 
ising this remedy, which pro- 
duced results that astounded the 
orthodox doctors. There is no 
record, however, ef their having 
adopted it. 

Under no circumstances should 
one indulge in the foolish practice 
of trying to look’ at the sun, 
Sometimes there are certain rays 
in the sunlight that are very 
powerful and destructive that can 
do irreparable damage to the eye, 
Remember also that the eye has a 
lens, just like a magaifying glass, 


that can concentrate the rays of 

light to a fine point that might 
even burn delicate tissues, At 
times of eclipse of the sun, one 
must never look at the sun with 
the naked eye. Very harmful 
rays ate most plentiful thes, and 
after every eclipse we hear of 
cases of permanent blindness 
caused by looking at the eclipse 
with the naked eye. Always use 
a piece of smoked glass or a piece 
of spoiled photographic film, the 
sort that is all dark and smoky, 
Look through this, then the 
eclipse’ cau be seen clearly with 
absolute safety, This filters out 
the dangerous rays and protects 
the eyes. 

Sometimes people in town see 
men working at tram or train 
rails with ap oxy-acetylene cutter 
=3 kind of blow torch that 
melts the steel away with great 
showers of sparks. You wi 
always notice that the man work- 
ing with this wears heavy googles 
or eyeshields. They are not 
merely to protect bis eyes from 
the sparks, but also filter out 
Xerays generated in the process. 
Xt is fascinating to stand and 
watch this work — but it is very 
foolish to doso, Anyone stand- 
ing nearby and watching fora 
few minutes is very liable 10 get 
terribly inflamed eyes several 
hours later. They may never 
Suspect the cause; but their suffer- 
ing can be keea in the extreme. 
And it is even possible 10 lose 
‘one’s sight in this way. 

The silly custom of wearing 
sun-gogeles, smoked and tinted 
glasses and goggles, that is 20 
Popular today, cannot be good 
for the eyes. Protect the eyes 
from too much glare, by all 
means; but do not proyide them 
unnecessarily with what amounts 
toa crutch. If we walked aboue 
with crutches needlessly, our 
limbs would in time grow weak, 
So, too, the eyes must be weak. 
ened by those devices which also 
make women look silly and un- 
commonly ugly and older than 
theie years. I simply cannot une 
derstand what causes women to 
make themselves look hideous in 
this way. 











If the eyes ace at all weak it is 
‘often very good practice to bathe 
them with cold water. Cold salt 
water is the best, and one simple 
way of doing this is to put about 
one tablespoonfill of sale ig a 
Jarge handbasin of cold water, 
Dissolve the salt thoroughly, 
Then take a deep breath and 
plunge the face into the water.

Klerksdorp Bans Union Jack 


The Klerksdorp Town Couacit 
has decided that only the Unioa 
Flag should be hoisted on the 
‘Municipal offices. The practice 
in the past has been to fly both 
flags, The decision was taken on 
the recommendation of a com: 
mittee, who reported that the 
Flag Act provided that the Union 
Jack should be flown with the 
Union Flag from the Houses of 
Parliament, from the principal 
Government buildiogs io the 
Union and Proviacial capitals, at 
Union sea ports aud from Gov- 
emment offices abroad. Mr. J. 
J. Oosthuizeo, one of the nine 
Couscitiors, asked the Committee 
to withdraw its recommendation 
fn the geouad that no good could 
come from stircing the feelings 
of a section of the community. 
‘The recommendation was, hom 
ever, adopted. The Mayor, Dr. 
PS. Fourie, in a Press interview 
Stated that there was ao racial 
for political significance in the 
Council's decision. The Council 
took the he said, 
simply because it bad been found 
that it was contrary to the Flag 
Act to fy both the national flag 
and the Usion Jack from a Muni 

building. The decision was 
vaanimous, both United Party 
supporters on the Council accept- 
ing the recommendation. When 
the new office building was tw be 
officially opened by the Minister 
of the Interior, Ds. Donges, ia- 
quities were made as to” the 
correct use of the flags for thar 
ocration.

Former Chief Justice On. 
1937 Appeal Decision

ITS SOLUTION

"HERE is one fundamental cause 

of the demand for Aparth 
and otber insistence on dis- 
crimination against other races 
in order to safeguard the White- 
man’s supremacy, That toot 
cause is fear—fear of being 
swamped by superior numbers 
of people of a different race, 
colour and standard of living, 
who can deprive him of his 
fivelitood and force bim to a 
lower level. 

‘This fear is very real and not 
without justification under the 
Present system; and” while the 
threat lasts there ean be no hope 
of better ideals prevailing,

all mankiad under natural law 7 

Under the present system, 
there are obviously not enough 
jobs for all. But those who 
understand natural law realise 
then that the system, the 
man-made system, and aot God, 
that is at faule, 

Any student of natural law 
recognises that everything we 
uses eat, drink, wear or possess, 
is im the long tua, a product of 
the use of land, Te follows there- 
fore, that use of land makes 
fobs. Conversely, idle Iaod 
makes idle maa, As our present 




















system of landholding discourages 
the best use of land (by making 
it mote profitable to speculate 
than to use it, and by imposing 
axes on production), there ate 
not as many jobs as there might 
be and could be. Here is the 
very root of the problem! 


‘The remedy consists in apply- 
f natural law to property 
rights. The producer of any- 
thing is the natural oweer there 
of Land-values are produced 
by the community and not by 
the landholders. \ Therefore land 
values belong by natural right 
tothe community; and it is the 
duty of Government, 2s agent 
for the community, to take land. 
values for public revenues. 
Whea this is not done, an un- 
eamed profit goes to the land- 
holder and he has every incentive 
te hold land out of use for 
speculation, Theo, too, because 
the Government fails to take 
this proper source of revenue, 

must seek revenue by in- 
fiicting taxes on production— 
viewally finding workers, pun- 
ishiog them, for working, 








If land-values were taken for 
taxation on pro-

The consequences would be an 
ever increasing demand for work- 
ers at high rates of pay, 2s much 
asa man’s work is worth. The 
White man's fears would  there- 
fore “become groundless. And 
economic pressure would “operate 
to break down all obstacles that 
artificially prevent any workers 
from being employed at good 
weges. 

The resule would be true pros- 
perity. And, as prosperity te- 
fects itself ia increased land- 
values, there would be amine 
creased revenue to the State 
without it being a burden oa the 
workers or producers as such. At 
the same time, government would 
become greatly simplified for 
today it is conceraed mostly with 
artificial conditions created by 
taxation of production or with 
combating the fruits of injustice. 
Furthermore, with an unending 
demand for workers at good wages, 
who would want to be a civil 
servant in a dry-asdust job at a 
low salary? So government would 
be restricted 10 maiatainiog free 
and just conditions to all, without 
fear‘ or favour, and goverameat 
work would become a sort of 
Public duty calling to the con-

Tt was rather the executive that 
controlled the legislature Almost 
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all legislation is introduced by the 
government, acd a “Bill so intro- 
duced is always passed. So, 
without bribery and even without 
placemen and rotten boroughs, 
we have come to something like 
the regime of Charles II. 

Today the Government, with 
its obedient phalant of legislators, 
is not checked by 2 Parliament 
independent of, and always 
potentially hostile to it, as it was 
in the days when Parliament's 
great powers were acquiced, 

‘The periodical appeal to the 
electors is the only check; and for 
various reasons that is not az 
effective as the, check that the 
legislature itself provided when it 
‘was not yet controlled by the 
Cabinet, 

For sometime now there hse 
been reason to believe that the 
victory of the seventeenth cen- 
tury was incomplete. Quis eus- 
todet ipsos custodest If Purli 
ment failed to keep a resteaining. 
hand on the government, who 
would do so? Parliament was 
given its spowers for this very 
purpose. 














Now, in our country; this long 
Jatent danger has become actual. 
Teeould always be foreseen that 
it would, whenever a government 
in a patlismentary countey de- 

led to throw off the conven- 
tional restraints, that have 
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rio masked the danger. 

The Government interpeets the 
porlismentary system (0 mean 
that it ean do anything it tikes. 
Our constitution happened to 
require the judges to prevent it 
from doing any such things 

The Government finds this 
limitation intolerable; and will not 
submit to the ruling of the court. 
But the theory that a. parliamen- 
tary majority has unlimited power 
has been accepted only because it 
was universally understood that 
the power was in practice strictly 
limited by convention, 











The convention has been aban- 
doned. Whatever may lie ahead, 
itis safe to say that in the end 
the theory will be discarded.

Now it is a well kaowa law of 
electro-magoetics that when an 
electric current is passed through 
a new electric motor, 3 small 
amount is always left bebind.

The occultises elaim 
that this impairs bis own eth 
body and so, when the time 
comes for bim to be born again, 
there is something lacking. This 
lack will be manifested ia a body 
that is crippled or a miad that is 
warped. This is one of thi 
explanations for the fact that 
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some people are born crippled or 
mentally uosound, 

We cannot prove or disprove 
these contentions, But common- 
sense and the faculty of reasoa- 
ing tell us, if we but uke a 
moment's thought, that there are 
0 many possible dangers to the 
ase of bypaotism, that we should 
indeed hesitate ‘before ever 
tempting to use it.“ And-itis 
foolish to suggest that the end 
justifies the mesos. Even * 
hypnotism appears to do good 
many cases, as cannot -be dis 
puted, still we must always try to 

ight down to the foundation 
‘of things and not be impressed 
by mere appearances, expecially 
surface appearances. Let us seck 
to know the whole of the matural 
laws underlying things, then we 
a0 be surer of our safety and the 
ightaess of our actions. If, as T 
have showo, the good that is 
done is merely blind obedience 
to another's will, that is definitely 
not progress along the path of 
Life, nor of positive morality. 

No, as I said in the first ins- 
taace, hypnotism is 2 force 30 
dangerous that T would never use 
it aor expose myself ta its in- 
fluence. And I would most 
strongly urge everybody else to 
do the same. :

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The Fate Of The S.A. Constitution 


JHE fate of the South 
African Constitution 
hangs in the balance. 

The Appellate Court, w! 
isthe highest court of the 
country, gave a decision on 
Separate Representation of 
Voters Act declaring that 
Act to be invalid as it was 
not passed: in accordance 
with the terms ofthe Con- 
stitution, The Nationalist 
Government is not prepared 
to respect the Court’s de- 
cision, which foils all its 
plans and has now intro- 
duced a Bill to remove the 
Court's jurisdiction over 
Acts of Parliament. The 
‘Star’ (Johannesburg) in an 
editorial dated Aprit 14, has 
given a brief history of the 
present situation which we 
reproduce here {or the bene- 
fit of our readers: 





the’ eve of the coming 
cons itutional debates and with 
the Government's proposed 2c 
tion cow distinctly defined, it 
is well to restate the issues in 
this struggle. 


‘The judgment of the Appeal 
Court established, first and 
foremost, that the provisions of 
the South Africa Act devised 
bby the National Convention for 
the protection of the language 
and franchise rights of future 
generations are and remain an 
effective part of the Coostitu- 
tion, The court proved coa- 
clusively that the Government 
were wrong: in assuming that 
the eatrenchments io the Con- 
stitution had become a dead 
letter since the acknowledge. 
mest of South Africa's un- 
fettered aovercigaty by the 
Statute of Westminster. 








‘The court rejected the view 
that in the special case of the 
Cape Coloured franchise it was 
permissible (0 alter oF diminish 
existing rights, a5 Parliament 
bad doue, by disregarding the 
constitutional guarantees. The 
Appeal coure did aot manufac: 
ture the lw. It did not pose 
as a dictator directing Parlia- 
ment how it should and should 








not act where certain constitu- 
tional rights were in question. 
What the court did was 10 
make plain to Parliament that 
a3 the Constitution stood and 
must continue (0 stand until it 
‘was legally amended, the legh 
lature could function only 
the way laid down in the Con- 
stitution from the day of 








What the Government are 
row planning to dois to aweep 
away the court's power and 
duty to interpret the terms of 
the Constitution sod thus to 
defend the cleacly expressed 
tights of the people. The Gov- 
cromeat intend. to take this 
Scton for no better reason thaa 
to gain such political advan- 
tage as may come to them from 
the alteration of the Coloured 
ftanckise. 

Beeause the court stands in 
the way, its functions are to 
be curtailed, That mesns the 
removal of one vital bulwark 
for the protection af the people 
against the arbitrary acts of 
the Executive. Because the 
Constitution has raised 20 
obstacle to the achievement of 
the Nationalist Party's ‘resolve, 
by hook oF by crook, to tay 
in office as loag as posible, the 
Constitution ite is to be tora 
up. That, and nothing else, is 
the issue now at atabe, The 
enitenchments of the Consti- 
tution which were the very 
core and exteace of the pact 
of Union are to be thrown oa 
the scrap-heap merely. because 
2 political party itself not re- 
resentative of the majority of 
fhe people cannot impose its 
will otherwise than by the 
Violation of the Constittion, 

Tantead of the safeguards 
wwbich are at peeseat in the 
Keeping of the courts, the Gov. 
eramest, it is foreshadowed, 
Propose to make  Parlineeat 
foe the foal interpreter aod 
judge om those  fandamental 
onstitutioaal questioas, “Ta 
plain words, this amounts to 
the handing over to the ruling’ 
gary ofthe decisive power «0 
Bluse the Constitution to fee 
own designs and io its own 
poltical ioteresta, Apologite 

the Government say that 
will create order” and 
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stability. ‘The very reverse is 
trues 

Tt will create constitutional 
chaos and open the road to 2 
political dictatorship in which 
no individual or minority rights 
will be secure. 








Death Of Sir 
Stafford Crippss. 


HE news of the death, after 

2 loog and terrible illness, 
at Zutich, oa Monday night, 
April 22, of Sir Stafford Cripps, 
former British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, came a8 a shock to 
Indians who have taken an. active 
part in India's struggle for In= 
dependence and who kaow any- 
thing about its history. Though 
i is consoling to feel that his 
death has ended the unbear- 
able pain be was going through 
his love at the eatly age of 63 is 
as keealy felt by the British and 
the Indian people as it is felt by 
Lady Cripps and other members 
of the Cripps family. Sir Stafford 
Ceippats name ia a household 
word to every Indic in India, 
for he took aleading part in the 
negotiations which Ted to the 
independence of India, He visited 
India as a member of two Cabinet 
mussions in 1942 and 1946. His 
first visit was viewed with a certa 
amount of suspicion but the sus- 
picion soon vanished when Indian 
statesmen came face t0 face with 
hhima and saw sincerity in his eyes. 
Sit Stafford was one of the most 
powerful men in the British 
Labour Government. The Lon- 
doa ‘Times’ pays a worthy tribute 
to bis utter integrity and ua- 
spacing devotion to the cause be 
upheld and to his great courage, 
and says, bia intellectual ability 
wat apparent in everything be 
gid, The Labour paper the 
‘Dally Herald’ says:_ His austerity 
earned for him for a while un- 
popularity and even derision in 
many quatters. But derision 
turned to respect and admiration 
as itwas realised how sound bis 
judgment and advice has been. 
Te was bis sense of duty which 
caused him to give up 2 wealthy 
emivence at the Bar for the 
ardours of public office. He was 
uuerly devoid of any ambition 
except the desice to serve."”” 

Sir Stafford—lawyer, politician, 
scientist and lay peeacber—will 
g0 down in history, the paper 
says, a8 the “Iron Chancellor,” 
who ruled Britain's economie life 
in ber post-war recovery period 
and wrecked his health ia doing 
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30, To the British public Sir 
Stafford Cripps wan "‘Austerly 
Cripps," the author of the wage 
freeze, who enforced upon them 
rigid economy. He was 2 tee. 
totaller on moral grounds aod a 
vegetarian for reasons of heal, 
At one time he bad a reputed 
income of £30,000 a year—before 
he became an outstanding figure 
in Parliament and Labour's great- 
est intellectual force, 

‘The world is fast losing all iw 
good men and Sir Stafford Crippe 
has been taken away ata time when 
not only Britain but the world 
aceded him the most. Lady 
Crip and the members of the 
Ccipps family, to whom the deep- 
est sympathy of all Indians goes 
out, will be consoled to feel that 
theic grief is shared by the 
‘whole civilised world.

Section 152 was, in fact, in 1936 
adopted by our Parliament by 2 
two-thirds majority ia the Repre- 
sentation of Natives Act, and 
thus made part of a South Afri- 
cam Act. 

The British Parliament had 
nothing t@ do with the 1936 Act 
and because -of the Statute of 
Westminster passed in 1931 could

Solution 

It is obvious today that large 
numbers of the non-Whites here 
are hostile to us. 

With them in that frame of 
mind, how can we expect to de- 
fend ourselves if we should be 
attacked by 2 non-European 
enemy? We should find in them 
an idvincible fifth columa, 

Even leaving aside any ques: 
tion of an outside enemy, how 
can we bope to defend our ci 
sation and our’leadership in the 
face of actively or even passively 
‘hostile millions? 

‘When the non-Europeans wake 
up to learn their economic power 
and use it we shall be powerless 
to resist them. ‘Gung and tanks 
and aeroplanes will offer us no 
protection then. 

On both a short- and a long- 
term view the position is much 
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mote dangerous than you seem 
to realise, 

The danger can be met not 
with weapoas, not with compul- 
sory “segregation, but only by 
voluntary, willing aad friendly 
co-operation with a physical 
apartheid arrived ,at after free 
discussion.and agreement. 

My suggestion, which I ask 
you to consider, is that, after 
Announcing that you will ‘accept 
the recent decision of the Appeal 
Court, you call a truly national 
convention, at which all sections 
of Whites and non-Whites will 
be adequately and fairly repre- 
represented, to try to thrash out 
some policy which will satisfy all 
the reasonable wants and wishes 
of all sect 

Such a policy will need sacti- 
fices of Jong and strongly held 

jews by all of us, The condi 
tion of affairs is so alarming and 
the prospects for the future so 
dangerous that we muse all be 
ready to make those sacrifices. 

To achieve such an end needs 
a leader with great influence, 
especially among your supporters,

fluence, 

T appeal to you to take the lead 
in the direction I have suggested, 
If you do and you succeed, South 
Africa will have good cause to 
rise up and call you blessed.

There is a law’of nature that a thing can be retained by the same means by which it has been acquired, 
A thing acquired by violence can be retained by violence alone, while one acquired by truth can be retained 
by truth. . 

Our progress toward the goal will be in exact proportion to the purity of our means. This method may 
appear to be long, perhaps too long, but I am convinced that it is tite shortest.

PLAN UNDER AREAS ACT 


[COUNCILLOR BOLTON SPEAKS OUT 


HE one of Durban under 

the Group Areas Act had 
no easy passage when it came 
before the City Council, but it 
was passed, after heated discus- 
sion, by 12 votes to eight says 
the ‘Natal Mercury.” 
«The proposal was that the plan 
should be seat to the Land” Ten- 
ure Advisory Board for examina 
tion, but that no action should be 
taken wotil the Government bad 
agreed to the amendments to 
the Act submitted by the City 
Council. 

Leading the attack on the reso- 
lution, Councillor J. Bolton asked 
that it be rejected, that the Tech- 
nical Sub-Committee, which has 
been responsible for zoning 
throughout, be disbanded, and 
that the Government be asked to 
make their own recommendations 
for the zoning of Durban,

Before putting it Councillor 
Bolton said that the objections 
lodged by non-European bad not 
‘even been considered, and that 
the plan was not only impractic- 
able from a financial point of 
view but it was also immoral. 

“The present Government 
rapidly bringing 
Aftica,”" be said, “Why should 
Durban, therefore, undertake to 
shoulder the tremendous burden 
of implementing this Act? Let 
the Government do it.” 

Councillor Bolton pointed cut 
that under the proposed plan only 
2,100-Europeans would be moved 
compared with 62,900 Indians and 
£82,500 Natives. At the same time 
£8,750,000 worth of Indian pro- 
perty would fall into European 
zones, and only £750,000 worth 
of European property would fall 
into Tadian zones. 

"The" expenditure involved ia 
providing services, developing 
new areas and building alteraa- 
tive accommodation will mean 
Uuebling the rates," he went on, 
“because the fate’ payer, not the 
Government, will have’ to carry 
the whole burden of implement

Tt 
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Failure Of Group Areas Act 


HE Lydenburg Muni- 
cipality which tried 

to implement the 
Group Areas Act and has 
failed, according to a report 
appearing elsewhere in this 
issue, has shown in a mina- 
ture form what is to happen 
in other parts of the coun- 
try, The Durban Muni- 
cipality is still trying and 
has not made much pro- 
gress. If the Act is to be 
applied with justice and 
equity, it must fail asthe 
‘Rand Daily Mail’ has very 
correctly stated: "How is 
it going to be possible ever 
to administer justly so un- 
just a law." 
The conditions that have 
been disclosed in Lyden- 
burg location exist. in 
almost all the locations. 
The location in Bloem- 
fontein, which is said: to be 
the best, there too the resi- 
dents have no lights or 
water supplied to them in 
their homes, -If the authori- 
ties were really in earnest 
why do they not take steps 
to improve the conditions in 
the existing non-European 
townships and locations in- 
stead of promising rosy condi: 
tions in the proposed new 
ones. Why not provide 
them with half the facilities 
enjoyed by the Europeans, 
But then the excuse is that 
money is not available;- and 
yet it is spent like water on 
unessential luxuries for the 
Europeans, How — long 
are the non-Europeans to 
be expected to quietly watch 
this going on without feet- 




















ing hurt in their hearts ? 
The Group Areas Act is 
not a blessing but a curse 
to this country. It is based 
on race and colour hatred; 
no matter what may be said 
to the contrary by the sup- 
porters of the Government. 
It isbased on the principle of 
“Master race’ with Euro- 
peane being for ever as mas- 
ters and non-Européans 
as servants. This cannot 
go on till eternity, The 
down-trodden -are no 
longer asleep. Their a 
growing awakening among 
them and they are becoming 
more and more asseztive of 
their just rights as self 
respecting human beings. -If 
they are not conceded will- 
ingly and voluntarily they 
will take them by force. 
‘That force may be physical 
or moral and spiritual, For 
the good of humanity and 
world peace we wish and 
hope it will be the latter, and 
in that they , will have the 
fullest sympathy and support 
of the enlightened world, 
Our present Government, 
which is riding a high horse 
will be well advised to take 
account of the trend of the 
civilised world and adjust 
itself accordingly if this 
country is to be saved from 
disaster which seems to be 
fast overtaking it. Thanks 
to the present Government, 
this country is fast losing 
Prestige in the out- 
side world and will one 
day find itself completely 
isolated, It will become the 
victim of Apartheid which 
it has designed for the non- 
Europeans. Let it take 
heed before it is too late.

Africans: Want S.A. Act To 
Be Declared Invalid 
HE African General Workers’ 
Union has asked the United 
Nations to cali on the Union 
Government to show cause why 
its constitution, kaowa 35 the 
South , Africa Act, or Act of 
Union, should not be declared 
invatid, of no legal force and of 
standing. 

Thelsecretary of the union, Mr. 
NN. H, Nyadio-Mokgate, told Sapa 
that the United Nations secretariat 
has acknowledged receiving the 
union's petition. Copies have been 
sent to Dr. Malaa, Me, Strauss, 
Mr. Christie and Mr. Kabn. 

In its petition, the uaion, which 
claims to speak for more than 
10,000,000 non-Europeans in 
‘South Africa, suggests as grounds 
for such a declarat 

‘That the delegation which con- 
sisted of the White migorities of 
the Cape of Good Hope, Natal, 
the Orange Free State and the 
‘Transvaal and which met at 
Vereeniging in 1910 were never 
“consented t0 oF approved by the 
majority—the non-Buropesns;"” 

That the non-Europeans were 
not represented and never agceed 
to or approved the formation of 
the Union of South Africa; nor 
did they approve the draft con 
stitution of the Union of South 
Afcica, which was not shown to 
them: 

“That this illegally drawn con- 
stitution by the minority gives 
the Whites alone the right to 
establish a Parliament, to frame 
laws agaiest the wishes of the 
majority and in the absence of 
the majority, the fon-Europeans."* 

The petition says the Whi 
minority has no right to speak 
the name of South Aftica ar 
United Nations meetings or 2t 
fnteroational confereaces, and 
that the laws of democracy are 
that the majority must rule the

HILE there is a 

constitutional crisis 
in'the Union, caused by the 
obstinacy of the Government, 
in rushing through Parlia- 
ment the High Court of 
Parliament Bill, to remove 
the jurisdiction of the Courts 
‘over Acts of Parliament and 
to nullify the decision of the 
Appelate Court, on the 
Separate Representation of 
Voters Act, it would -be 
wise for the non-Europeans,. 
‘we thought, to suspend 
their proposed mass caim- 
jpaign against the unjust 
‘and immoral laws affecting 
them. The Government, we 
felt, would hardly have time 
to enforce those Acts untit 
the constitutional issue, 
which was causing so much 
consternation throughout the 
country, especially among 
the two White sections of 
the population, was finally 
ssettled. We felt too that 
tsuch a gesture on the part 
“of the non;Europeans would 
‘be appreciated by the Euro- 
pean public generally and 
» that a similar gesture would 
come forth from the Govern- 
‘ment and-that the latter 
‘wouldnottakeany precipitate 
step to deliberately provoke 
corhurt the feelings of the 
non-Europeans, Our cal- 
‘cu dations, however, have mis- 
ca fried. The Government 
is wholly unperturbed by 
thej events that are taking 
place and is going ahead 
with its Apartheid policy 
acciording to plan. Orders 
shave been issued against 
“the leaders of the non-. 


























European communities, un- 
der the Suppression of 
Communism Act, calling 
upon them to resign from 
their respective political or- 
ganisations and putting a 
ban on their freedom of 
speech and movement, A 
move is made virtually to 
keep them interned in one 
Province, This step has 
been taken by the Govern. 
ment, quite obviously, to 
Prevent the leaders from 
attending the joint execu- 
tive committees of the Afri 
can National Congress and 
the South African Indian 
Congress due to meet at 
Port Elizabeth on May 31, 
to plan their proposed cam- 
paign and to set a date 
when it is to start, The 
Government has thus placed 
‘the non-Europeans on the 
defensive. They have now 
to consider how they should 
meet the _ Government's 
challenge. 

We aremno supporters of 
Communism, We have made 
that quite clear through 
these columns... Under the 
present Act, under which 
action has been taken 
against ‘the non-European 
leaders, however, any per- 
son oF persons or organisa 
tions carrying on any move- 
ment which does not. suit 
the Government can be 
dealt-with as being asso- 
ciated with Communism and 
such a person or persons or 
organisations wou'd have 
no recourse to the Courts 
for justice, Thus the Act 
is unjust and immoral and 
the-sympathy of the whole 





country nitust go out to those 
who have fallen victim to it 

There can be no sub- 
mission to such an Act 
By not submitting to the 
Act one is not acting illegal- 
ly. He is absolutely within 
legal bounds. . The law pro- 
vides that you either submit 
to it oraccept the penalty for 
refusing to doso. It is quite 
legal, therefore, for a person, 
willingly and voluntarily and 
without the slightest resist- 
ance to choose the alterna- 
tive. 

The way for those who 
have been honoured by the 
Government by the applica- 
tion of the Act, is quite 
clear, It is also a testing 
time for the non-Europeans. 
Ithey cannot survive and 
carry on their struggle with- 
out their leaders it. means 
that they are not yet suffi- 
ciently prepared, and it 
would be unwise of their 
part to launch out on a 
campaign without being 
thoroughly prepared for all 
the consequences, 

We maintain that the 
ime for mass action has not 











yet come, The masses have 
yet to undergo a great 
deal of training in the 
principles of Truth and 
Non-violence, on which our 
struggle must be based if 
atall it isto succeed. For 
that a process of. internal 
reform will be needed to 
raise the moral and spiritual 
standard of the people, In 
the meantime preparations 





_ should be made for indivi- 


dual action and that too not 
by hirelings but by those 
whe thoroughly understand 
the ethics of Satyagraha 
and are prepared to un- 
dergo hardships not for 
any material reward but 
to sacrifice their all, 
including their lives, for the 
cause of Truth and Justice. 
Ten such true men are bet- 
ter than ten thousand who 
are false or doubtful, Let 
it be clearly understood that 
this isa righteous struggle 
in which God demands’ 
sacrifices of the purest. Un- 
less we think and plan our 
strugglé on these lines we 
hall not be able to make 
any headway,

3, Get up a petition ia your 
parish, appealing to the Bisbop of 
the diocese to speak out on the 
subject of war. Collect as many 
tigoatiories as possible and either 
ask your parish priest to send the 
petitiod to the Bishop's house, ot 
fend it yourselves.

Killing And Murder— 
In War 
Does the same principle apply 
in all circumstances? fn war, for 
instance? 

Certainly it does, Tt is for this 
reason that the Church has always 
taught that itis unlawful ia. wat 
deliberately to take the lives of 
‘non-combatants. 

‘Members of the community 
‘who are not engaged in’ prosecu- 
ting the war—for example, chile 
deen, mothers of families, priesis 
—must not be made the deliberate 
object of attack IF they are killed, 
those responsible for their deaths 
only avoid committing grave, 
‘mortal sia if tbe killing ocurs per 
accidens, ives if it is the accidental 
and undesired consequence of 20 
action which is otherwise lawful 
tbe bombing of aleitimate 
rilitsry objective—and, even thea, 
the authorities must be satisfied 
that the good to be achieved by 
that action éutweighs the evil 
fof its probable actideatal con- 
sequence.

What About Modern 
Methods Of War? 

We ate not permitted to do 
evil even ia order to achieve a 
good end. We may not deliber- 
Biely take fonocent buman life for 
Say reason whatever, 

Hiow is it possible to reconcile! 
this teaching of the Chureb with 
the methods of mass destruction 
and idiscriminate  sbugbter 
‘hich ations at war now use 
against one anotber? 

Let us consider two examples: 

First: Ta 1944 and 1945 the 
‘Allies carried out the systematic 
mass-bombing of German cities, 

“The prisciple of attempting to 
pin-poiat legitimate objectives was 

favour of “rea” of 
“obliteration” bombing. This 
coasisted in deliberately wiping 
fut the whole or part of 2 city, 
fegardies of the destruction of 
fanecest human life, oo the 
grouads that the ated contaioed 
fegitimate miliary objectives and 
thst this method of stikiog at 
them was the most effective. 

“The killig of the innocent was 
no longer the accidental couse: 
‘quence of the ation; it was part 
af the plaa of campaign, 

Protests agaiost this violation 
fof the morst Law were made at 
the time, net only by the Catholic 





























Hierarchy of Germany, but by 
the Catholic Hierarchy of France, 
the Cardinal Primate of Belgium, 
and the Catholic Hieestcby of 
‘Australia, a5 well as by 2 auraber 
of individual Catholic Bishops 
(see the Catholic press, e.g. “The 
‘Tablet, May 20, 1944). 

‘The protests went unheeded. 
Natucally they were not given 
Publicity. But it is well to re- 
member them, 

To 1945 our Ameri- 
deopped emo atomic 
bombs of Japanese cities. 

The destructive range of the 
bombs was out of all proportion 
to any individual military objec- 
five: everything withn a wide 
area was simply wiped out. 

‘More than 150,000 people were 
Killed, including mothers and 
children, most of the doctors aud 
aurses who shauld have tended 
the injured, aod priests wbS 
should bave given the Last Sacra- 
meats to dying (Nagasaki in par- 
ticular had a Large Catholic popu- 
lation). 

How ate we to reconcile this 
with Catholic tesching? Where 
are we to look for guidance? 

Until such time as the Pope 
shall speak out on bebalf of the 
whole Church, we must ask our- 
selves whether any consi 
section of the Church bi 
nounced with authority on ‘the 
mutter. Here we ate on sure 
round, 

To June, 1950, the French 
Hieeareby published the following, 
satement: 

"People to day ate asking insis- 
tently whether we condemn the 
wwe of this atomic weapon. Such 
question, addeised to the dis- 
ciples of Cbrist, shocks and horei- 
fies them. Noone who baa 
‘tgue seose of humanity,'as His 
Holiness Pope Pious XI said two 
‘years ago, caa fail to ceasure the 
‘use. of all those modern weapons 
which surke indiscriminately at

speaking at a Civil Defence meet. 
ing at Saltash, Devoa, Dee. 3, 
1951, as reported in the Western 
Morning News, Dec. 4, 1951). 
HE this isso, the victims were 
murdered without even the pre- 
text of military necessity. 





The Crucial Question

ANDIT RISHIRAM, 

who has been in the 
Union for nearly five months, 
a large part of which he 
spent in Durban, left on 
Wednesday by air for Jo- 
hannesburg, whence he will 
proceed to Louistrjchardt 
and from there he will visit 
“Rhodesia and then proceed 
to Lourenco Marques, In 
the first week of August he 
will sale from there by the 
Kampala for India, Panditji 
came to us with a message 
of hope at a time when 
dark clouds of despondency 
were hovering over us, as 
a result of the harsh, unjust 
and rainous ‘policy pur- 
sued by the Government, 
While our * flesh was 
being well fed by all the 
material resources at our 
disposal our soul was being 
starved and Panditji came 
to give food to our soul. 
By his various learned tec~ 
tures and discourses on the 
Bhagavad Gita he en- 
lightened our commu 
as well as the other com- 
munities that took the op- 
portunity of listening to and 
learning from him that life 
does not consist in amassing 
material wealth, though no 
doubt it plays an important 
part, it is the soul which is 
immortal and all pervading 
that has to be realised, led 








and elevated, for that alone ' 


leads to true happiness. In 
very simple language he 
gave an exposition of 
ancient Indian culture and 
philosophy which has sus- 


tained that great country of 
four hundred million people 
through trials and tribula- 
tions, She has won her 
great battle of freedom by 
the poWer of Love, Truth 
and Non-violence and that 
is the message she has to 
give to the present world 
including this country, which 
is fast reverting to the bar- 
barous age of’ murder and 
arson asa means for settling 
human problems. The ac- 
ceptance of that message 
and an honest endeavour to 
inculcate those high prin- 
ciples in our individual and 
collective life alone will 
save this country and the 
world from ruination and 
ultimate destruction which 
faces it. This was the 
essence of all the lectures 
and discourses Pandit Rishi 
ram delivered during 
five months stay in the 
Union. 2 
The Indian community 
was indeed fortunate in 
having Panditji amongst 
them, thanks for which are 
due to the Gandhi-Tagore 
Lectureship Trust, which 
made it possible for him to 
visit the Union. As we 
have stated above being too 
busy feeding the flesh our 
soul that was starving had 
been completely forgotten 
and the Trust was lying 
dormant hopelessly,neglect- 
ed, By the Panditji's efforts 
the Trust has once again 
been revived and revitalised 
by the introduction ‘of new 
blood in it and it could be 




















usefully utilized in inviting 
learned Pandits from over- 
seas more often than in the 
past. It has been wisely 
suggested that the fund at 
the disposal of the Trust 
could be augmented and 
utilised also in sending out 
promising persons to make 
astudy of, Eastern culture 
and philosophy so that they 
may be a permanent asset 
to this country and the 
Indians in this ‘country can 
be enabled to give the best 
of the East to the West. 

So much stress has 
been Inid on the necessity 
for those of our people 
who wish to remain 
part of the permanent popu 
lation of the Union to adopt 
the Western standard of 
life." This has been in- 
terpreted and unfortunately 
practised literally and as a re- 
sult we have becomebut poor 
imitators of the West. We 
have not been able to take 
the best that is in the West 
because owing to the policy 
of Apartheid we have been 
precluded from doing * so. 








We are therefore in that 
unfortunate position where 
we are neither able to learn 
what is best in the Western 
éulture nor owing to ithe 
Immigration restrictions 
the best in our own 
culture, The Gardhi- 
Tagore Lectureship Trust 
can therefore be of great 
help in raising not only the 
educational but the moral 
and spiritual standard of our 
people in South Africa, It 
should of course always be 
borne in mind that true 
culture does not consist in 
getting a brilliant academic 
career in the principles of 
Eastern culture and philo- 
sophy. It consists in putting 
into practice those prin- 
ciples. This is what Pandigji 
has tried to teach us, We 
express our grateful appre- 
ciation to Panditji and wish 
that he may before long 
give us the privilege of his 
company once again, We 
will have done true honour 
to Panditji only if we imbibe 
but a litle of what he has 
taught us.

‘Swart, under the Suppression of 
Communism Act, to attend public 
meetings violated the order by 
addressing a protest meeting beld 
fon the Jobaonesburg City Hall 
steps, in a press statement Mr. 
-Sachs said: “If Thave to be a 
prisoner, 1 would rather be bebind 
iron bara; theo I would know 
exactly where I am. Under the 
present order I have fewer _privi- 
leges than a convicted criminal, 
as Ido not kow what I am and 
am nat to do, To surrender to 
roony without resistance is to 
invite more tyranny. “If ic will 
help the ease of democracy and 
liberty for me to suffer imprison 
ment I shall do so gladly, “I 
challenge the Minister of Justice 
to produce one atom of evidence 
to coavines any reasanable person 
that I have engaged ia Communist 
activities since the passiog of the 
Suppression of Communism Act 
or that I bave any intention to do 
soin- the future,” be said. “I 
ave never been afraid to 
express my political views opeoly, 
frankly and forcefully, I have 
been a member of the Labour 
Party for about five yeaas and at 
national treasurer of the par 
Mr, Sachs said dat ia issuing 
the order against him the Minis- 
ter was conducting the ruinous 
and reactionary policy of the 
Nationalist Goverameat.

Early Days, Geographical Dis-

EW men in this age of specia- 

lists haye such varied and dis~ 
inguished gifts as Dr. Albert 
Schveitzer or the industry to 
bring them to fruition, 

His skill as an organist and his 
two volume book have done 
much to promote a wider appre~ 
ciation of Bach's music, for which 
be and Wider, the famous Par's 
organist, have jointly provided 
the most authentic and best anno- 
tated scores. Cathedral ebapters 
and church congregations 
thoughout Europe bave sought 
his advice about preserving or 
restoring theit organs; and many 
fine old instruments owe their 
survival to bis vigorous interven 
tion on their bebalf. 

In theology Schweitzer’s work 
was tbe consummation of the 
massive endeavour of 19th cen 
tury German scholarship, Though 
they may reach different conclu 
ons, all modern New Testament 
scholars have to come to terms 
with bia eschatological interpre- 
tation of the thought of “the 
historical Jesus." His research, 
unlike that of many moderaists— 
Loisy, for instance — supports 
the bistorical accuracy and authea- 
ticity of the text of the three 
aynoptic Gospels, and his thesis 
relies les.\ than most upon the 
selection of favourable passages 
and the rejection of the rest. He 
thas given us a picture of Jesus as 
3 valiant and buman figure, but 
an external spiritual force — 
throwing himself upon the wheel 
of the world to set it moving on 
its last revolution which would 
bring all history toa end, “The 
‘wheel rolls onward, and the 
mangled body of the ene immea- 
surably great Man. . . is hanging 
upon it still. That is His victory 
and His reiga."* 

In bis books oa Jesus and St. 
Paul, is which he develops bis 
conception of the 
God struggling for victory within 
our hearts, Schweitzer has been 
a great fighter for honesty. His 
cffocts to expose the sins of 
Christianity against the truth in 
history have not endeared him 19 
the champions of orthodoxy.

while others hid themselves 
away in parts of the city. If

Quoting figures at a meet- 
ing in Johannesburg, Mr, 
PS. Joshi pointed out that 
for every 100,000' of the 
population 250 Indians, So 
Africans and 900 Coloureds 
in South Africa died of. 
tuberculosis, There were 
only 3,000 beds for the non- 
European TB patients in 
the whole of South Africa, 
with a non-European popu- 
lation of nine million, Mal- 
nutritution among the non- 
Europeans was rampant, 
An average of 65 per cent 
of Africans, Indians and 
Coloureds was undernour- 
ished. 

This is a sad reflection 
on a country abounding 
with resources and enjoying 
the finest cl 
tions. As it has been truly 
said itis not wonder drugs 
bat improved economic and 
general living conditions of 
the people that will cure 
tuberculosis and these are 
sadly neglected in so far as 
the non-Europeans are 
concerned. Needless to 
say this is largely if 
not mainly due to the

Political Outlook 


In Kenya the Legislative Coun- 
cil, which will be formed next 
month, will consist of 54 mem- 
bers—26 Official and 28 Un- 
officist. Among the 26 official 
members, there will be included 
2 unofficial nominated Indians, 
Lor 2 unofficial nominated Afri 
ca0s and 1 unofficial nominated 
Arab, Among the unofficial mem- 
bers there will be 14 elected 
European members, 6 elected 
Indian members, 1 Arab elected 
member, 1 nominated Arab mem- 
ber, and 6 nominated African 
members, The Executive Coun 
cil of the-Colony which will be 
formed next month, will include 
1 unofficial African’ member and 
1 unofficial Indian member. 

‘The present Uganda Legisla- 
tive Council consists of 16 official 
members 8 nominated unofficial 
African members, 4 nominated 
unofficial European members and 
4 nominated unofficial Indian 
members. Io the Uganda Execu- 
tive Council also, there will be 1 
unofficial Indian ‘and 1 uoofficial 
African member. 

Icis expected that the Coloniat 
office will shortly make a0 an- 
pouncerent concerniag the pro- 
posed Constitution of the Tan- 
ganyika ‘Territory. “ It is likely 
that the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment may accept equal member- 
ship between Europesns, Tadians 
and Africans on the unofficial 
side, unless the influence of the 
European settlers ia Tanganyika 
Proves more powerful than. ex- 
pected. In Tanganyika Executive 
Council as well, there is one 
Indian unofficial member and one 
African unofficial member,

Mass Meeting A Moral Flop 


P Cautious United Front Speakers 
Evade Central Issue 


HE “Voice of Natal” was a moral squeak last week. Several thousand 
people, mostly Europeans, jammed West Street before the Durban Post 
Office to register a mass protest against the Nationalist Government's 
violation of the Contract of Union. ‘The main purpose of the meeting was to pass 
a resolution supporting the demand for anew National Convention at which the 
constitution of the Union of South Africa might be reconsidered and strengthened 
against the possibility of violation. F 
It was a big show. Seated on a huge stand in front of the Post Office, the scene 
of the first National Convention, were most of the public representatives of Natali 
MM.Ps., M.P.Cs. and the lenders of supporting organisations, Martial music blared 
from batteries of speakers and the crowd roared as six thousand Torchmen marched 
into the area from the Esplanade, their blazing torches making 4 river of flame. 
Movie-cameramen and showers of leaflets pouring down from adjacent buildings 
added the final touch. ‘The crowd were in a-mood to expect something equally 





"spectacular from the rostrum. They didn’t get it. 


The Same Old Phrases 

Instead speaker after speaker mouthed the same old phrases—“Ireedom of the 
people,” “the will of the majority,” "the moral duty of the Government.” But they 
zang hollow. They did so because, strikingly significant in their absence were the 
non-Europeans of the Province. And every word the speakers used, every high- 
sounding méralism with which they denounced the Nationalists, was equally 
applicable to themselves in respect of those absent citizens. 

From time to time when the speakers reached a rhetorical crescendo, there 
were disturbing shouts, When one speaker referred to the -necessity of using all 
constitutional means to achieve the United Front's objective, a distinctly audible 
voice cried, "\Why constitutional means?” Some” speakers were obviously em- 
barrassed by the seemingly wide sympathy for secession. Mr. Gilbert Ford, the 
Torch Commando leader, came nearest to interpreting the mood of the crowd when 
he asked, “And if a Republic is declared on the pfetext of ‘Volkswil,’ do you want 
Natal to remain in 1" voared the gathering. "Are you prepared to accept 
the consequences?” he asked again, “"Yes," was the reply. 














Moral Responsibi 





Only in passing did any of the speakers refer to the moral responsibility of the 
White Goverriment to uphold its guarantees to the non-\hite population, At 
these junctures there was no applause. 

When the resolution was put a forest of hands went up in support. ‘The 
meeting was orderly. There were no incidents. A be-medalled Torchnian push: 
ing his way through the crowd summed up the prevailing atmospherr. “Hello,” 
he eried gaily to a friend, “isn’t this great fun.”

AS THERE IS ILL-WILL 


(4THE actions of a Satyagrahi should not be prompted by feat from without but by the voice from 
Within and 2 Satyaprabi should act think of attaining his object by hacbouriog ill-will towards 
bis opponent but should win him: over by his friewdliness, Tee that many hesitate to accept the 
second proposition, ‘They argue: “How can we kelp being angry with weong-dozrs? It ie against 
hhuman nature to do otherwize, How can we separate the wrong from the wrong-doeet How is it 
possible to direct our anger against the wroag without directing it against the wrong-doert™ A 
farther, far from getiog angry with his 200, often expresses his disapproval of wrong action by taking 
suffering on his own peteon. Only on such mutual conduct is continuance of friendly relations 
between father and son possible, These telations cease with the ceasing of such conduct. It is our 
daily lot to go throughs these experiences and hence the proverb “Let quarrels perish.” We can live 
jn peace and be free fom ous fearful postion only if we apply the domestic law of our relations with 
the Goverament. The doubt need not be raised whether the domestic faw can at all be extended (o 
‘our elatioas with the Government aad whether the law of love doés not for its operation require 
reciprocity. In Satyageaba both the patties need not be Satyagrahis, Where both the pactics are 
‘Satyagrahis there is no play for Satyageaha, a0 oppoftunity for the test of love. Insistence on truth 
cin come into play only when one party practices uateuth of injustice, Only then can love be tested. 
True friendship is put to the test only when one party distegards the obligation of ftiendship, We 
stand to lose everything when we are angry against the Government, Mutual distrust and mutual 
-will are thereby augmented. But if we act without inthe least being angey with the Gaverament, 
but also without being cowed down by theit steed force, and without submitting to what we believe 
te be injustice injustice would of itself bz removed and we would easily attain the equality which is 
‘our goal, This equality does not depend oa cur power to answer their brute-force with brute-force, 
bout on our ability 1 Stand our ground without fear of brute-force, and eal fearlessness ix ot pos- 
sible without fove, A clear victory for Satyagraha is impossible so long as there is il-will, But 
those who believe themselves to be weal ate incapable of loving. Let thea our first act every mora- 
ing be (o aake the following tesolve for the days “I shall not fexe snyone oa earth, T-shall fear oaly 
God; T shall not beat ill-will tomacds anyone, shall nat submit to injustice from anyone. T shall 
‘conquer uateuth by truth and in resisting watruth I sball put up with al suffering”

27. Itclsims in a policy state- 
ment that “the African Nav 
tional Congress is no longer a 
‘body constituted of represeata- 
tives of Baatu organisations and 
as such, not worthy of the, name 
‘congress.’ It is now an indian 
association constituted of Indians 
and: Coloureds a5 its executive, 
aod is publicly affiliated under the 
Tadian Congress gad celies on 
Indians for finance and methods 
of procedure.” ‘The object of the 
proposed mectiag”en Junk 27 is 
ated to be "to prevent blood 

shed by frustrating the Indians’ 
‘mass resistance plan imposed on 
the African National Congress 
slique to ensmare Black people” 
into committing foolish acts.” 








Mr. S, Benghu; the president 
of the new organisation, told the 
“Natal Mercury’ that the African 
National Congress planned to 
break down the Colour bar by 
invading the privacy and rights of 
the European people, “Our or- 
‘ganisation feels,” he said, “thot 
nothing but evil could come of 
such moves, and desires to work 
for progress in barmony with the 
Governmest. No Government 
will take note of any pacsive 
‘resistance campaign, and far from 
gaining any the Natives 
would lose.” The second aim of 
the proposed meeting was to ask 
the Government to extend the 
Tmmorality Act to include Indians 








and Native women and to apply 
measures against the “Moslem 
marriage" which was responsible 
for the harbouring of Native 
women in Indian homes. "We 
fear," said Me. Benghu, ‘that if 
nothing is done soon, the Bantu 
people witl no longer tolzrate 
these evils. ‘The Indians take our 
women sad keep them in their

“THE very sod news of the death 

at the age of 84, after a very 
long period of the most torturing 
illness, of MeL. W.. Ritch, 
came to uxon Saturday, June 14. 
Me, Ritch-was one of the closest 
associates of Mahatma Gandhi 
from 1903 to.1914, when the 


latter left Sout Afeiea for good 
‘Mr. Ritch was the first European 
to be articled under Mahitma 
Gandhi. In the thick of the

gulacly. The articles were of high 
literary, moral and spieitual stand- 
and were read with very great 
interest and appreciation by many 
of our readers. 

Mr Ritch was an ardent Theo-

volunteers." 

‘Mr. Nelson Mandela, the Ns 
tional Voluoteer-in-chief of the 
Carapaiga, who had specially 
come down for the rally 
from Johannesburg informed the 
gatheriog that the National Came 
paign Committee, whose head 
quatters“are in Johannesburg, as 
decided to begin the campaign 
with volunteers going into action 
on June 26 n Johannesburg sad in 
Poit Elizabeth. He said that 
fee was. very satisfied with the 
position in Natal. "You munt 
wait!" re added, “for the call 
from the National Committee 
for you will be told sooo whea 
you should go into action. 

Both the offices of the African 
National Congress and the Nata? 
Tndiaa Congress were busy until 
fate at night after the meeting 
eorolling volunteers who bad 
called at these offices in response 
to the call made by Chief 
Louth.

But they refuse to use 
some inexpensive treatment, such 
as water cure, that they ‘could 
do for themselves, and with 
which they could get far better 
results. Explain to 3 patient 
how he can be cured by some 
simple mesures, and charge him 
a modest fee for the service 
rendered—and he will often go 
away with his nose ia the air. 
Bur let him be surrounded with

white-coated experts with grave 
faces and a lot of complicated 
apparatus, let the physician use 
Jong words tbat are, not wader 
stood, make a fuss and put on 2

of the wonderful treatment he is 
(aking. I suppose that is why 
they are ill in first place. And 
many of them come, gradually,

Such wet 
packs work with almost mira- 
culous speed to reduce congestion 
and heat aad thus open up the 
breathing passages to eaable the 
patient to respire freely. Similar 
treatment in cases of pocumonis 
have made the visiting doctor 
wonder what miracle fad 
occurred between his visits. 

‘The simplest way to. make 
aad use a wet pack if to soak 
a Iarge towel in water (warm 
orcold according to the needs 
of the case. Usually, I think, 

better to use warm water,)

After an hour or so, the pack 
is opened up and the wet towel 
for sheet replaced by 2 fresh 
towel soaked in water and wrung 
out a in the beginning. This 
is, of course, again covered by 
dry towels. 

‘When the desired results have 
been obtained, the patient is 
quickly sponged off, dried and 
wrapped up in dry blankets 
sufficiently (0 avoid any chance 
of getting a chill, 

Water is also a most valuable 
remedial agent io the form of 
ssitz baths, partial baths, foor- 
baths, alternating bot and cold 
baths, and 0 on. Many 
hheadaches can be greatly te- 
lieved by merely bathing the 
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feet in bot water; and if this 
does not work, alternate hot and 
cold footbaths may be tried. 
Io cues of varicose 7 
chronically swollen feet and 
similar conditions, however, it is 
not advisable to have hot foot- 
baths. 

Acold water poultice on 
a boil is one of the simplest 
treatments of this painful trouble 
and often it produces ax good 
results as anything, The cold

fought with chivalry. “They 
never gave a blow below 
the belt. This was a blow 
below the belt of the worst 
type. It might not have 
been as devastating as the 
bombing of Hiroshima in 
the last war, but it was 
nevertheless as bad. Ameri- 
ca has involved the whole 
United Nations in the 
Korean warand that this step, 
should have been taken just 
when efforts were being 
made by peaceful means to 
puta stop to this dreadful 
war was an act of breaking 
faith with the United Na- 
tions. The time has surely 
come when the other mem- 
bers of the United Nations 
should pause to think 
whether this alliance is not 
as unholy as the League of 
Nations had proved to be.

Such cts 
as these go to prove to the 
hilt that civilisation is fast 
coming to an end. Let not 
those who are in possession 
of the Atom and the Hydio- 
gen bomb be proud of that 
possession, Let them not 
forget that they are living 
in a false sense of security. 
The use of that weapon, 
Which has already been 
threatened, will react against 
those who use it'and i will 
destroy them and all the 
things created by human 
ingenuity on the face of the 
earth, for "those who live by 
the sword shall perish by 
the sword.” What is forth- 
with required, if the world 
is yet to be saved, is to 
destroy this weapon itself 
before it is pur to use. 

This brings us to the 
question of science and 
scientists who have been 
responsible for the discovery 
of this weapon and for 
placing it before the world. 
They will be as guilty as, 
if not more than, those who 
will dare to put it t0 use. 
People say that scientists 
have done a great service 
to humanity. Human his- 
tory tells us however tha 
these discoveries have 
brought not happiness but 
misery to mankind, Man 
was enjoined by God when 
he was created not to touch 
the forbidden fruit. Man's 
unhappiness began from the

LAST week Dr. J. Robert Op- 
penbeimer, chairman of the 
U.S. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion general advisory 
committee called on President 
Truman to report on “great 
developments” ia atomic energy. 
Speculation is suppased to have 
been aroused that perhaps. scien- 
tints bave been able to discover a 
satisfactory formula for the pro- 
duction of the Hydrogen Bomb, 
This is the kind of report that 
nobody takes any notice of these 
days. Yet behind it lies the 
whole question of the future of 
the human race. Nothing less, 
Since August 1945 whea the first 
atom bombs were dropped, the 
scientists of a dozen mations ave 
been hard at it trying to develop 
their own bombs or to "improve" 
fon the types they ‘already have. 
What a colossal expense it bas all 
involved, what a waste of man- 
power and intellect. And to what 
end? To the end perhaps that 
all the brains and sentiment and 
beauty that is humanity might be 
blown to smithereens in a war 
which nobody will understand, 
No Plaything 
For make no mistake about it, 
the hydrogen bomb will be no 
plaything. Varicus estimates have 
placed it at anything up to 2 
shousand times more destructive 
than the atom bomb,” What kind 
of state have we got ourselves into 
‘hen we employ the fivest minds 
in the world on the manufacture 
of such ghastly weapons as this? 
I remember Dr. Visser 't Hooft, 
the Secretary-Geseral of the 
‘World Council of Churches say- 
ing 2t the Durban Interaatiocal 
Club when be was here recently 
that the thing which worried him 
most about atomic weapons was 
that they made nonsense of any 
attempt to preserve even 2 shred 
of morality in warfare, The great 
bombs are necessarily indiserim- 
inate, They can't be anything else, 
When you drop one everybody 
for miles around is killed. Soldiers 
and civilians alike. Of course 
they are atrocities; but they are 
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the logical outcome of man’s re- 
sort to violence in bis affairs. If 
we accept the use of force we 
must accept the atorn bomb. And 
if we do that we resign our 
humanity. The frst step on the 
read back is to recognise the 
bankruptey of force, Wat itself 
is an atrocity,

IDELY praised by doctors 

and laymen, a remarkable 
book by the Methodist. mini 
ity Temple Churcb in 
(Psychology, Religion 
And Healing’ by Leslie D. 
Weatherhead, Hodder & Stough 
ton: 1951) has fairly confronted 
both the Churches and the 
medical profession with a subject 
which both have too long neplect- 
ed of treated with disdain and 
even contempt—the healiog of 
the sick by son-medical means. 
Dr, Weatherhead writes from 25 
years personal experience of heal- 
ing and ~of co-operation with 
healers, doctors and psychologists 
in running 2 psychological clinic 
attached to his churches in Leeds 
and London; and he argues his 
case so cogently, moderately and 
and with such attention to docu- 
mentation and ease histories that 
it will no mote be possible for 
those interested in healing the 
ick to avoid the chailenge of 
what are popularly described as 
“miraculous” cures. 

The present writer's debt to 
Dr. Weatherhead in the following 
articles will be obvious (0 anyone 
who bas read bis book, But the 
writer has added somethiog from 
his own experience during seven 
yeats of more or less serious ill- 
ness, during which he bas re- 
ceived great asistance from ortho- 
do. medicine, unregistered prac- 
titioners and’ healers of ‘various 
methods, 

Dr. Alexis Carrel wrote of the 
cures effected at Lourdes: “Mira- 
culous cures seldom occur... 
(But those that do) are stubbora 
irreducible facts, which must be 
taken into account.” Any other 
approach would be thoroughly 
unscientific, Equally, it is well 
for the healer to remind himself 
that “miracles” are oot confined 
to aos-medical healing and that 
they may be (and frequently are) 
achieved through the medium of 
drugs or surgery. Anvthing less 
than 2 mind completely open to 
all the possibilities will inevitably 
obscure the real issues with pee 
judice or partisan pre-judgment.

I—MIRACLES 
by c W. 


there are to my own knowledge 3 
number of people with the gift of 
hhealing already working in the 
Teansvaal—a German at Trene, a 
Hollander in Johannesburg, 2 
manipulator in the same city, the 
wife of a Methodist minister in 
Pretoria (who hiss cecently pub- 
lished 2 book about her exp 
ences), 2 spiritualist in Pretoria 
who has demonstiated before 
large audiences in Johanoesburg 
whose “control” is an Indian, an 
old Afrikaner in Germiston. "All 
these. and possibly several others, 
have effected what appear to be 
miraculous cures; and although 
Gs probably in the case of the 
American evangelist) not all these 
cures ace what they stem and 
some are not maintained after the 
tial impact of the healer has 
subsided, I do not doubt at all 
that some were genuine, per 
manent sad (28 yet) scientifically 
inexplicab'e. 

But Dr. Weatherhead, a most 
sincere and temperate Christian, 
gives reasons for regarding the 
baling miracles of Jesus as unique 
in historical experience and offers 
us his explanation of bow and 
why the early Church gradually 
lost that unique power. Tt seems, 
therefore, to the present writer 
that it is emotionally unhealthy 
and philosophically and pyscho- 
logically unsound to make pre- 
tentious claims on the basis of an 
unusual but not altogether rare 
sift; and that, moreover, extra 
vagance of language in the absence 
of the most complete scientific 
diagnosis and follow-up will only 
alienate maay from 3n approach 
to iilloess which, is conjunction 
with other more orthodox ap- 
proaches, may hold the promise 
of immense benefits to mankind, 
The undesirability of this sort of 
extravagant language is aggravated 
‘when (as in this ease) we are told 
cf persons who expresied oppo- 
sition to or disbelief i the healec 
beiag shortly afterwards mitten 
with fatal or painful injuries, 
Here we are certainly back in 
Bible days; but in the primitive 
period of the Old Testament 
father than in the atmosphere of 
Jesus’ ministry. Such methods 
o not seem likely to advance the 
causes of either religion or healing, 
and see shall do well to consider 
their testimony with caution,

cuss non-medical healing at all,

The natural powers of growth 
and recuperation which all living 
things possess impresse us with 
2 sense of awe and wonder at so 
great and tniversal a mystery. 
We speak of it as the miracle of 
life, “We also commonly use the 
word for events whico ate not in 
themselve miraculous but which 
are made to seem so, either from 
their contest or the speed with 
which they happen. Instances 
would be the breaking of a drought 
after prayer; an instantaneous of 
unusually quick recovery from aa 
illness which normally requires a 
long convalescence. 

But in strict usage “miracle” 
can mean two things. First it 
may mean an event definitely 
contrary to the known order of 
nature, such as the changing of 
iron into gold or a stone statue 
nodding its head. Such miracles 
aust be accounted frankly ine 
credible and, although all the 
reat religious traditions contain 
many instances of such miracles 
(6g Aaron's rod becoming a 
setpent before Pharoah) few today 
will believe them without incon 
trovertible evidence. Indeed, the 
insistence ef some traditionalists 
fon the literal truth of this type of 
miracle is pattly responsible for 
the drift of modern youth from 
established religion. Even if we 
should hesitate to oppose a dog- 
matic desial to the dogmatic 
astertion of tradition, it is far 
‘mote likely that those who re 
corded these miraculous events 
were mistaken or deceived or that 
their testimony was later tampered 
with, than that such events hap- 
pened as described, It is, further, 
significant that Buddha, Muham- 
mad and Jesus (e.g. ia his third 
temptation) were at one in de- 
lining the role of mere “wonder 
worker —and, as we see feom bi 
parting injunction to those he had 
‘cured, Jesus certainly shrank from 
the publicity which attended his 
healing miracles. 

The second meaning of miracle, 
and the one with which we are 
bere concerned, is that of an 
event which appears to be con- 
trary to ature but in fact may 
not be go. 

“Nature” is the physical u 
verse known to us through our 
senses. But throughout bis i 
tory man bas kuowa of the exis- 
tence of another world, the super- 
natural — the world “above oF 
beyond nature” — with which he 
hhas contact, usually brief and 
intermittent, theough bis spiritual, 
intuitive and psychic faculties. 
this “other world” a. great 

(as: Freud supposed). 
The unanimity of the testimony 
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of the great inysties and intuitives 

of all ages and creeds admits of 
no doubt that not enly is it the 
gteat and abiding certainty; but 
that its reality, if differeat in 
quality, is not less ceal than that 
of the oatural world. 

eis true that as yet we under- 
stand very little of the working 
of that other world. But the 
lives of Jesus and of the great 
spitituals and saints of all reli- 
gions are proof, if proof isueeded, 
that it, is not’ something wholly 
other" from our owa experience. 
And it is in this sense that 
the supernatural is sometimes 
described as the supremely 
natural, the extension of out 
temporal reality into the world of 
spiritual reality of which we, as 
human beings, only occasionally 
and imperfectly attain to con 
sciousness, 

Whereas miracles of the first 
category we discussed are seldom, 
if ever, established by wrefutable 
evidence, there is an abundance 
of completely reliable testimony 
for the occurrence of healing 
miracles, Now it has been an 
understandable human weakness 
to ascribe all events, which are 
not readily explicable by refe- 
rence to a human agency of to 
the scientific knowledge available 
at the time, to a special act of 
divine yolition working contrary 
to mature. But if the supernatu- 
tal is not vholly other than the 
natural, but is rather an extension 
of it, it is reasonable to assume 
that it, t00, is subyect to law. 
De, Weatherhead has rightly 
pointed out that God's activity is 
evidenced just as much in a cure 
bby drugs as ia non-medical beal 
ing. We bappeo to koow som:- 




















thing of the laws of one treat- 


ment and litle of the other, But 
that there should be a realm of 
the natural or supernatural worlds 
not subject to law — that would 
be an incredible dispeasatioe of 
God. God is not capricious and 
Divine law, if imperfectly under- 
stood by us, is not less law than 
patural law. 

Healing miracles, therefore, do 
pot suppose an activity contrary 
to mature. Rather are they (in 
‘Ds Weatherhead's excellent words) 
“the break-through into the 
human plane of the operation of 
laws belonging to a higher plane,” 
3 plane with which we are not 
normally familiar but which is 
‘monetheless law-abidiog and fit- 
fully known (0 us in our moments 
of highest consciousness, T am 
fortified in this conclusion by the 
opinion of the London healer 
‘whose work T personally kaow 
best: “I have observed that the 
effects (of my treatment) ate 
sufficiently orderly and reliable to 
give every indication that some 
Jaw is being expressed.” 

This deflation is important 
when we turn to consider the 
the place of faith in bealiog. For 
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the faith which orthodox religion 
sed many ‘healers often urge us 
to have—a belief contrary 10 
experience, reason and under- 
standing is not faith at all, but 
credulity; and it is seldom a sat- 
infying, or even a possible, spicit- 
ual activity in this scientific age, 
Established religion urgently needs 
to abandon what is uatrue in her 
teacbingand\o re-state her findings 
aa the expression of the progress 
of her unending search for wuth. 
1F healing miracles had to be 
beliet) as things contrary f0 nature 
and opposed to reason and ex- 
perience, they would only be a 
source of further conflict for the 
modern mind. But if, a I think, 
they can be shown to be consonant 
with reason, as far as reason goes, 
thea faith in their posibility (2 
1m the credibility of other atticles 
of faith which go all the way 
with reason) will leap towards the 
Conclusion which the trend of the 
evidence suggests. Reason, the 
yyotbesizing activity of the in- 
tellect, is 33 God-given as any 
other faculty; aud our quest for 
truth requites that we be loyal 
(though not finally subservient) 
to reason in our inferences from 
the available evideoce. We shall 
fot Gnd ruth or health, where 
reason and faith conflict. 

“There is anather misuse ot the 
word “faith”. Many healers ex- 
kort their patients to “Aave faith’ 
and, if a cure takes place, it is 
asceibed to wieie faith. IF the 
healer fails, the' patient's lack of 
ith is blamed. We will discuss 
Iter the possibly disastrous con- 
sequences of putting the whole 
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‘onus on the patient. Here T want 
to emphasise that it is not the 
patient's faith (properlv so ealled), 
but his supgestibilyy, which is in 
question, Suggestibilty is some- 
thing we have not, or only have 
a little, A powerful personality 
may increase our openness to 
suggestion and, since the mind 
has great power over the body 
much may be achieved in auch 
cases, But the “miracle” is inde- 
pendent of real faith, Coue’s 
cures were triumphs of suggestion 
and many of those cured at 
Lourdes were not Roman Cath- 
olies, some were not even Christ- 
ins,” Anyone with experience of 
healing will agree that many who 
have faith are not cured, and 
many that are cured have no 
dliscernible 

But, equally, faith, whea dist- 
inguished from credulity and 
suggestibility, is quite certainly 
fone of the several factors which 
affect the laws of bealing. It 
need not be in any sense theo- 
logical, the belief in particular 
credal statements. But, rather, 
it will at its lowest be an’ attitude 
of expectant trust in the healer 
or bis gift. There no doubt ave 
been cases where downright 
sceptics and cynics have been 
cured, but asa general rule ag 
attitude of bopefulness will 
erease the chances of success, 
And there is a much fuller sense 
in which faith is esseatial to 
health and conducive to bealing, 
which we sill consider after 
discussing the nature of illness 
aad health.

STOPS CHAFING! 
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Fateful Test 
WE om et ready now for the 

biggest mews of the century. 
Ie begins to be clear that the U.S, 
is preparing for the test of the 
Hydrogen Bomb. ‘The test should 
take place about September and 
the most likely site is Eniwetok 
Islud ia the Pacific Ocean. 
Reports have it thai the Bomb 
will be capable of devastating an 
area of fifty square miles. There 
shouldn't be much left of Eniwe- 
tok after that. 





There is however some anxiety 
about this test among scientists. 
‘Whea the principle of the Hydro- 
gen Bomb was under discussion at 
the time when Presideat Truman 
‘ave his assent (@ its manufacture, 
3 prominent {Canadian scientist, 
Dr. Allan Muna, a former mem- 
ber of the Canadian National 
Research Couacil, made an en- 
lightening comment. He soid that 
the frst explosion of the Hydro 
‘gen Bomb might cause the world 
‘and all in it co disintegrate in less 
than one minute by setting off a 
enain reaction that would circle 
the globe. "Given the right con- 
ditions, the explosion of the 
H-Bomb could turn us all inte 
Tittle suns, probably in less than 
60 seconds after the blast. It 
would be 2 painless death, It 
‘would all be over so quickly we 
‘would not know what hit us,"" he 
said, That was im 1950. Now 
that the Bomb is apparently pro- 
duced and ready for experiment, 
similar qualms are being felt. A 
noted American columnist a few 
days ago suggested chat scieatists 
‘were worried that the Bomb might 
isfire sending a ring of fice 
und the world which would 
cause the earth's almosphere to 
glow brighter than the sun and 
the earth’s surfice to melt into 
glass. This is deed a cheerful 
prospect for humankind, Can it 
be that the bliodaess of men ix 
such that they will proceed with 
such madness kaowing that the 
inevirable outcome must be anni- 
hilation for all? It seems i 
credible that religious bodies do 
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not ise up and denounce the 
manufacture of these weapons in 
unmistakable terms, The Arch 
bishop of York recently set a lead 
for Cheistians when he said that 
the Christian Church “should call 
upon all aations to refrain from 
the use of weapons which indise 
criminately destroy those for 
whom Christ died, as if they were 
worthless flies.” Pechaps it should 
beTadded that it is war in aoy 
form, and with any weapons, 
which denies the sacrifice of 
Christ.

Rising Star 


Mr, Ancurin Bevan, the man 
from the Welsh coalfields, is 
getting a grest deal of publicity 
these days both inside and outside 
Britala. A member of the Labour 
Party, he is the Party's chief 
“eebel."” He was one of the 
people most responsible for 

‘great National Health Scheme in 
Britain aad for many of the other 
extensions Jfo the social services. 
For some years now he has been 
vigorously protesting against the 
tremendous armaments burden 
which the British Government is 
carrying. Recently the present 
Conservative Government intro: 
duced legislation to require per 
ons to pay for certain amenities 
they receive under the Health 
Scheme. Bevan is strenuously 
‘opposed to this. He maintains 
that the dice state in which Bri- 
taia now finds herself is due to 
two factors—(1) the £4,700 
million pounds arms progcamme 
which he says is crippling the 
economy of the country and 
wasting its productive resources, 
(2) the dependence upon America 
which he holds has reduced Bei 
tain to the status of a 49th State 
aad is dragging her ato American 
imperialist adventures which ca. 
bring nothing but ruin. He stands 
fora wholesale slasb of the war 
budget, economic and political 
independence from America and 
an end to the Cold War. : 


Churchill is supposed to fear 
Bevan more than any other of his 
opponents. Possibly because the 
two men are so much alike ia 
many ways, Bevan also has that 
massive vibrant personality which 
is Churcbil’s greatest political 
asset. But Hevan also has much 
more of the common touch. He 
knows the workicg man and his 
sentiments. News this week tells 
‘of the increasing support which 
“Nye” Bevan is receiviig ia the 
U.K. Several of the big trade 
unions are already hehind him. 
The Labour Party Conference 
takes place in October and it is 
thea that the question of his 
relationship with the Labour Party 
leadership will have to be cleared 
up. Reports suggest that Bevan 
may be considering a third party 
in Britain, Itseems that it wil 
be either that or else be wil 
capture the leadership of his pre- 
sent party. Observers feel that 
there will be another election 
there before long and the chances 
of a Labour viewory are high. 























Bevan is being tipped as the next 
non-Conservative Prime Minister. 
Certainly his return 10 office 
would be’ calculated to have re- 
sounding effects upon Britain's 
present foreign and domestic 
policies. It should be remembered 
however that Mr. Bevan is no 
pacifist, At least not yet. Same- 
fone put the difference between 
him and the Communists and the 
Pacifists very neatly when be said: 
“The Communists are against re- 
armament if it means a war wi 
Russia; the Bevanites are against 
rearmament if it means 2 cut in 
the Social Services; the Pacifists 
are against re-armamer 











Peace In Practice 


The “Service Civil Interna 
tional,” 2 world-wide organisation 
of peace-makers who believe that 
the best way to peace is by means 
of active work in giving assistance 
to needy people, have issued a 
report ‘on the activities of their 
Work Comp Movement ia India 
and Pakistan. The Service aims 
at creating groups of workers 
from all nationalities who conteaet 
for s period of years to work at 
less than labourer’s rates on pro- 
jects such as village reconstruc 
tion, agricultural development, 
education and health services, In 
three years twelve camps have 
been organised comprising 3 fer 
hundeed volunteers. Fifty per 
cent of the volunteers came from 
India itself and the rest from 
Western countries. Last year the 
first Japanese volunteer arrived 
and went to work ia Assam: As 
for the future, S.C.I. believes that 
2 permanent branch of the move- 
ment may now be established in 
Idia, There is a good prospect 
for 2 camp in Hyderabad-Decean, 
connected with the rehabilitation 
of tribal groups in the hills, Work 
can be done on well-digging. the 
building of schools and clearing 
of jungle.

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Indian Education 


HE conference of the 
Natal Indian Teach- 

ers’ Society which 

took place last week in Dur- 
ban once again focussed the 
attention of the Indian pub- 
lic on the subject of educa- 
tion, Compared with the 
position that existed a few 
years back it must be ad- 
mitted that there is a great 
deal of improvement in In- 
dian education, thanks to the 
liberal policy of the présent 
Provincial administration, 
There are other factors too 
have contributed in 
bringing about this im- 
provement. For instance 
there has been a growing 
spirit of self-help in the 
Indian community in gen- 
eral and a spirit of self-sacri- 
fice and increased enthu- 
mm among the teachers, 
The latter has been evinced 
from the fact that Indian 
teachers have decided to 
make a contribution of 
£25,000 to the Educational 
Trust Fund established by 
them of which half the 
amount has already been 
paid up. The total amount 
to be raised from all sources, 
to provide school faci 
ties for Indian children is 
£300,000. It is a long way 
to go yet but the spirit with 
which the work is proceed- 
ing is certainly worthy of 
praise and enthusiastic pub- 
support, Mention must 
also be made here of the 
magnificent gift made by a 
single individual. We refer 
tothe gift of £33,000 pro- 
mised by Mr. M. L. Sultan, 
provided half the amount 
is contributed by the public, 
Itis to be hoped that the 
public will respond enthu- 
siastically and win the 





























£33,000 so generously pro- 
mised by Mr- Sultan. 
Though the picture is 
bright to this extent one 
must not lose sight of the 
fact that there are still 
30,000 children without 
school facilities. “This prob- 
Jem," says the current report 
of the Director of Eduza- 
tion, “continues to grow in 
magnitude as the years pass, 
and today it is estimated 
that the number of children 
who should be in school, 
and for whom there is no 
accommodation, approaches 
30,000" This is certainly 
a sad reflection on the State, 
whose business it should be 
to sue that every soul is 
provided with adequate 
educational facilities. The 
State is certainly not lack- 
ing in resources to make 
when one 
sees the millions that are 
being spent on unessential 
things, such as improve- 
ments on the beaches, parks, 
Face courses, ete. It is cris 
al to indulge in these 
Tuxuric when thousands 
have to remain illiterate for 
want of schools. The In- 
dian community is gratefully 
appreciative ofthe generosity 
shown by the authorities 
in recent years but the au- 
thorities themselves should 
not remain self-satisfied with 
the present state of affairs 
particularly when the public 
concerned are not found 
lagging behind in offering 
todo all they possibly can, 
Mr. A. D. Lazarus, Pre- 
sident of the Natal Indian 
Teachers’ Society, drew at- 
tention to one aspect of the 
question which merits se: 
ous consideration. [le s: 
in his view no amount of 
































money or schools would 
ever catch up with the edu- 
cational problem unless the 
Indian was prepared to limit 
his family. {le said that 
the high Indian’ birthrace 
had its effects upon the 
economic condition of the 
community, “It is a luxury 
which we as a community 
cannot afford simply be- 
cause 30 many of us are 
living below the breadline." 

No person has a tight to 
produce children unless he 
has the resources and ade- 
quate facilities to bring 
them up. If he has not 
sufficient food to feed him- 
self it stands to reason that 
he cannot afford to have 
another mouth to feed. Even 
from the economic point of 
view it is highly essential 
for the Indian community 
to practice continence 
producing children.

this subject. In recent years, 
however, the orthodoxy has 
broken and all sections of 
the Indian community are 
beginning to show an in- 
creasing zeal in educating 
their daughters This is 
what the report of the 
Director of Education has 
to say on the matter:

course. The recruitment of 
women teachers has always 
been a problem and it has

‘And while the pbysical and mental 
aspects of this deGiition are fairly 
obvious, we should add that the 
spitit of goul of man is that part 
fof him which makes comtact with 
the supernatural world—or, 25 we 
say, with God. Perfect health, 
therefore, involves the harmony 
‘of the zoul with God; and indeed 
so vital is this that we may agree 
with De. Weatherhead that maa 
is not a body which bas 2 soul, 
but & a soul which has a body 
and a mind, Aad we aball cer- 
tainly follow him in deSaing 
ealing 23 the process of restoring 
the broken barmony of the body 
ji the material world, of the mind 
in the realm of trus ideas, of the 
spirit in its relationship with God, 
In mott instances the dishas

Te is, perhaps, the chief pur- 
pose of Dr. Weatherbead’s book 
to plead for the co-operation of 





healing of disease—the aecessity 
for such co-operation following 
directly from the definitions of 
sickness, health and healing. He 
makes the poist that all healiog, 
is am activity of Ged, but that 
aan has to discover the most 
relevant way of co-operating with 
God in each particular ease—for 
one the surgeon's kaife, for 
another drugs, for a thied prayer, 
and yet fora fourth the beal 
bands. 

‘The part of the medical pro- 
fession in such a scheme is clear 
to all but the bigoted. What is 
asked of the doctors is that they 
will finally abandon their few 
remaining tendencies to treat 
‘ess and health 2s exclusively 
physical qualities and that they 
should try to relate the local 











symptom of disease to the whole 
personality of the patient. A 
doctor can no longer afford 10 be 
2 mere materialist. 

Further, I would add two points 
‘ot mentioned by Dr. Weather- 
head. First, that when any doctor 
feels. himself obliged to tell a 
patient or his relatives that any 
condition is incurable, he should 
explain that his meaning is strict- 
Jy limited to methods yet kaown 
o medicine. If he says or allows 
bimself to be understood 10 say, 
‘more than this, the doctor speaks 
beyond his brief and takes upon 
hiroselfa very grave responsibilty. 
Secondly, be should exercise 2 
similar or even greater caution 
‘when procouacing that 2 patient 
"cannot tive." De. Weatherbead 
cites several eases healed by no0- 
medical meaos after that verdict 
bad been given. T myself am 
another. And most of us kaow 
of cases which have long outlived 
a sentence of fauminent death and 
have even made partial or com- 
plete cecoveries. Nor are more 
than a few of such cases to be 
attributed 10 a faulty diagnosis. 
On the other hand, no one can 
compute how many have ceased 
to fight and died (dbus justifying 
the prediction) because of that 
verdiety who might otherwise 
have lived t@ confound it. Te is 
possible to prepare people for the 

obable outcome of a serious 
illness without removing all hope 
from theie minds and without 
bouying them up with foolish 
optimise. 

Twill not here attempt to sura- 
arise Dr, Weatberhesd’s whally 
admirable ‘views on the pastor's 
duties aed opportunities in regerd 
tohealiog, They should be read 
in their entirety in the closing 
chapters of bis book by doctors, 
Alergy and lity.

ing belief in and experience of 
God. This i not something 
which we con be exhorted to 
“have.” Tt is something to be 
iligeatly sought for and won 33 
the result of practised meditation 
aod disciplined awareness; and 
the actual form it takes is unim- 
portant. But it is faith in God 
and not ia 3 teatment*— ap 
active affirmation of an ionet 
unity with all existence and a 
recognition of the activity of God 
everywhere. We might call it 
2 condition of permanent openness 
to God, which continues undizni- 
nithed ‘even if illness persists but 
‘which greatly foceeates the chan 
cea of cure and the probability of 
enduting good-health thereafter. 
IE healing is co-operation with 
God and perfect bealth involves a 
harmonious relationship with 
Him, then clearly a contiaual 
openers to Him isa condit 
(though possibly only one coin 
tion) of good health.

which expects everything,

This is 
the great lesson of the Bhogavad- 
rica, 

T want now to deal with the 
inexplicable gift of healing which 
certain persons (usually called 
healers) undoubtedly possess.

Weatherhead, though cautious in 
his approach, does not feel shat 
we can justifiably deprive suffer- 
jing men and women of the bene-

Much fraud 
would be eliminated if the doctors 
would by careful diagnosis and 
subsequent follow up help to sift 
the gecuine healer ftom the chse~ 
fae, But even 0 
operation with a “quack’ 
the doctors liable 10 be 
the Registerjiand even if a cons 
cieotious doctor were prepared to 
take the risk, a conscientious 
bealer would ‘probably not be 
Prepared to accept the sacrifice.

“Medical healing represents the 
knowledge of Ged expressed 
through science. Spiritual heal- 
ing uses the Laorledge of God 
expressed through the psychic 
force."”

Si Godfrey Strikes A 
New Note 

Since bis return from Leadon 
a few weeks ago Sir Godfrey 
Huggins, Premier of Southern 
Rhodesia, bas been striking a 
rather different note in his public 
Pronotncements. First op June 
27he said that the spending of 
public money on hospitals and 
‘schools was not the be-all and 
end-all of race relations. “..... 
wounded self-esteem leads to 30 
ugly, suspicious state of mind." 
he said, “We have lost parts of 
the British Empire simply because 
the Coloured man wat black 
balled in the club." 

‘Then again on July 5. “The 
country was not ruled by the 
Native African today and the old 
Rhodesians were not going to be 
fooled by bogies of Black Domina- 
tion. ...the illiberal elements in 
the country were ganging up for 
united opposition against federa- 
tion." ‘These statementa were 
ssid of course in the process of 
the Prime Minister's personal 
‘campaign to establish federation 
of the three’ Central Aftican 
territories. But they make inter 
esting reading. Though they are 
but extracts from speeches, they 
are not in those speeches without 
reason. The fact that Sir God- 
Srey bas become conscious of the 
fundamental aspiration of the 
Afcican, that of equality of dignity, 
is a matter of no litle importance, 
But what is che logical conse 
quence of such a view? If, as 
the Prime Minister has said, it 
ot sulicieat to provide social 























amenities for the African, then 
the rulers of Central Africs muse 
now begin to addeess themselves 
tothe question which 15 of real 
concern. That of status. And 
the obvious conclusion is that 
there can be no satisfaction for 
non-Whites there till there is a 
‘measure of justice in those spheres 
which determine the freedom of 
the individual. 


Freedom To Make Mistakes 


Seli-reliance and independence 
ace the birthright of every 
buman-being. He must have the 
freedom to make his own mustakes 
if necessary in order that he may 
learn, This is aot to suggest that 
the Whites must be “kicked out 
of Africa” as Sir Godfrey erron- 
ously suggests was the case 
in India but merely that 
all who live there, white and 
non-white alike should come to 
enjoy the blessings of independ- 
ence as self-reliant citiceas. Mr. 
G. B. Beckett, member of the 
Executive Couscil for Agriculture 
in the Northern Rhodests Legis- 
lature, said that equality sel 
‘would remove frietion between 
the races, “Federation offers 10 
the Black mae ultimate equality 
in Aftica.” One hopes that if the 
federation proposals go through, 
the new state will work towards 
that desirable end. Atthe moment, 
with inadequate African represen 
tation in the proposed Federal 
Government, there is much rea

NOT MEET 


HE International Arts Festival of Youth has ended in Durban. 

T Before their departure, overseas deleyates to the Festival have 

received a truer picture of the land they came to visit. The 

icture has been given in the form of a letter from a Natal non-Europea.s 

+ youth organisation which states that afier coming to a country of nearly 

13 million people they would otherwise leave with a superficial picture” 
of the lives and culture of only their European hosts. 








The letter explains that it would have given non-Huropean youth the 
Breatest pleasure to assist their European fellows in entertaining the 
delegates, but because that was denied to them, they chose the method of 
writing to each one in person. “It hurts us to hurt you with this natra- 
tion of our sordid plight,” says the letter after & survey of 
the history of race relations in South Africa, “but we must, for you have 
come to see South Africa, and this is-South Africa." “You have no 
idea about our thoughts, our feelings, our problems. Your visit will 
“be very deficient, You have come, we believe, to know us South 
Africans, our lives, call it our cultures. Instead you will leave with a 
superticial picture of the lives of only your European hosts.” 











The letter ends wich the hope that these young ambassadors 


will present a truer picture of South Africa when recalling their 
experiences. ‘ 


This is what has needed to be said. The International Ants 
Festival of Youth 1s a noble idea, Or that is to say it would be a 
noble iden of it were truly international, There has not been a single 
non white delegate to the Festival. And this in a world where 
coloured peoples predominate, The net result is that the Festival has 
added not a scrap to the bridging of the gulf between Africa and 
the world, Thar prejudice and discrimination -ar® thus be deliberately 
fostered between young persons, many from outside South Africa, is a 
matter of the gravest moment, Under the circumstances it would be 
preferable for the organisers of the Festival to call it off in-the future 
or at least refrain from describing it as an ‘i 


‘international” gathering, 
for this is a manifest deception.

available to the citizen would be 
three times as much as that pro- 
vided by meat, ‘To produce 2 
thousand calories in mest form 
takes three thoussnd calories in 
vegetable form.

circumstances. Tt is, for in- 
stance, Dr, Weatherhead’s opinion 
(based upon evidence which be 
discusses at some length) that 
the percentage of failures at 
Lourdes make it negligible 28 a 
healing agency and that any 
stream in Britaia could. boast as 
high a propoction of cures asthe 
stream at Loucdes, if ptieas 
came ia the same number and 
jn the same psychological state 
fof expectant excitement.

Whether this 
is made manifest by the lying 
oo of hands, by prayer, by 
spiritualism or by any other 
methéd ia imedaterial, ‘The 
boealer is mearly a vehicle or 
channel for the healing force. 
Himself open (consciously or un- 
consciously) to what we call God, 
hie is the means of connecting the 
patient to forces of the super 
natural world which may work 
what we, in the’ context of this 
world, call a miracle, The keys 
of the Kingdom are faith (ii 
the fullest sense) and love, to- 
vwards God and man. Whatever his 
methods—and each healer usually 
Aiscovérs the one appropriate 10 
his gift by experiment—the healer 
is tying to aise the level of 
his patient's consiousness until 
hhe becomes aware for hisuzelf 
(consciously of unconsciously) of 
the forces of the supernatural, 
Since some healers affect one 
constituent of the personality 
more than ancther and since each 
patient's needs ate individual to 
himself, some patients will re 
spond to one healer and soine to 
another. Few healete can tell 
‘withour trying whether a. patient 
willeespond totheie treatment,even 
through they may have cured an 
apparently idestical symprom of 
disease in another patient. And 
fo healer, that I know, is without 
a considerable number of failures, 
These do not invalidate | his 
authentic gift which proves ite 























self ic his successes, The fai 
lures merely indicate that as

emotional explosions which break 
down previously conditioned be- 
haviour patterns. The writer 
went on to describe how the 
analyst (with the best of inten= 
tions) may seek to “indoctrinate” 
hhis Patient during the period of 














increased suggestibility after 
emotional shock with a better 
philosophy towards life. The 
weiter considered that similar 


echaiques have been employed 
by certain religious groups to 
to obtain conversions, which may 
be perfectly “genuine” and stable, 
and suggested that such techni 
ques may be used for totalitarian 
indoctrisation—lience, possibly, 
the otherwise incomprehensible 
behaviour of the accused in Com- 
rmunist public trials, 

Now, if there is an analogy 
betweea these methods and 
healing, it is rather with the mon 
who conducts Isrge healing. ser- 
vices (the BMJ weiter referred 
back to John Wesiey) than 
the healer who works indwidual- 
ly. The Later may, of course, 
try to indocteinate’ his patient, 
but in the absence of shock 
procedure or the dramatic ate 
mosphere of mass meetings he 
will mostly Wave to rely on 
persuasion or argument which 
the patient _may er may not 
accept. Hypnotism is bei 
‘used increasingly less therapeu! 
cally and is subject to defin:te 
limitations which Dr. Weather- 
head notices at some length. 
‘And, as 1 wil explaia, the healer 
cannot consciously ‘direct the 
power that flows through him. 
‘Unless he employs some abnor- 
mal method (as Mesmer did), 
hhe is not more capable than any 
other man of deliberate in:

Healers, lke other people, vsey 
teemendously. Some are cultured 
acd intelligent mea and women 
who have thought deerly about 
their gift. and evelyed a philoso- 
phy’ of life which embodies it,

Other heslers are unable or un- 
willing 10 think out the intellec- 
tual and spiritual implications of 
their pift.

Healers of the type Tam des 
cribing cannot handle large 
numbers of patients. It wou'd 
be Wise, therefore, to use them 
for those cases which ace not yet 
curable by or are not readily 
respocdiog to other methods of 
beating, “But for such cases, 
respzcially if used in co-operation 
with doctors, psychologists and 
ministers of religion (a3. may be 
appropriate in each case), they do 
open up immense possibilities of 
hope.” The tme is long past for 
doctors, mmistees and the lay 
public to realise that a great 
number of people are suffering 
‘who possibly do not need to suffer, 
if all the heating agencies avail- 
able to man would digcard these 
of their differences which are 
‘unreasonable and would combine 
hh one aviother in the allevia- 
tion of distress, This is the 
challenge of Dr, Weatherkead’s 
book. T would close these articles 
‘with a word for those who con- 
tinue to suffer. All the great 
religions have deste with the pro- 
bblem of suffering and you may 
find comfort in one of their salu- 
tions. Certainly some of us have 
to pay, the penalty of the humen 
family’s ignorance, folly and sin.

[ THINK itis a truism that in 

the United States of America 
we are slowly but determinedly 
lessening the colour bar and thus 
strengthening democracy, while 











is beiog strengthened and de- 
mocracy asa result is weakeniog 
and fast disappearing. I had 
hoped that my four-week visie 
to South Africa would produce 
other conclusions than these; but 





every observation points (0 the 
unhappy fact that discrimiai- 
tion is increasing in this land 
almost a3 fast a3 it is decreasing 
in most other parts of the world. 








Negatives 


Let me summarize the negative 
sspects of the colour problem 
here—what we in America’ would 
call the race relations problem. 
‘First, T note an apartheid. policy 
‘which eaters almost every aspect 
of ‘life, from mattiage 10 hos- 
pital past-mortems. Second, 
tote a nationalist party—the 
tuling political party—which 
frankly, righteously, and trium- 
phantly endorses the complete 
separation of whites and Africans 
and the early deportation of In- 
dians. Third, I note a United 
Party—the only teal opposition 
party—which has no clear-cut 
policy “for so-called non-Euro- 
peans acd while showing less 
rigidity When it was in power, 
basically believes in the colour 
bar ‘emotionally and intellectual- 
ly, those few Europeans who 
‘oppoxe it are, for the most part, 
admited communists. Fifth, I 
note a great qulf between the noo- 
Europeans in South Afriea and 
the Europeans/ a_gulf bordered 
fon one side by Europeans who 
are communists and on the other 
side by Europeans who sce more 
concerned about fact-finding than 
about action. Sixth and. last, 
Tnote a Christian church which 
is unconcerned about this basic 
problem of colour. There is 3 
large Dutch Reformed Church 
which actually supports dis.

testants which almost equally 
« discriminates, despite its high- 
sounding resolutions, against 
apartheid. In 1913, Mahatma 
Gandhi was barred because of 
cofour from worshipping in a 
CChastian church in South Africa 
“ig order to listen to bis friend, 
C.F, Andrews preach, Ia 1952, 
Christ and high religion are 
still barred from the altar of most 
South African churches, except 
pechaps the Catholics. There 
ought to be  foreign-financed 
‘missions, not to the Africans in 
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the bush, but to the Christian 
Europeans in the cities of South 
Africa, 

These are but a few of the 
‘many negatives that an American, 
any foreigner, discovers in South 
African today. 


Positives

Now let me get 
out my crystal ball and make a 
few predictions, — 1 find this ball 
a bit foggy, for it has never been 
used in the Southern Hemisphere 
before, but it does have a Gem 
sociological and political base, 30 
etme try. 








In Ten Years Time 


I see in ten short years an° 
entirely different Union of South 
Tse a South Africa with 
so-called partnership gone, with 
so-called "Christian trusteesbip"” 
‘gone, with most of apartheid gone, 
Tsee in ten short years 2 South 
Africa with universal feanchise— 
not’ even communal representa 
tion. Isee a South Africa with 
the free movements of peoples, 
all peoples, within urban areas 
and within various section: and 
provinces of the Union. I see a 
South Africa with large, inter- 
racial, free trade unions. T see a 
South Africa with many” Indians 
and Africans and Coloured people 
as leaders at all levels of -the 
Union, Provincial, and local gov- 
ernment, 4 
Alas, what my crystal ball does 
not show me is—how? Will this 
revolution be bloody or non- 
violent? Will it be using the 
tools of Stalin or the tools of 
Gandhi? All T can do here is 
turn away from my crystal ball 
aad transmit a personal hope: that 
the method of Gandbi, first 
evolved in South Africa almost a 
half-century ago, might be used 
in this modera revolution by 
non-Eucopeans and Europeans 
alike. 


What Gandhi Told Us 

Gandhi told us (© love our 
enemy. I know that és bard 10 
do. Tknow that itis hard ro love 
Prime Minister Daniel F. Malaa 
T kaow that itis hard to love the 
Afrikaner policeman who en- 
forces apartheid laws. Tccnfess 
it is hard for the white foreigners 
(we Americans are not exactly 
Europeans) to love the arcogant 
rulees of this land, But love i 
an exseatial iogeedient of any non- 
violent revolution. 

Gandbi also told us to use good 
means if we ate to attain good 
ends. Again, I kaow how diffi- 
cule this is, T kaow that force 
seems quicker. I know that it 
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seems impossible to use non. 
violence to meet so much violence 
and the threat of violence. Bur 
immoral means must never be 
justified because the end is moral, 

Gandhi also told us t0 work on 
a constructive programme while 
pressing for freedom, I koow, 
too, that it is more attractive for 
some to fight the oppressor than 
fo overcome the oppressors with 
in ourselves and within our own 
peoples, I know it is easier to 
denounce the Europeans than to 
eradicate illiteracy. T know it 
easier t0 enhance one's owa reli- 
gious tradition than to work for 
communal unity, for religious 
toleration. Yet a constructive 
Programme must be commenced 
if the basic, constructive goal is to 
be attained. 

Gandhi also taught us acon 
cetn for the whole world — not 
merely, for our own people or 
nation, Cur world is fast becom 
18 polarized into two great 
camps, the United States and the 
Soviet Union, Gandhi said that 
when India received her freedom, 
she would be a steong force for 
peace in the world. The past 
three years within the United 
Nations have proved Gandhi 
Prediction, for India has stood for 
an important thitd way between 
America and Russia, Squth Afri- 
cans cannot be unconcerned about 
these international problems and 
South Africa can make her im- 
portant contributions to world 
peace, once there ts peace and 
harmony withia her borders. 
ja another decade, 1 hope to 
visit South Africa again. When 
I dv, I hope Tcan have Manilat 
Gandhi as my guest in a hotel 
along the Durban beach. When I 
return, I hope I cam see non- 
Europeans taking part in the 
goverament of Durban, When I 
come back, I probably will not 
see an International Club 
Durban, for by then many clubs 
and societies in your city will be 
conducted on an inter-racial ba 
When I do return, the church 
will once more be the church 
and no longer an exclusive white 
club. Finally, when T come back 
in ten years 1 will find that one of 
the principal streets of Durban 
will bave been renamed (Mahatma 
Gandhi Avenue. This will be 
not in formal recognition but in 
genuine memory of one whe con- 
tributed so much in tools and 
inspiration to Europeans and non- 
Europeans alike, one who will be 
remembered as the first citizen of 
Durban after many of the arrogant 
Europeans and their petty but 
bbitter hates will have long been* 
forgotten.

Mahatma Gandhi used to 
say during the struggle for 
India’s Independence that 
he could get Independence 
in one year provided certain 
conditions were fulfilled, If 
it did not come within a 
year the reason was because 
the conditions were not ful- 
filled. ‘There is nothing 
startling in Dr. Jack's pre- 
diction that the face of South 
Africa will have changed 
within the next decade and 
that it will be a heaven for 
all who inhabit it. [es face 
can be changed either by 
following the path of vio- 
lenceor of non-violence. By 














following the latter there 
will be a living peace in 
South Africa; by following 


the former there will be the 
peace of the grave-yard, 
We must choose wisely be- 
tween the two. There is no 
doubt that we all want a 
living peace and that, Dr. 
Jack told us, cat be had 
ouly by following the path 
of non-violence as taught 
by Mahatma Gandhi, He 
told the Church that it must 
shake off its supineness and 
not preach Christianity but 
practice i. He told the 
European public that they 
must shun their spirit of 
arrogance and treat their 
neighbours as they them- 
selves would like to be 
treated, But we attach 
more importance to what he 
told us, He said that there 
was much to be desired in 
our leadership. Let us re- 
member that the success of 
‘our struggle will wholly de- 
pend upon thetype of leader 








ship we have, Let us who 
swear by Mahatma Gandhi 
not betray him by being false 
to-him or to the principles 
cauntiated by him. Dr. 
Jack told us that we should 
not concentrate on fighting 
the enemy without but that 
we should fight the enemy 
within ourselves ‘and with- 
in our community, He 
told us that whilst we are 
fighting we should not 
neglect. the constructive 
programme of our own edu- 
cational, moral and spiri- 
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tual upliftment. Dr. Jack's 
specch needs to be read and 
re-read by all in a humble 
spirit and with a desire to 
learn and’light will come to 
all from it who sincerely 
seek it. 

Weare indeed very grate- 
ful to Dr. Jack for what he 
has done for us. We can 
only say God bless him 
and pray for wisdom and 
strength to work for his 
prediction of a changed 
South Africa within the 
next decade to come true.

This i, of course, only an 
pinion, ‘Dr. Malza would pro- 
bably not consider himself 2 
greater expert or better scientist 
tae the men who deew up that 
statement. But even aa amateur 
may question an expert's opinion. 
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‘The factual evidence, however, 
supports that opinion. Since 
Indian civilisation was old before 
Western “(or “white") civilisation 
was born, and in view of the pre- 
eminence of Indians in the sphere 
of religion and philosophy and of 
their contributions to scieoce, 
administration and even war, T 
think it is hardly necessary to 
labour the evidence that they are 
capable of becoming responsible 
citizens. “And there is a geowing 
volume of evidence fro: America, 
the West Indies and West Africa 
that Africans aré too, Some 
critices have dwelt on the im- 
perfections of the West Afcican 
experiment.

Nor do we need to look 0 far 
afield for evidence of African 
talent. Fev as they may yet be, 
our S.A. Natives have produced 
men of scholarship, culture and 
professional skill, whose careers 
demonstrate conclusively that the 
ability is there to be developed, 
though time and patience and 
persistence may be required, 

‘The evidence, therefore, is that 
the cultural discrepancy between 
European and non-European ia 
this county is a historical acci 
dent which will pass: that the 
non-Europeans do differ now cul- 
tually — 20d will continue for 
some time to do so— but that 
the differences are neither per- 
‘manent nor God-given, The pro- 
cess of cultural assimilation has 
begun aod is irreversible; indeed, 
there ate non-Europeans in this 
country to-day who put European 
racial protensions to shame. 

‘The implica 
mn of these facts for Calvinist 
theology is for Calvinists them- 
selves f0 work out.

We may marvel, indeed, at De. 
Malan’s effeantery in asking the 
Bantu to value characteristics 
which, in his opinion, condema 
them ‘to peepetusl subservience. 
But, with cespect, we must urge 
that be is wroog. The “racial 
characteristics! of the Baatu aod 
other non Eueopeans — so far as 
there are such things as racial 
characteristics — may differ from 
the Europeans, a8 those of one 
European race differ from another. 
Further, the average non-Euro- 
peas cultural level 1s at present 
Tower.

Unless, therefore, they base

A. BRIEF LIFE SKETCH OF ADLAI STEVENSON

(De. Homer A. Jack who 
seceatly spent a few days io 
Durban, most of which time 
he spent st Phoenix, is a re- 
sident of the State of Ilinois. 
He is an acqusiarance of Gover- 
‘or Adlai Stevensoa who has just 
beeo nominated by the Democ- 
satic Party tobe their cind.date for 
Presideat of the United States] 
Althouge Adlai Stevenson comes 
from 2 distinguished American 
family. sod has humself—as a 
lawyer—held several high posi 
tions in the federal goveroment 
of the United States, be did not 
come into public notice even in 
Acmeriea much before 1948, At 
that time he’ was comi- 
nated by the Demacratic Porty 
for the ‘governorship of the 
wcoad largest state —Minois— 
ia order to oust a “machice” 
politician. He wos elected 0 
the fice by an overwbelaaiog vote 
and be helped catty the state 
for President Harry Teumsa who 
atthe time was runsiog for the 
presidency, 

1s the past four years Adlai 
Stevenson has shows himself 10 
be an excellent administratcr— 
and also a very liberal governor, 
He appointed men to high p 

2 10 the state solely om the 
basis of their ability—not, as 20 
often even ia Ameties, on the 
basis of their polities’ or their 
color, He appointed several Ne~ 
sr0¢s, 19 high pasitions, one 24 
one of three commissioners of 
the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
ion, the body  cegulsting all 
railrords sed utilities in the 
fate, For some months the 

attorney of that important 

Commission was a Negro. 

There is no doubr that Adiai 
Steveoson feels deeply the pro- 
‘lem of color—which * faces 



































Illinois and America as much 
asit faces South Africa aod the 
rest of the world, Repeatedly 
the bas demauded that the Llinois 
General Assembly pass 2 strong 
law prohibiting discrimioation in 
employment within the state 
because of race, religion, of color. 
This law (called F.E.P.C.) bss 
not been enacted ia Ilinois 
despite Stevenson's pressure (bis 
Democratic party does not con- 
trol both houses of the Assembly), 
but within the past year he 
agreed to an administeative order 
state cabinet 
the state em- 
ployment service from filling any 
job orders which are discefmina- 
tory. Thus if an employer phones 
the employment office rua by the 
state and asks for a white en- 
gineer_or a Negeo accountant, 
the office will refuse to take his 
discriminatory order, This new 
procedure has caused much 
csiticism by bigotted business 
interests, but Governor Steyeason 
let the order stand—and is ve 
rauch in favor of it, ig 
Peshaps the best test of Adlai 
‘Stevenson's atcitude toward race 
relations came 3 year ago whea 
the town of Cicero, Ilinois, had 
arace riot occasioned by 10,000 
white persons rioting to keep a 
Negro bus driver and his family 
from being the first Negro 
‘sccupznis ip the town—occupants 
in ap opartment which they 
legally rented, The police of 
‘Curero turned their backs on the 
disorder, The county sheriff 
asked Governor Stevenson. 10 
call out the state army. “He 
uabesitatiogly did 30, knowing 
full well that this action would 
be strongly criticised by the 
many.racists ip! the atate—whi 
it was. Stevenson kept the 
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soldiers in Cicero for several 
weeks aad bluntly criticized the 
violence, Later he appeared be- 
fore a grand jury investigating 
the disorders aad also refused 
to ruo again for governor on the 
same party ticket with the state 
attorney who tried to minimize 
the violence in Cicero and who 
wax unable to get indictments 
against the responsible town 
officials. 

In the broader field of civil 
fiberties, Adlai Stevenson bas 
shown rare wisdom for an 
American politician—and_ fine 
courage for the 1950s. When 
the Illivois Assembly ia 1950 
passed a law rougbly similar to 
the Suppression of Communism 
Act of South Africa, Governor. 
Steveoson vetoed the bill as 2 
denial of the traditional civil 
liberties of the American people. 
Again be was roundly denounced 
by the bigors, but he was praised 
by those who were watching a 
United States more and more 
taking on the yery characteristics 
of 9 totalitarian state that the 
United States was opposing. 
Pecbaps the most conteoversia 
of all of Stevenson's actions ia 
recent years wat his signing a 
legal paper in behalf of Alger 
Hiss, the convicted communist 
perjurer, Some years ago Ste- 
‘venson bappened to work in the 
some federal department as Hiss, 
‘When asked to siga am affidavit

This confusion between liberal- 
ism is no personal idiosyncrasy 
of Mr. Swart's, as may -be seen 
from the Prime Minister's reply 
toa proposal for an inter-racial 
conference: 

“The divergence between the 
Communistic and Liberalistle 
standpoint, on the one hand, 
demanding, as it does, the re 
moval of all colour bars, and 
the policy, on the other band, « 
of thore seeking to solve ,the 
problem by way of differentia 
jon based on just and fair teeat 
‘mint for each group in its owa 
province, is too wide t0 be re 

led in that way."” 

Finally, we may quote the 
Report on the Rand riots of 1950, 
drawn up by a Commission of 
which the present Liquidator 
was the chairman, After satisfy- 
ing itself that strong ‘"Com- 
spusistic™ influences were at work 
and that Commission went on:

Indian nation a historical and 
a remarkable occassion, It was 
fon this red-lettee day that India 
Saw the cebitth of a free and an 
fndependeat nation, ‘The day 
brought to a happy constmaa- 
tion the Tong cherished bopes 
and dreams of the sation. It 
acclaimed the victory of the noa- 
violent methods 2: enunciated 
bod practised by the Father and 
the Founder of Free Indis— 
Mabatma Gandhi, Tt was bis 
sustained moral effort tbat had 
translated the impossibility into 
shining reality. 

The coustry enters in the 
sixth year of independence. Sbe 
has only recovered from the 
initial blows she had received. 
‘The Punjab holocaust had caused 
aa appilling loss of human lives 
and woimaginable suffering to 
millicoa, —Ieis five years since 55 
lacs of people fied from their 
homes and their age-old sbelters 
that had become deatb-ttaps and 
valleys of desteuction.

How many hundreds 
perished en-route will never be 
koow, Nearly 50 per ceat of 
these uprosted people were 
agriculiutists, about 35. per cent 
traders, the rest professional and 
other intelligentsia. Ie is true 
the Indian’ Government bas 
spent 5, las of rupees per day 
to fee.\them, Sum to the 
tune of 16 crores of rupees bas 
poured out from the “State Teea- 
tury for ccbabiltation, There 
is sull much to be done for the 
general amelioration of the belp- 
{ess victims of this tragedy. The 
problem is no scoall matter. It 
bad taken the entire resources 
of the Govecameat. But fear 
lessly, it has set a_machinery 
well ‘ocgauised for the purpose 
aad set it 1 motion. A minister 
exclusively for the relief and 
rehabilitation wae appointed. 
The problem is like a huge 
mountsis. whose contours and 
characterisuc features are fost in 
the colossal _magoitude of its

‘There is still that enigmz to 
solve—the Kashimir imbroglio. If 
this is not solved in a peaceful 
manner the Indo-Pak friction will 
ever reroain. Already the Gaancial 
subility of both India and Pak 
stan has beea greatly damaged. 

The real difficulty has been 
that Kashmir has been discussed 
asa bone of contention between 
Tndia and Pakistan, Kashmir is 
‘not a dead bone but a live orgaa- 
ism in herself and will be coo- 
sidered as “ouch, if 2 lasting 
solution is to be found. 

On the home front cortuption, 
bribery, blackmarketing and ne- 
otirm were rampant. A crusade 
wwas launched to cueb these evils. 
The Governor-General bas pro 
mulgated a special ordinance, 
‘This has given the Government 
of India's ‘Special Police Estab- 
Hshmeat, more or less on the 
lines of the American F.B.I, em- 
powering it to iavestigate directly 
into suspected cases of ministerial 
and official corruption and nepot-" 
jm ia the country. It would be 
recollected that the United States 
Government was faced with the 
similae situation during the 
heyday of Al Capone, who es- 
coped attest and punishment be- 
cause the Governors of several 
States were in his payroll, Wash- 
ington could do nothing about it. 
‘The America President with the 
permission of the Congress geant- 
ed similar powers to the FB. 
which ultimately baoked 
gangster, India’s Al Capones bave 
called for similar attention and 
action. ed

There is that menace that calls 
for drastic steps—the growth of 
Communism, Undoubtedly, it is 
directly derived from ‘economic 
problems. Prompt action to sup- 
press this perfidious and distruc~ 
tive clement, has arrested 
growth. The root of the malady 
is still there and will ‘continue so 
Joog as the -Agitator can harp 
upon the extremes of wealth and 
poverty. The imafuaisation of a 
country from the gems of com- 
munism is more 2 matter for the 
economic reformer than 2 jailor. 

‘The ‘grow more food’ campaiga 
is still in full swing. To tackle 
this problem the Nebru Govern- 
ment has ordered the consteuc- 
tion of magaisicient dams on the 
parallel of the Daeiper dam in 
Soviet Russia and the T. V.A 
model in the U.S.A. India must 
be self-sufficient in food, How 
Jong it will take her to reach the 
target remains to be seep, but the 
exigency-of the programme can- 
not be gainsaid. It bad cost the 
Government 76 crores of Rupees 
to import food in one year. 

Education is another problem. 
Te ia the crying need of the 
people, To eradicate illiteracy, 
Congress leaders have already. 
embarked on practical schemes. 
Feee primary education is en- 
ccoursged and already it is assu- 
ming practical form—the move- 
ment hat penetrated into the 
villages. Secondary education is 
also encouraged with grants aad 























Long before India became free, 
military strategists foresaw that 
‘oouer or later she would have to 
assume the’ oaotle of Asian 
leadership in_order to keep the 
peace in the East, They foresaw 
Yadia asa democratic power 
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within a democratic Common- 
wealth should have an inimense 
influence in the councils of Axia 
and should be able by that in 
fluence and by ability to act, to 
keep the peace in Asia for cen- 
turies to come. Whether ot not 
Todia's leadership of the East is 
one of those inscrutable dispensa- 
tions of Providence, the fact of 
geography and her potentialities 
435 a great Power impose upon her 
certain international obligations 
which she cannot shiek in her own 
interests.

It proclaims 
Tndia to be a Sovereiga Democ- 
ratic Republic, ‘The Constitution 
is republican in character a9 the 
executive head of India will not 
be a bereditary+monareh, The 
Constitution it essentially federal 
in struture, Ie establishes a 
dual polity consisting of the 
Union Government and the 
States—each exercising full 
authority within its respective 
domain. 

The 150 year old Zamindari 
System—laod-lordism inthe 
U.P. was abolished at midnight 
on June, 30. A notification 
issued by the Governor under 
the powers conferred on bim 
the U.P. Zamindati Abolition 
and Land Reforms Act vested 
in the State all land belonging 
to two million Zamindars, ‘The 
Zamindars whose propecties are 
‘taken over pay an annual revenue 
of Rs, 70 million. In their 
place 12.8 million tenants and 
cultivators have come into a 
dicect relationship with the state 
providiog with a gross income 
of Rs, 180 millions. 

‘The significance of the recent 
election caunot be overloaked oF 
dwarfed. There were number 
Of world records that were esta 
blished during these elections. 
‘The number of India's electors 

was larger than voters of U.S.A, 
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USS.R, Great Britian, France, 

Italy, Belgium, Deomark, Nor: 
sway, Sweden, Australia, “and 
Canada put together, In spite 
ofthe colossal magaitude of the 
task imposed oa the administra 
tioa soon after the achievement 
of freedom the election passed 
off with extraordinary orderliness 
and enthusiasm. Addressing a 
gathering in London, Lord Pe- 
thick Lawrence said that there 
was an universal agreement that 
the elections which had just taken 
plce in India were a very 
reat triumph for democracy and 
were the largest elections. which 
had ever taken place in the 
hinory of the world; it was 

ed through ap ideal spirit 
considering that_many of the 
people ate iltterste— it was 
wonderful thing that there was 
no trace of disorder of corcup- 
tion, 

India's feign policy at pre 
seat fits into the struggle ‘for 
peace because it is not bolding 
back its opinioss. It is proving 
jin many ways that ir is the real 
democracy and cates abi 
rmocracy and at the same 
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devoting its greatest steength 
to the success at home, and, 
probably thot is the greatest 
thing one can deat present for 
democracy and in the struggle 
for peace. 

‘The basic approach in Tadia's 
fofeign policy, Pandit Nehew said 
‘was that Indians must be left feee 
to decide their own destidy. In 
the world today due to one reason 
or another there were very few 
countries which were not in 
fluenced by one country or 
another, It can be said with 
some assurance, however, that 
whether India had acted tightly 
for wrongly she had not taken any 
action under pressure from any 
country. 

Jndia has survived the pangs 
of birth, and 2s long as there is at 
the head of affairs ia New Delbi 
a‘uatesman of high ideals and 
ability of the present Prime 
Minister Nehru, who enjoys in 
unique measure the confidence of 
the masses and the respect of 
otter nations, the prospects of 
the future are promising.

MEANING that mast responsible 
bodies-dealing with the affaies 
of human life say, of boast about 





0 many good things, yet they act 


and do the very opposite, Such 
is and always has bees traditional 
of the Capitalist system, because 
‘he vested interests that system 
represents teaches them to do 50, 

‘Our diplomats and political 
taskmasters are continually pre- 
tending to make possible world 
peace, Yet they are the very 
people who do all the negotiations 
and order all the armaments that 
make inevitable war, 
| Our politiciens sgcin who 
‘alk so much and pretend to 
do so much for our social and 
economic liberties are the same 
people that pass all the laws and 
restrictions deperiving people of 
‘their liberties and movements, * 

‘This means that we live in a 
world of very stupid, and, in a 
vay, very ignorant peopte, in spite 
of one's advancing education and 
the astounding knowledge of the 
twentieth century.” 

‘With all the wonders of the 
Universe by the human race, 
and all the genius of mankind, 
they cannot, or do not feed, 














clothe or house the people pro 
perly. Yet most of those people 
‘who have not the necessary food, 
clothing, or a house, are those 
‘who toil at those professions, but 
those who get an abundance of 
all things for their comfort and 
pleasure, ate those who neither 
toil nor spin at anything for their 
own, or our sustenance. ‘These 
are the increasing agencies who 
extort advertising rates, brokers" 
fees, Government taxation, and 
many othér deains on productive 
industry, or which the con- 
sumer must always pay, known, 
or described today as “the high 
cost of 

These are some of the modem 
anomalies of the Capitalist Sys- 
tem, which the machine age of 
mass production has brought into 
being. The mass armament 
scramble, when man power, raw 
material, and machinery is’ con- 
fiscated by the powers of author- 
ity. The supply then of essential 
‘commodities is sometimes limited, 
‘This asin encourages the pro: 
Steer to increase the cost. 

Tt bas ‘been hinted, fo fact, 
deliberately stated, that 2 restrict 
ed output is encouraged for profit 























reasons by the big authorities of 
those industries, Continual war~ 
is the only saving grace of the 
Copitatist system. America being 
the hub of the Capitalist Universe, 
continually provokes war and 
abominates peace. There the 
Almighty Dollar reins, and anil 
lionaraires multiply. "They es 
tablished the Marshall Aid by 
supplying goods to the wae ridden 
poverty stricken Europe, on the 
dollar basis. 

Having them financially 20 
bonded, they then established 
an Atlantic Pact pledging most 
of the European countries to aid 
them in their efforts to defeat 
those of the Eastern world who 
would nullify their means of 
financial dominance, 

When We speak of profiteers 
we do not mesa the ordinary 
retailer, He simply folloves the law 
Of the least resistance closely 
watched by the local powers, 
Dare he put up one half penny 
on any commodity, be ig brought 
before the Court and fined £25, 

Big Busioess, Brokers, Indent 
Agents with their markets pile 
up the profits in hundzeds and 
thousands sterling. 

Big finance has the same ¢ 
reputation. An English Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer said, 
“People may not like to know it, 
but the banks do create and de- 
stroy money." The war machinery 
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likewise. Ic is the workers who 
create the war munitions aad 
general equipment, It is they 
also who are the massed teoops 
in actual. warfare, whom the 
Siplomats incite to enthusiasm 
by patriotic slogans, and. the 
bonovr of ‘King and Countey. 
When Knights were bold in the 
middle ages war between them 
‘was considered gallant and heroic. 


Today war has drifted in 
Atomic, Hydrogen and Germ 
warfare, The diplomats and war 
mongers who have made war 
possible, adopt the cowardly tac- 
ties of dropping such missles on 
the towns of the supposed enemy, 
when thousands of innocents o.

TR—I have read with ine 

terest the asticle by Dr. 
Hower Jach in, August 1 
issue of Modian Opinion’. As 
a missiovary who bas teen 
workiog in South Africa for 
several years, and also as an 
American who is well 
‘quainted with the rac 
attitudes of the churches ia Ds, 
Jack's home country, 1 was 
noxious to learo what public 
pronouncements he would make 
concersing the racial attitudes 
of the South African churches 
alter baving spent a brief 








E feel that as a representative 
Christian he is misrepresenting 
the South Africans of his faith 
by making, before an audience 
composed of many non.Chris. 
jans, such a serious charge 
jn 1953 Cheist and high religion 
(whatever that may be) are 
aiill bacred from the altar of 
most South African ehurches, 
except pecbaps the Catholics, 
and then substantiating that 
charge by ooly ove incident— 
that of the barring of Mabatma 
Gandhi from a South African 
burch way back in 1943. 

While this was an incident 
which should be deplored by 
all 1 thiokiog people, 
happening as it did 4o years 

d os 

eof the racial attitudes 

of the South African church of 
today, 

Upon what evidence, then, 
does Dr, Jack base his accusa- 
tious? Did he spend bis Suoday 
ia Natal—tho day previous to 
the deliveriog of bis address— 
in visiting ooy of the Durban 
churches to leara at Sst hand 
just what their raciol attitudes 
are, and to see for himself 
whether of not noo-Europeans 
are darted from their doors? 
Did he talk with any of the 
Charchmen ia Natal? Are the 
views expressed in the article 
those which be received io 
conversations with church peo- 
ple and missionaries? Or do 
they represeat some pre.con- 
ceived notion? 

While it is true that the 
South African churches are not 
fas liberal as they should be 
fon the colour question, and 
that they do oot follow the 
teachings of their great Leader 
all the way—yet aller spending 
nine years in the Deep Sou 
of the United States, 1 can 
trutblolly say tbat the’ English 
speagiog churches of Scuth 
Africa are more ready to we! 
come non-Europeaos to tueie 
vices, more willing to grant 









































the use of church bulldiogs 
for intersracial meetiogs, and 
more ja the babit of admitting 
nor-Europeans as delegates to 
the same church conlercaces 
thao are the churches of the 
South, Io fact, whe 
takea iato consideration 
that tbe South African churcbes 
are working in a country where 
the government favours a policy 
of apartheid, whereas the 
churches ip America are work- 
ing in a load where the con 
stitution grants equal rights to 
all, and further that the in- 
tegration of all groups ia South 
Alcica is made difficult by tbe 
multiplicity of languages which 
sometimes proves an obstacle to 
united wochip, whereas in 
Ametica there | is ooly one 
Yaoguage, I believe that the 
racial attitudes and practices 
of the English speakiog South 
Africas churches , compare 
favourably with those of the 
Churches in America as a whole, 

Trefer to the “English speak. 
ing churches” not as a slur 
oon the Afrikaans churches, but 
because it is of the former 
group that I hove the most ic- 
timate knowledge and accurate 
information. 

As to another charge made 
by Dr. Jnck—that of “I note 
a Christion Church that is 
unconcerned about: the basic 
problems of colour,” 1 would 
refer tho resders of ‘Iadian 
Opinion’ to the front page of 
the same issue of that paper 
to ao article entitled "The 
Christian Council Speaks Our,” 
which praises a recent publica 
tion by that body on ihe 
subject of apartheid, Certainly 
no one who has read the 
pronouncements of the Christian 
Couvcil us well as the forthe 
Fight statements of some in.

There Must Be Equality In 
Fundamental Human Rights 





African Institute of Race Relations in Durban last weeks that the 

first Christian duty in race relations in South Africa was to con- 

ince Europeans that they could not claim the enjoyment of rights as a 

monoply without sacrificing human justice. The second was to grant 

economic, cultural and political rights to non-Ruropeans progressively in 
accordance with their stage of social evoletion. 

The Archbishop distinguished beeween fundamental human rights 

+ arid rights which were conferred when the ability to exercise them had 
been achieved. 

Fundamental rights, the Archbishop said, belonged to the individual 
irrespective of the type of society he belonged to,” Man was a rational, 
free agent with-the obligation of preserving his life, af worshipping his 
Creator, of preserving his powers, of perpetuating his species and adapt- 

ig the earth to his needs. 

‘These obligations induced élaims to whatever was necessary for-the 
accomplishment of these objects, namely the right to life, to integrity of 
body, to sustenance, to worship, to marriage and the procreation and 
education of children, to private property, to work, to movement and 
sojourn,

These were the fundamental rights. Other rights were added as 
society developed, but in the fundamental rights absolute equality between 
European and non-European must be demanded, 

. These rights were not surrendered to the State. No ruling power 
could claim what belonged to God alone. 

Archbishop Hurley said: “One might add that in South Africa there 
is the ever-present threat of the Government interfering more than the 
tight order of things permits in the education of children ‘The State 


cannot assume.sole and complete responsibility, ‘That is the infringement 
of a basic right, 








“Another fundamental right that seems to suffer in our country is the 
right to work and develop one’s capacities for specialised work. 

In this regard the Colour Bar Act, the Archbishop said, was a serious 
infringement. ‘The nation-wide system of Colour discrimination with i 
luxuriant growth of “Europeans only” signs, he said, struck a blow 
something in-the non-European which was profoundly and intimately 
associated with his very condition of humanbeing, his human dignity!

‘They were all sentenced on 
‘Tuesday to 30 days’ impri- 
sonment. ‘The meeting held 
at Nicol Square and the 
huge procession that follaw- 
ed the re testified to 
the amazing discipline the 
people were able 10 keep 
without any training and 
the non-violent spirit-they 
had imbibed. It was most 
créditable. If the same 
spirit and enthusiasm could 
be kept up till the end Dr. 
Malan's heart is bound to 
change whether-he likes it 
or not 

















" HOW TO BECOME A PASSIVE RESISTER 


(From Mohatma Gandhi's ‘Indian Home Rule") 


‘O become a passive resister is 

easy enough, but it is also 
equally difficult. I have known 
a lad of fourteen years become a 
passive resister; I knowa 
also sick people doing likewise; 
and I have also known physically 
strong and otherwise happy 
people being unable 10 take up 
passive resistance. After a great 
deal of experience, it seems to me 
that those who want ¢o become 
passive resisters for the service 
of the country have to observe 
perfect chastity, adopt poverty, 
follow truth, and cultivate fear- 
lessness, 








discipline without which the 
mind cannot attain requisite 
Srmoess. A man who is un- 
chaste loses stamina, becomes 
emasculated and cowardly. He 
whose mind is given over to 
animal passions is ot capable 
of any geeat effort. This ean be 
proved by innumerable instances 
What, then, is a married person 
to do, isthe question that arises 
naturally; and yet it need not. 
When a husband and wife geatily 
their passions, it is no less an 
animal indulgence on that account. 
Such an indulgence except for 
perpetuating the race, is strictly 
prohibited. But 2 passive resis- 
ter has to avoid even that very 
imited indulgence “because he 
can have no desire for progeny. 
A. married man, therefore, cao 
observe perfect chastity." This 
subject is. not capable of being 
teeated at great length, Several 
questions atise: How is one to 
carry one's wife with one? What 
are her rights, and such other 
questions? Yet those who wish

bound to solve these puzzle 
Just os there is necessity for 
Chastity, s0 is there for poverty. 
Pecuniaty ambition and passive 
retistance cannot well go together. 
Those who have money are not 
expected (0 throw it away, but 
they are expected to be indiffe- 
rent about ‘it. They must 
Prepared to lose every pe 
rather than give up passive ces 
‘ance. 

Passive resistance has been 
escribedd as teuth force. Truth, 
therefore, bas necessarly to be 
followed, and that at any cost 
Tn this connection, academic 
‘questions such as whether a man 
may not lic in order to save a life, 
ete, arise, but these questions 
gccur only to those who wish to 
justify lying. Those who want to 
follow truth every time ate not 
placed in auch a quandry, and, if 
they are, they are still saved jam 
a false positic 

Passive resistance cannot pro= 
seed a step without fearlessness, 
‘Those alone can follow the pith 
Of passive resistaace who are free 
from fear, whether az to their 
possessions, false honour, their 
relatives, the government, bodily 
injuries, death. 

Those observances are not to 
be abandoned ia the belief that 
they are difficult. Nature has 
implsoted ia the human breast 
ability to cope with any difficulty. 
or sufiering that may come 10 
man unprovoked These qualities 
are worth having, even for those 
who do not to serve the 
county. Let chere be no mistake 
3 shot who want to tein theme 
selves in the use of arms are also 
sbliged to have these qualities 
more or less. Everybody dors

THE U.S. NOMINATING CONVENTIONS 


By Rev.A, J. MUSTE 


IN this mid-summer of 1952, 

things are astir in many pacts 
of the world. One need but 
mention Iran, Egypt, South Africa 
and the occasional flare-up of 
bombing raids or bitter and 
savage Aghting for 2 hill-top in 
Korea. But predominantly it 
muy be described a5 a time when 
the Big Powers are ararking time, 
not yielding any ground but 
trying not to press too hard 
either. Auotber way to put it is 
that the world is walking 2 tight 
rope and is holding its breath, 
hhopiog not to be pushed t0 one 
side or the otber—at deast not 
yetl 


The best way, 1 thio, to 
summarize the outcome of the 
receat Republican and Demo- 
cratic conventions ia by means 
of the same figures. They reflect- 
‘ed a mood of the American people 
=a feeling that we live in a dark 
and difficult time but not under - 
severe pressure to make ultimate 
decisions at this moment and a 
consequent desire to hold steady, 
to move warily if at all, Both 
Evseahower and Stevenson, Nixon 
and Sparkmio, are moderates in 
this context and represent a desire 
drastic and irrevocable 








‘The other question was whether 
the: movement towards racial 
equality for Negroes should be 
decisively accelerated and by 
Federal Law (such as F.EP.C), 
rather than by leaving’ it to the 
Southern states to set their own 
pace, In this field, the Demo- 
cratic Party could got retreat 
decisively, or seem to retreat at 
all, without losing the Negro and 
perhaps also the labour and in- 





‘dependent vote in the populow 


Northern states, Consequently 
hhete the Convention's decision 
bad to be made via selection of 
candidates. Stevenson is a North+ 
era liberal, but a moderate one, 
who does not reject all Federal 
action but thinks it is much bet= 
ter for the States to handle the 
civil rights issue. Sparkman is, 
radically liberal 
and pro-labour but ia the civil 
ights issue bas constantly voted 
with the Southern anti-F.EP.C. 
senators, The pattera is again 
one of moderation, trying to avoid 
final decisions, It would indeed 
be hard to find in all the history 
‘of politics a more “perfect” in 
stance of tight rope walking than 
the Steveoson-Sparkman ticket 
represents, 








To summarize, it will not make 
any appreciable difference in U.S. 
foreign policy which ticket is 
elected in November, There 
mnight bea little more difference 
in domestic policy. Organized 
labour probably believes it will 
have a more difficult time under 
a Republican administration. But 
the differeace in essentials will nét 
be great. Both parties stand for 
the attempt (0 make a modified 
capitaliam bolstered by substantial 
war production, work, The 
Eiseabower Nixon backing is from 
the internationalist, “enlightened” 
Eastern capitalists who accept the 
fact that “you haye to get along 
with labour."” Oa the other band, 
neither party intends to permit 
Jabour to become stronger jut 














All this meas that the U.S, 
will contioue with two major 
parties which are essentially vote- 
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getting machines aad which cso 
not stand for clean-cut alternative 
policies on crucial domestic and 
foreign issues. Io this sense 
‘we have one-pa em. Un 
der the circumstances, it becomes 
increasingly doubtful whether 2 
Party comparable: to the British 
Labour Party or the Continental 
Socialist parties can ever emerge 
here, The workers will not bave: 
enough desire for one 30 long as 
prosperity lasts, Whea it ends, 
cither because the war boom 
collapses or because war comes, 
it will be too late. 

Which ticket wins in November 
‘seems to me, therefore, ta depesid 
‘on peripheral considerations, The 
Eisenbower-Nixon ticket has some 
advantages: the couatry is pretty 
well convinced “there ought to be 
a new gang ia Washington,” and 
stevenson may have some ‘trouble 
persuading people that any De- 
mocrat will use a big enough 
broom. It is conceivable that 
Ike may beat Stevenson in the 
personality or “glamour” race, 
though the former is an iatellec- 
tual light weight in comparison 
with the latter. Nixon may help 
sto persuade many people that the 
Republicans will do a better job 
of barrying the Communists. On 
the other band, the Democratic 
Party is the larger party in this 
country today and even Bisen- 
bower, usless be does a better job~ 
than he bas so far done of per- 
suading people that be knois 
little about economic imues in 
particular, may not be able to win 
over enough independent voters. 
Af the country remains prosper- 
‘ous and inflation does not get out 
of band, this will teod to keep 
workers and farmers voting 
Democratic,

THERAPEUTIC FASTING 


By Robert Lawrence McKibbin 


of yore who used to hack them- 
selves with knivea and offer parts 
of their own flesh and even of 
theie limbs to their idols. Espe- 
cially is this the case where fast- 
ing is done out of pride, for 
personal publicity. Then ir gets 
very near (o that peculiar form of 
perversion expressed ja the ease 
of the man who was 30. “terribly 
proud that eis a bumble mao, 
Yes, it can be just 2 form of 

a subile expression of 
personal vanity. 

Thin, highly strung and ner- 
vous types should cousider very 
carefully before undertaking 2 
fast; and they should always 
prepare themselves properly fist. 
T shall explain how later. The 
people who can fast best, and 
indeed who really need to fast, 
are those who are fat and of the 
heavy aggressive or placid sort, 
‘To such, fasting is one of the 
best a5 well as simplest measures 
for ‘ridding themselves of a load 
of waste-products and for ensur- 
jog healeb; ia other words for 
dlesssing the temple and doing 
theraselves good ia every way. 


Digestive System 

When a person fasts, the diges- 
tive system very quickly stops 
working and the energy of the 
body is concentrated on elizinz- 
tion instead of assimilation —in 
‘other words, the digestive systema 
goes into reverse gear, ‘That is 
why people usually get so ill 
around. the third to fifth day of 2 
fast. All the waste and rubbish 
that bas been dumped in odd 
corners of the body, to gecit 
saf:ly out of the road, is now 
stirted up acd brought into ciccu 
lation im the bope that it can be 
carried to one or other of the 
great organs of elimination, the 
sewers of the body, or the incine- 
ators. These parts that~speci 
lise im cleaning up and ejecting 
the filth and rubbish feom the 
body are the bowels and the ki 
rneys and bladder, the skin and 
the lungs, and, 25 a eecerve, the 
‘mucous membrane of the nose 
and throat. For this reason we 
find that the fasting person smells 
badly, has a thickly coated tongue. 
may have a rash break out onthe 
skin, get_a cold or even a low 
fever, and generally feels wretch- 
ed, Headaches are the cule, for 
the waste matter in citeulation 
travels ia the blood through the 
brain and affects the delicate 
brain-cells. 

Unfortunately, most people be- 
come constipated while fasting, 
due to lack of roughage ia the 
bowel to stimulate evacuation. 
Such a. state of affairs is most 
lungesirable, Ie throws a terrific 























burden on the other, organs of 
elimination and cao easily undo 
any .of the other good effects of 
fasting. In fact, to be cousti- 
pated while fosting is the height 
of folly and uselessness, A per- 
son fasting should therefore, 
always take every cate to keep the 
bowels open thoroughly and well. 
Enemas are exceedingly useful 
for this purpose, but it is even 
wise to take sufficient epsom, oF 
better, glauber salts in water to 
ensure a regular daily bowel 
movement. The dose may vary 
from a teaspoonful to a table~ 
spoonful ja a glass of water, hot 
or cold, 

T can imagine some faddists 
rolling their eyes at this advice 
but, a5, a matter of fact, in such 
circumstances these salts are really 
very beneficial and their action is 
quite different feom other pur 
gatives such as castor oil and 
cascara and so on. The salts 
have the peculiar property of 
extracting large amounts of water 
from the blood around the bowels, 
thus flooding the bowels with 
liquid and inducing an evacuation, 
But this liquid is also heavily 
loaded with the wastes of the 
ody, 50 in effect, the blood ite 
self is washed clean, teo, If, at 
the same time, sufficient water is 
deuok, or better still, if the pure 
jusices of raw feuits or’ vegetables, 
such as lemons and oranges, 
grape-feuit, carrots, spinach, ture 

and ‘celery are drunk, the 
hhody pets a very thorough clean- 
ing out in the shortese possible 

Remember, fasting. should aot 
be done to’ “swank,” to show 
hhow far and long a person ean be 
“pigheaded," but for-1he sole 
purpose of cleaning the blood 
and the system. At least, this 
latter should be the chief aim, 
‘So the above-mentioned measures 
should be applied wherever 
possible, At the very least, ample 
amounts of pure water must be 
drunk and the bowels must be 
Kept open. If these two things 
are not done, the waste and cub- 
ish ia the body will stay there, 
and there may be more at the end 
ff the fast than at the beginning, 
which would be very wrang.and 
foolish. 


Proper Preparation 
Before starting a fas, it isthe 
part of wisdom and commonsense 
to make proper preparation. One 
should try to bave as large an 
alkaline reserve as possible, for 
the allaline reserve is the factor 
that must decide whether a 
person is well” or ill. As the 
Bllaliae reserve drops, the blood 
acidity. rises, and ices thea 


























oer 


manifests itself, (Iam speaking 
io general and loose terms, of 
course.) 


The best and simplest way 10 

build up the alkaline reserve is by 
taking plenty of caw vegetable 
juices, such as that of carrots, 
turnips, beetrodt, spinach and 
parsley, or the juice of fruits such 
as oranges, grapefruit and, best of 
all, lemons, Another excellent 
souree of valuable mineral salts 
for alkaline reserve is the water ia 
‘which potato peels have been 
boiled. Several glasses full of 
these various juices should be 
taken every day for a week or 
more before starting the fast. 
This will then greatly increase the 
benefits gained by such a fast 
besides limiting the time neces- 
sary (get desired results and 
also lessening or even preventing 
some of the mest unpleasant 
symptoms that otherwise would 
arise duting the fast. The mine~ 
ral salts and vitamias thus intro- 
duced into the system are. "bank- 
ed up" and ready for the body 
to draw on asit needs.

Always, Nature tries to 
preserve and protect the most 
vital parts, the heart and. the 
brain in particular, 


Asfong as a fast uses up aly 
excess fat and eliminates waste 
products, it is bound to do gaod. 
But when it goes beyond this, 
damage can be done, So the 
reason for'my introductory re- 
roatks now became clearer. Not 
everybody can fast with benefit, 
or even without harmful results, 
In some people the muscular and 
nervous tissues, and the reserve of 
vitamins and mineral salts begin” 
to be drawn on very quickly.

Untouchability. 


E non-Europeans in South 

Africa are all untouch- 
ables in the eyes of Whitemen, 
‘Much is being said about un- 
touchability a3 was practised in 
India. Dr. Malan referred to it 
only the other day stating that 
thousands of untouchables in 
Tadia were not enjoying equal 
rights, Tbe statement was re- 
futed by the High Commissioner 
fet India io London by quoting 
authoritative facts. Untouebabi- 
lity is a thing of the past now in 
India, It is siiedy forbidden by 

















law and apy breach of the law is 


treated a5 2 criminal offence. 

But tbe thing to be remembered 
about untouchability ia India is 
that it was based upon the low 

jth and low occupation of a 
“person, never upon the colour of 
one’s skin ais the case in South 
‘Africa, It waa social evil not 
saoctioned by law but encouraged 
by an unsympathetic Government 
of the day. Here ia South Africa 
nine million non-White people 
are declated watouchables by Law 
by three million White eulers. 

‘There are sumerous instances 
in India of how individual un- 
touchables have gained their free~ 
dom by passive resistance, One 
‘of them was Nandanar, 3 great 
saiot ia Chidambaram in South 
Todia, 

‘When Mahatma Gandhi once 
visited Chidambaram, these were 
the words in which’ he paid a 
uate ¢o thar saint: 

“T have never claimed to be 
cone original Satyagrahi, What T 
have claimed is to have made tbe 
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application of that docttiae on 20 
almost universal scale, and it yet 
remained to be seen and demon- 
strated that itis a doctrine which 
is capable of assimilation by 
thousands upon thousands of 
peoples io atl ages and climes. 1 
know, therefore, that mine is an 
experiment still in the making and 
it, therefore, always keeps me 
humble and rooted to the soil 
and io that state of humility 7 
always cling to every true example 
of Sityagraha that comes under 
my notice as 2 child clings to its 
mother’s breast And so when I 
heard and read the story of 
Nandanar and his lofty Satya- 
aba, and his great success, my 
bead bowed before his spirit, and 
all day long I have felt elevated 
to be able t0 be in a place hallow- 
ed by the boly feet of Nanda, aod 
it will aot be without a wrench 
tbat I shall be leaving this place 
in a few minutes’ time, 

Nanda broke down every bar- 
rier and won bis way to freedom 
not by brag, nor by bluster, bur 
by the purest form 0 self-sutfer- 
ing, He did not swear against 
his persecutors, be would not 
even condescead to ask his per 
secutors for what was his due, 
But be sbamed them into doing 
justice by his lofty prayer, by the 
Purity of bis character and, if 
fone may put it in human language 
be compelled God Himself to 
descend aad made Him open the 
eyes of bis persecutors, Aud 
sibat Nanda did in his time and 
in his owa person, it is open to 
every one of us to do today io 
our owa person.

‘The Institute concludes its 
philosophical statement by accept 
ing that economic integration is a 
fact which is irreversible — there 
is oo European economy; that 
integration demands the equal: 
ising of rights and duties as the 
ultimate objective; but that this 
‘cannot be achieved at once, since 
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large numbers of our population 
are nat yet capable of responsible 
conduct. The Institute believes 
that, unless the Europeans accept 

liberal concept, ualess they 
cexte“(o regard their suevival a 
being possible only at the expense 
of other race groups, they will 
destcoy themselves and Western 

Civilisation in South Africa. 
“The only true, realistic policy 

that which airs at self- 
preservation by placing right: and 
justice fest.” The Institute, 
therefore, exhorts us Mo go 
forward in faith.” 

* Lauppose the Institute's Execu- 
tive Committee thought the ori 
of this phrase —and some others 
jn the booidet— too well kaowa 
to requite acknowledgement. But, 
since the words may be read by 
some who are unacquainted with 
the Inte J. H. Hofmeyr's Hocrale 
‘Memorial Lecture, think the 
coripinal ' passage deserves to be 
quoted in full: 

“The right course to take i 
while facing the facts, all the facts,

‘whea he says be bas met alraost 
every tribal chief in Natol, 1, 
for one, would be quite prepared 
to accept the statement as teu, 
Mr. Beogu is koown as the 
leading African advocate of 
apartheid. Whea be started, 
be shouted apartheid slogans all 
over Natal and went out of his 
Way even to suggest—as the 
Walanites bave always done— 
that the oppressive laws were 
for” the good of the African. 
Apparently closec and wider 
cotact with the chiefs bas made 
him see a little better light, 
for, in his last stetemeat he did-

good. To me, this represents 
fan important shift of groune— 
shea an apostle of apartheid 
degins to admit publicly that 
there are cracks in his armoury; 
something he did not.do before: 


He starled bis political career 
vy making viruloat attacks on 
the Todian communtiy and 
workiog  Simself almost to 
exhaustiog-point trying to show 
to what extent miscegenation 
iad gone betsreeo the Indians 
and the Africans. The campaign 
has been slowed down consider~ 
ly in recent months, for thé 
simple reason that thy African 
has beguo to realise that his 
true evemy and oppresser is not 
the Indian but the apartheider— 
who males evil Inws against 
both the African and the Indian, 
The fact that the resistance 
movement is gaining momentum 
shows bow far the African 
hhas gone in realising the danger 
of apartheid to bis very survival, 
Jacidentally, in proportion as 
thousands have turned up at 
African National Congress meet. 
ing, to hear African and Indian 
resistance speakers, I have not 
heard of one public meeting i 
which Mfr. Beoga had the 
courage to tell bis people what 
apartheid has to offer them. He 
promised the Africans of Natal 
a public conference some 
months ago. That bas not come 
off; nor bas any other. We are 
waiting eagerly for bim to call 
the Africans af Natal, for there 
are burning questions which he 
must answer. And be kaows 
what that means {o a political 
figure in Na 



























Tt would bé uawise for the 
non-white people to take Mr. 
Bengu as seriously as does the 
white daily Press, In the first 
place, he has no real following 
and is not likely to have any— 
for the simple reason that he 
coms to a long.sulering 
ptople with the measage that 
oppression is a good thing, He 
has nothiog better to offer. 
Second, the men who advise 
him—it there are any at all— 
have not the slightest chance

The Daccrine Of The Sword 


‘ By Mahatma Gandhi 


[We cannot resist the temptation to place before the reader of “Indian Opinion’ the following 
atticle written by Mahatma Gandhi in his paper ‘Young India’ on 1th August 1920, Every word 
of itis applicable to our present situation in South Africa. One can very profitably read and re-read 
the article and digest every word of it aad apply it co ourselves. Wherever India occurs in the article 
fone can alter it to South Africa, where Hinduism occurs one can replace it by the religion one 
professes. If we cas follow faithfully the advice given ia that article we ate bound to succeed in 
‘our struggle in South Africa. May God-grant us all wisdom and courage to do so.—E&. 1.0.] 
IN this age of the rule of brute force, it is almost impossible for anyone to believe that any one else 
could possibly reject the law of the final supremacy of brute force. And so T receive anony- 
‘mous letters advising me that I must aot interfere with the progress of non-co operation even though 
popular violence may break out. Others come to me and, assuming that seeretly I must be plotting 
violence, inquite when the happy moment for declaring open violence will arrive, They assure me 
that the English will aever yield to anything but violence secret or open. Yet others, Tam informed, 
believe that Iam the most razeally person living in India because T never give out my seal intention, 
and that they have not a shadow of doubt that I believe in violence just.as much as most people do. 
Such being the hold that the doctrine of the sword has on the majority of mankind, and as 
success of non co-operation depeads principally on absence of violence during its pendency, and as 
my views in this matter affect the conduct of 3 large number of people, I am anxious to state them 
as clearly as possible, 





Ido believe that where there is only a choice between cowardice aad violence I would advise 
violence. Thus when my eldest son asked me what he should have done, had he been pre: 
when Iwas almost fatally assaulted in 1908, whether he should have run away and Seen me Killed or 
whether he should have used his physical force which he could and wanted to use, and defended me, 
‘cosa btms thor ix wan bis duly ‘0 defeed ae even by stag violence: Hlence'ie was that 1 190k: patt 
in the Boer War, the so-called Zulu rebellion and the late war. Hence also do I advocate training 
in arms for those who believe ia the method ef violence. I would rather have India resort to arms 
in order to defend her honour than that she should 1m a cowardly manner become of remain a help- 
less witness to her ow dishonour Bu: I believe that non-violence is infiattely superior to violence, 
forgiveness is more roanly than punishment. But abstinance is forgiveness only whea there is the 

‘meaningless when it pretends to proceed from a helpless creature, A muse 
hardly forgives a cat when it allows itzelf to be torn to pieces by her. I thetefore appreciate the seati« 
‘ments of tose who ery out for the condign puaishment of General Dyer and his ilk, They would 
tear him to pieces if they could. But Ido not believe India to be heipless. I do not believe myself 
to bea helpless creature, Oaly 1 want to use India's and my strength for a better purpose. 

Let'me not be misunderstood. Steength does not come from physicaleapacity, It comes from 
an indorpitable will. An average Zulu is any way mere thao a match for an average Englishenan in 
bodily capacity. But he flees from an English boy, because he feats the boy's revolver of those who 
will use itfor him. He fears death and i necveless io spite of hs burly figure. We in, India may 
in a moment realize that one hundred thousand Eoglishmen need not frighten thee hundred million 
human beings. A definite forgivences would therefore mean a definite recognition of our strength. 
With enlightened forgiveness must come a mighty wave of strength in us, which would mak: 
impossible for a Dyer aad a Fraak Johnson to hesp affront ufon India's devoted head. Ie matters 
little to me that for the momeat I do aot drive my point home, We feel tou dowatrodden not 10 be 
angry and revengeful. Bue I must not refrain from saying that India caa gaia more by waiving the 
right of punishment. We have better work to do, a better mission to deliver to the world. 

Tam not 2 visionary. I claim to be 2 practical idealist. The religion of non-violence is not 
meoot metely for rishs and. saints, It is meant for the common pzople a3 welle Non-violence is 
the law of our species as violence is the law of the brute. The spirit lie dormvant in the brute and 
he knows no law but that of physical might, The dignity of man r-quiees ob:dieace to a higher law 
—to the streogtb of the spirit. + 

« Thave therefore ventured to place before Tadia the ancient law of self-sactifice. For Satyagraha 
and its offshoots, non-co-operstion and eivil resistance, are nothing but new names for the law of 
suffering. ‘The rishis who discovered the law of non violence in the midst of violence were geeater 
geniuses than Newton, They were themselves greater warriors thao Wellington. Having themsilves 
knows the use of arms, they ceslized theie uselessness and taught s weary world that its salvation lay 
-mot through violence but through non-vio'ence. (Continued on poge 351)

From the Prime Minister 
downwards, however, there 
are no signs of their coming 
to reason, From their utter- 
ances it would appear that 
they are losing all reason, 
It will be a, pity if they do, 
For they will be the losers. 
The non-Europeans have 
nothing to lose because 
they have got -nothing. - It 
has all been snatched away 
from them. They are fight- 
ing to regain what they 
have ‘lost. The Govern- 
ment ‘Will lose what they 
have and what is more they 
will be committing suicide. 
All the prospects are fav- 
ourable to the non-Euro- 
peans. The White people 
in South Africa are begin- 
ning to bestit themselves 
and are trying co persuade 
the Government to make 
some gesture to the non- 

Europeans. The Church 
is beginning to speak out 
ard the whole civilised world 
is shaken, That should 
increase our faith in the 
weapon we have wisely 
chosen to fight with. 

In our humble opinion it 
is too early as yet to expect 
the Government to nego- 
tiate with the non-Euro- 
peans. They will have to 
climb down a good ‘deal 
from the heights they have 
soared before they can think 
‘of negotiating, Non-Euro- 
peans will not now be satis- 

















with a few crumbs. They 
want substance, not shadow 
and they will not rest_unti 
they have had it, with grace 
if the Government will it, 
with disgrace if they do not. 
here is a talk of negotia- 
ting with the Africans alone. 
Indians and Africans are 
now solidly united and one 
will not let down the other 
by any means. The Afri- 
cans are not going to rest 
until the Pass Laws are 
effaced from the Statute 
Book and no Indians will 
accept any concessions how- 
ever great they may be 
uniil the Pass Laws affect- 
ing Africans are abolished. 
Only on this one issue it 
will be a fight to the finish. 
Indians have and must make 
the cause of the Africans 
their own even as the Alri 
cans should make the cause 
of the Indians their own. 
It is going to be a bitter 
fight and it would be foolish 
fon the part of the non- 
Europeans to expect the 
Government to give in so 
easily. They will put the 
nofi-Europeans to the sever- 
est test, which they are fully 
entitled todo, Ie is only 
after untold sufferings of the 
innocent that their hearts 
will begin to melt and they 
will begin to see light. We 
have yet to traverse a long 
distance. Let us therefore 
rest content with thankful- 
ness to God for what we 
have been able to achieve 
so far and go forward in 
faith leaving the future in 
His merciful hands,

eaclier books, The Man-Eaters 
of Kumaon (1946) and The Man- 
Eating Leopard of Rudraprayag 
(1948), will not have to be urged 
{o read: Colonel Corbe’s new 
book, My India (Oxford Univer- 
sity Press: 1952). But, whereas 
the first two books were prine 
pally: about the animals of the 
Himalayan foothills and only 
incidently about their ‘ohabitaats, 
the latest book is chiefly concern: 
ed with people. 

Colonel Corbett was born of a 
domiciled British family owning 
the village of Kaladhungi ‘nese 
Naini Talin the Kumaon Division 
of what was thea the United 
Provinces (now Ustar Pradesh). 
His early life was spent in the 
village, among its peoples and ia 
the forests acound it, where he 
acquited a mastery of jungle lore 
which later made him famous 
throughout the length and 
breadth of India. Atthe age of 
1B he went to work on the ral- 
way in northern Bengal, serving 
there off 2nd on in various capa- 
cities for more tha twenty yeats, 
He recruited and led the 70th 
Kumaon Labour Corps in France

His fame as a hunter of man- 
eating tigrts and leopards, 3 
one of the greatest shikaris of all 
iy devoted to all forms of wild 
fc and killing caly for food or in 
defence of man and his crops, 
was secure even before the pub- 
lication of his first two books, 
‘My India reveals to a wide public 
‘what wrs earlier kaowa only to 
‘the smaller circle of bis friends, 
that he was as devoted to the 
human iohabitants of India as to 
her animals, as deeply versed in 
customs, their languages aod 
thoughts as ia those of the 
juogle, and as passionately loved 
by them as by the various animals 
he was continually befriending. 
If ever a man loved India and 
foved her whole, with all her 
faults and failings, ker poverty, 
disease and dirt, the patient 
‘suffering and diligent industry of 
ker poor, the glory of her mount- 
ins and forests aad the religious 
genius which sustains hee peoples 
through all adversities — thar 
‘man was Jim Corbett, 

This book is chiefly “concerned 
‘with the poor, ‘There ate several 
tales of his village and its peopte 
=the life and death of Kunwar 
Singh, great shikari and headman, 
the activities of the formidable 
mother of Punwa, the abduction 
of Chad's wife, the less of the 
children of Harkwar and Kunthi. 
And,’ of course, there are many 
tales of the jungle — hair-raising. 
tales of encounters with tigers 
and wild boas, Perhaps the 
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most memorable of these concerns 
the rescue of Narwa by Haris, 
‘who pulled his friend out from 
under a tiger which had mauled 
him and was lying on top of him, 
and then, unarmed and unassisted, 
carried the jojured man many 
miles to safety. ‘The high courage 
fof Haria’s feat and Natwa’s no 
Tess courageous fight for recovery 
from his terrible wounds earned 
authors’ warmest commendation, 
And who is a better judge of 
‘these things than he? 

A Jong and compassionate ac- 
count of the three years” pursuit 
of Sultana, the dacoit, divides the 
book in two. The last half is 
given over to tales of Mokameh 
Ghat ia Benga, where the author 
hhad .a contract for trans-shipping 
goods from the broad-gauge 
railway to the narrow-gauge and 
for the ferries across the Ganges. 
The job meant employing several 
hundred Iabourers for nearly 
twenty years, during which he 
only had to dismiss one man (for 
arunkeness). The loyalty of his 
rea. to which Colonel Corbett 
pays such tribute, was obviously 
not without its cause in the 
character of their employer, who 
moved among them as one of 
themselves, “speaking their Iaa- 
guage, thinking their thoughts, 
sharing their sorrows and fightiog 
theie sicknesses, 

Here, we hive the poignant 
story of Chamari, the outcast, 
who rose to command a gang 
composed of all castes, high and 
low: who never offended theie 
‘caste pride but whose authority 
was never questioned, and who 

the same great-hearted 
fF “in which he bad lived 
his life, and to whose dead body 
homage was paid by a Brahmin 
sent from the great Vishnu temple 
at Kashi to fetch Chamari that 
athe head-priest « might have a 
darshan of him, Those who tell 
us that South Africa's colour-bar 
is similar to the Indian caste say. 
tem might ponder the imptications 
of this story, 

There is, too, the tale of Budhu, 
another Untouchable, whom the 
author rescued from the’ clutches 
of a moneyslender whose father 
had lent Budhu's grandfather one 
rupee. From that origios) [oa 
had grown a debt of hundreds of 
rupees and the personal bondage 
of Budhu and his descendants 
apparently for ever. 

This is a common process 
among the poor of India. Io 
the old days high rates of interest 
were justified as there was little 

for debt, and custom.

edtess, Whete custom was ex- 
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ceeded, rough and ready justice 
was often done with no questions 
asked and no subsequent in- 
quires. But the systematization 
of law and legal procedure 
suddenly swung the natural bal- 
ance of forces tremendously in 
favour of the literate and better 
educated money lender, How 
frequently have we who tried to 
dispense justice in the law courts 
been faced with documents of 
irrefutable authenticity to which 
it was almost certain that the 
debtor's bond or fnger-print had 
beea obtained by fraud, trickery 
for mistepresentation, | In the 
later days of British rule a good 
deal was done to adjust the balance 
more evenly for the debtor, to 
limit the money-lender’s exhort 
ant rates of interest and his power 
to expropriate land-holdings or 
secure personal services in dis 
cbarge of debts. But much still 
remoias to be done by way of 
Debt Conciliation Boards and 
Land Alienation laws to straighten 

the tang'e of debt and 
gation into which the sudden 
advent of systematic law and the 
steady reduction of death rate 
by control of famine sod 
epidemig disease plunged the 
whole of rural India. 

So, by way of the story of 
Lala, the dispossessed merchant 
dying’ of cholera, the strange 
tale of the Prime Minister of 
Nepal's loft jewelry and a fear- 
some encounter with a cobra io a 
dark and locked bathroom, Colonel 
Corbett’s book comes all too

that thisis the forerunner of many 
mote such volumes of reminis- 
cences of the people of India, 
for with his long and loving 
experience of them and his 
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Simple and effective writing he 
has ina high degree the gift of 
bringing them alive for us. He 
cast his bread upon the waters 
of life and, as this book shows, 
he reaped a thousandfold 

Whether deating with man or 
animals, Colonel Corbett is 
great practitioner of “reverence 
for life,” which has been India's 
way of life through the centuries, 
There stories speak for chem- 
selves. And we may recall from 
his earlier books his determined 
advocacy on behalf of the tiger, 
‘which only becomes a man-eater 
25 result of injury (often human- 
inflicted) disabling it from killing 
its matural prey. Aa he wrote 
then: “The tiger is a large- 
hearted gentleman with boundless 
courage—and when he is exter- 
minated—as exterminated he 
will be unless public opi 
rallies to his support—Tadia 
will be the poorer by having 
Tost the finest of her faun: 

In his life acd in his books, 
Colonel Colonel Corbett is a 
great _bellevee in living and 
Jetting live as the law of 
subject fo the demands of hunger 
and self-defence, the Jaw of the 
jungle and of the immzmorial 
wisdom of India and its buman- 
ity. As Colonel «Corbett i 
sista, when men speak of buman 
barbarism as “the taw of the 
jungle,” they defame the order 
of nature of which they know 
nothiog.

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NON-PARTY SOLUTION OF THE 


COLOUR 


PROBLEM

MUCH is being said rom white 
political platforms about the 
eed for a solution of the colour 
problem eo a asnpiety basis, 
The leader of the Opposition, 
Mr. J. G: N, Strauss, has gone 10 
the extent of anauncing # a: the 
oficial policy of hus party to take 
the colour question out of party 
politics. He has ben loudly 
cheered by large sections of the 
White Press for saying this. And 
because it affects us as non-Euro- 
péans 50 vitally, we might 35 well 
at this stage examine the implica- 
tioas of this approzeh. 
To the first place it is of course 
‘ificult 10 understand precisely 
“whit Mr, Strauss means whee. be 
speaks of solving the colour ques: 
tina on a non-patty, non-political 
basis, He uses the usual plati- 
tudes which a politcal party 
‘which teies to be a datling to all 
comers has to employ to avoid its 
nixed clieatele.. And these serve 
aly, as Milton ssid, 10 make 
confusion worse confosinded, For 
Purposes of this article, then, we 
stall try, by a-process of elimina. 
tian, aerive at what he could 

















hhaye meat and the reader will 
judge for himself whether or not 
the United Party has the mind 
and the ability to tackle the racial 
crisis in an effective way. 

The solution of the colour 
problem on a non party, non- 
political basis is posnible only 
from two angles of approach, 
Either the Eucopeans must band 
together and present a united 
racial front to resist as one of the 
demaads of the son-Europeans, 
of a truly national and represen 
tative “convention, at which all 
sections of the population will be 
called, must be convened, 

If Me. Strauss's own pro 
nouncements or those of his lieu- 
tenants or thé history of his party 
‘are any guide the chances are that 
what he has ia mind is a white 
pact in which the United Party 
sod the Hereoigte Party and 
possibly, the Labour Party, the 
Torch Commando, the Defenders 
‘of the Constitution, the Women's 
Action Couneil and, of course, 
the New Order—ali lily mbit 
‘organisations—will sit together 
and decide on how best to oppress 
the man of colour, 





















If such 2 meeting ever touk 
place, it could meet only on tlie 
basis of apartheid—whether_or 
not Mr, Strauss likes that, This 
fs not just fancy, Mr, Douglas 
Mitchell, leader of the United 
Party in Natal bas already an 
nounced that were it pot for the 
constitutional erisis, the whit 
people would all be standing solid- 
ly behind De. Malan to assist him 
to crush the resistance movement 
of the non-European peoples. 
He has not been repudiated by 
either the United Party Press or 
by the High Command of the 
United Party. And yet when Mr. 
Ford, leader of the Toreth Com: 
mando in Natal, expressed very 
serious doubts on the wisdom of 
thig policy and demanded assur~ 
ances that the United Party would 
tackle the colour problems of the 
country in = realistic manner, he 
was promptly treated publicly in a 
very humiliating manner by the 
hhighese leaders, frst, of his own 
Torch Comaando and later, the 
United Party and repudiated in the 
strongest language possible, From 
the tone and the haste with which 
the repudiations were made by 
both the national chairman ond 
the national president of the 
Totch Commando, it is quite 
clear that Mr, Ford had ssid 
something violently in conflict 

ith the amii-African policy of 
the Torch Commando, The 
United Party 26d the Torch 
Commando ace the two strongest 
groups in. the Usited Democratic 
Front aad what they say is more 
nearer being, the official policy of 
that body as 4 group. From 
what we have seen s0 for and 
hheaed, the United Party and the 
Torch Commando would gladly 
line uy bebind De. Malan against 
the non-European resisters. 

So, if at all the United Party 
calls’ national conveation «0 
olve the colour question, it 
woul! be a conveotion of all 
those who agree a heart that the 
maa of colour must be oppressed. 
Uf this is not the basis, we ean be 
sure that Dr, Malan's ide would 
fot bother about paying any 
attention 10 it, And if hisside do 
attend, it Would strictly be 
because the United Party tas 
capitulated to them. In fact Dr. 
Donges bas already made it plain 
that apartheid will have to be the 
basis of any uoity of action 
against the colour problem, He 
id not say so in so many words 
but is bis Zeerust speech 
recently the points be outlined for 
united white action to solve the 
colour question were apartheid, 
pute and simple, Mr. Strauss 
himeelf recently made a number 
of speeches ia which be tried t0 
outline United Party policy. The 
best commentary om them is that 
"Die Vaderlaad”—an apartheid 
‘organ—uas forced to ask, ia effect 
what difference way there between 
the thioge Me. Strauss said he 
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‘would do when be got to power 
and those which De, Malan is 
doing under the baaner of apart- 
hei 

From all this it is not unreason- 
able to infer that when Mr, 
Strauss speaks of a non-political 
solution he fas in mind the 
thing which pleased "Die Vader- 
land’ so much, 

One need hardly point out that 
2 solution conceived in these 
circumstances would be 19 zolutio 
tall. Tt would crumble down 
the moment the white people 
agree on itand go the way of the 
Herizog soluton’” of 1935, 

The alternative, of course, is a 
gaonal convention “in bch 
every, section of he population 
‘would be represented, Something 
which would have. been agreed 
upon by the Africans, the 
Gotoureds, the Indians ond the 
Europeans." One very. great 
advantage with its that it would 
Bes iain sich would be 
morally bindiag on every section 
of the nation and would goce and 
forall time elimizate the narrowly 
stctionsl approach te ‘problems 12 
fur national life. Tt would bing 
the various peoples of the Union 
together through loyalties cher 
edia common. And. because it 
twould ‘bave be.n. worked out by 
All the people of South Africa it 
would be teuly -non-party and 
ou-political. 

‘Mr. Strauss and Dr. Malan 
might st down together and agree 
on" bow best to oppress the maa 
of colour. But thet solution wail 
be sombthing imposed ‘oa the

Juid a charge against India 
that she was responsible for 
the present defiance move- 
ment among the Alrican 
people, Assuming for one 
moment that that were true 
we do not think it any crime 
for India or for that matter 
any civilised country for 
having a féeling of sym- 
pathy towards oppressed 
people living in whatever 
part of the world and for’ 
doing everything possible 
to help them ta overcome 
their difficulties. Far from 
being a crime it should be 
considered a duty. But to 
come to the point, Dr. 
Dongés should know better 
the cause of the present 
unrest among .the A\ 
“people in particular and the 
non-Europeans in general, 
This unrest. among the 
Africans i not anew growth. 
Memory takes us as far back 
as 1904, when there were 
African leaders who were 
agitating against the un- 
fair and inhuman conditions 
in which their people were 
kept! Dr. John L. Dube 
was one of the outstanding 
leaders of the African people 
in those days and his ‘llanga 
Lase Natal’ unlike today 
was an absolutely independ- 
ent organ voicing the feel- 
ings of the Africans, The 
Native rebellion in 1906 
was not caused by India or 
Indians. It was caused by 
the sense of frustration suf- 
fered by the Africans under 
the then Government and 
- that rebellion was crushed 
in a most cowardly manuer 























by the White rulers. ‘That 
was a lesson for the African 
people that if they wanted 
to fight for their just rights 
in South Africa they cannot 
possibly do so by resorting 
to violence. They #hust find 
‘a weapon far superior to the 
weapons wielded by the 
White rulers. ‘They had 
therefore to bide their time 
until such a weapon could 
be found. Their seeming 
ing calmness therefore did 
not mean that they were 
happy and contented but it 
only meant that they were 
utterly helpless before a 
mighty and powerful Gov- 
ernment. 

Since then there has been 
a growing consciousness 
among ‘them. They have 
watched intelligently the 
historical évents of the last 
half-a-century, they have 
watched the two great wars 
which were supposed td 
fave been fought for true 
democracy. ‘They have seen 
the sham and hypocricy be- 
hind all this. 

It is an insult to 
the. intelligence of the. 
African leaders to say that 
they are dictated by, India 
or Indians. The Native 
Representative Council, 
which demanded the aboli- 
tion of the Colour Bar was 
not composed of ignoram- 
uses, Dr. Moroka, Pro- 
fessor Jabavu, Professor Z, 
K, Matthews, Chief Luthili 
—to name only a few, can be 
compared with the tallest of 
White intellectuals. 5 

The African people have 
of course watched the great 
struggle for independence 
in India cas on with the 
matchless weapon of ‘pas- 
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sive resistance and it is a 
blessing if they have now 
truly realised the efficacy 
of that weapon and have 
decided to adopt it for over- 
coming the ills they arc 





suffering in this land of their 
th. If India has been 
hnelpful to them indirectly 
in this way she has cer- 
tainly no cause to be asham- 
ed ofitor toatone for it.

‘We have already been promised 
heavier sentences — years of 
imprisonment for’ the cesisters 
and the promise of whippings. 
But acither the tactic now em- 
ployed against the resisters nor 
the threats of worse to follow wall 
brezk the determination of the 
bone people to ser every 
indignity of persecution ta make 
this country 9 democtacy forall 
tien regardless of race of colour, 
This poine should be made clear 
again and again to the Malanites. 

‘While the non-Europeans are 
determined to sacrifice everything 
to make their country. a laud 
mmbere. free men live and prosper.

‘Aftirs, Dr. W. W. M. 
Eiselen, ia an interview with 
representatives of the “Bantu: 
Press’ cecently criticised the de- 
fiance of unjust laws campaign, 
and stated that many who were 
taking part in it lacked the kaow- 
ledge to form a proper opiaion oa 
the laws ja question, ‘The teem 
“unjust, laws," he said, was 2 
complete misnomer and thar he 
believed that “by and large they 
are vital to our common existence 
in this coutry."” Dr, Biselen said 
he thought differentiation in legis 
lation between the different races 
in the Union was essential because 
the Natives were “still 3 long way 
bebiad the general stage of de- 
velopment of the country. As a 
group, be said, they were in a 
stage of development s0 different 
from Europeacs that, in fairness 
to themselves aad ia the interests 
of the country, they must fre- 
‘queat'y be treated on a separate 
footing’ 

The ‘Natal Mercury’ which 
ives hardly any prominence to 
the defiance movement, bas given 
{great prominence to Dr. Eiselea’s 
interview. 

Assuming what Dr, Eiselen bas 
said were true, the question one 
would like to.ask Dr, Biselen is (1) 
who is responsible for having kept 
the Afvicans in that deplorable 
stage of development; and (2) why 
thas he been keptin that stage? The 
reply is quite simple The White 
ruler bas kept him ia that stage 
and he has done so ia order to 
safeguard the interests of the 
ruling race, Thus sefishness and 
greed are the two evils which 
have guided the non-European 
policy in South Africa, and thus 
the White ruler, we would humbly 
suggest, bas forfeited the right to 
rule over the noo-Wi 

There are certaic matters in 
which the non-Europeans them- 
selves would hike to be treated on 
4 separate footing. For instance 
access to Tiquor, access to races, 
access to gambling, The non 
White is; not at all aoxious to 














encroach upon those preserves of 
the White man. But unless you 
treat the lowest of the land 33 
equal in the eye of the law aid 
afford him all the opportusities 
of fully developing all bis faculties, 
hhow can you expect equatisstion 
to be effected. If the non-Whites 
have remained undeveloped they 
hhave remained 30 because of the 
artificial barriers raised against 
him and the present struggle is 
for the removal of those bar- 
riers. : 

If matters have reached the 
present stage, causiog anxiety 10 
the White ruler, itis due (othe 
unfortunate tendency on his pirt 
not to remove those barriers but 
to establish them permanently, 

So the present struggle is not 
for equality with the White man 
‘but for equal opportunities, 

Dr. Eiselea bas gone into 
detail to explain how faie the laws 
affecting the non-White are, 

On the question of land owner 
stip De. Eiselen refers to the 
right of the African to sell bis 
land when be cannot evea own it 
in his own place of birth. It is 
common Knowledge that while 
vast tractsof land are possessed by 
the White ruler the African is 
starving for land, If the land 
question were solved the question 
of culling of cattle would never 
hhave arisen, Instead of ‘giving 
the African land sufficient to keep 
his body and soul ogether and 
to keep his possessions he is being 
dispossessed of his cattle—his 
only asset in life, 

Dr, Eiselen tries to justify the 
policy of-segcegation by stating 
that “either side bas at least an 
equal right t0 its feelings,” but 
be seems to forget that the White 
ruler has considered only his “own 
feelings and has totaly disregarded 
the feelings of the non-White 
person and with the power that 
he possesses has usurped every- 
thiog that is good for himself and 
fhas given the noa-White what 
thas beea rejected by bin, 

‘The White ruler’s desire to 
bring industry at the deor of the 
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African has not been philanthro- 
pically motivated. The only 
purpose behind it is to exploit 
African labour—notbing mare 
and nothing Iess. 

Dr Eiselen talks of “Bantu 
enterpt If the White ruler 
fad the slightest consideration 
for Bintu enterprise he would 
not have debarred bim from the 
opportunity of becoming 2 skilled 
worker and ‘from placing his 
talent ia the open market. 
gto justify the Apart- 
heid policy, De. Biselen says: 
“Thies merely in accordance with 
normal, healthy, human feelings. 
We natutally prefer to. be with 
our own kind; and from experi- 
eoce we know how easily any 
departure feom this golden rule 
leads to friction." 

All these years we have never 
heard of any friction being caused 
by the various races working 
together. The coming into ex- 
istepce of Apartheid bas caused 
friction, And might we ask why 
this "golden rule” ix not observed 
in times of trouble, and is only 
thoughe of ia times of peace? 

Dr, Eistlen talks of the “abolt 
tion of Passes Act.” “All move- 
meat or travelling from place to 
place is to be free and uncesteict- 
ed. There will no more be stich 
a thing as a travelling pass,"* says 
Dr. Etselen, Can this not be 
described as "a white lie?" What 
is this “reference book" which 
replaces the passes. Can any 
Bantu move about without that 
book without running the risk of 
being acrested? 

Dr. Eiselea refers lightly to 
social evils existing in the loca- 
tions.” If anybody should feel 
ashaned of the gristence of these 
locations and social evils attached 
thereto itis the White ruler and 
nobody else. 

Referring to the Group Areas 
‘Act, Dr. Eiselea maintains that it 
isnot a new thing in 0 far as 
the African was concerned. Any 
system of compulsory segre- 
fBition and that too based on the 
colout of one’s skin is on un- 
mitigated evil which no enlightea- 
ed people would tolerate. It is 
not only unjust but uomoral, 
The ealightesed Africas wants 
to see progeess, not retrogtession 
aod the Group Areas Act is 
retrogressive step, It has been 
condemned by all as an imprac- 
ticable measure, No one but the 
bigoted among the White people 
likes the measure which bears the 
steds ofthe worst racial animosity 
the world has ever known, 
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The same can be said about the 
Bantu Authoritigs Act, and the 
Suppression of Communism Act 

The racial problem of South 
Africa cannot be solved by harsh, 
‘unjust and crude measures 
offending the sentiments of the 
people concerned. A good Gov- 
eroment will always explore and 
find deceat and civilised ways of 
regulating the affairs of the 
country causing the least possible 
anaoyance 10 any body. Where 
there is a'will there is 2 way. It 
is unfortunately the will that is 
lacking in the preseat Govern 
ment, 


A Weighty

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AFRICAN VIEWPOINT 


WHITES BEGIN TO THINK 


= By JORDAN K, NGUBANE 


| J few promineat South Africans 

on the white side have issued 
2 manifesto in which they plead 
with the rulers of South Africa 
fo open up citizenship avenues 
for the advanced classes of the 
non-white peoples. This has 
been given immediate support by 
the Bishop of Kimberley and 
Kuruman, together with a number 
of prominent White churchman. 
Ie follows a recent announcement 
that the Dutch Reformed Church, 
whose sympathies are with the 
Government on the colour 
question, plans (© convene a 
sational conference of all the 
racial groups of the Union (0 see 
if a middleof the-road_ solution 
to the colour problem could not 
be found—something whigh would 
be acceptable to all These two 
moves, ‘coming as they do from 
the two extremes of white opiaion, 
are as sigoificant as they bring (© 
the fore the problems which the 
strength of the resistance move 
ment has created, 

On tiie one hand both ard clear 
proof that sections of the ruling 
group have been impressed by 
the African cespoase to the call 
fo resist unjust laws. This is 
particularly noteworthy because 
the numbers of those who have 
already gone to jail ace not by 
say means astronomical, But 
both the white liberals and the 
DRC are no doubt impressed 
by the popular support unmis- 
takeably shown by the masses 
whenever batches of resisters go 
to jail. One only has to be 
around the Nicol Square in 
‘Durban on Sunday afternoons 9 
see thousands upon thousands of 
on Europeans congregated 10 
give their moral support to the 
resistance campaigo. 

‘Thus, the liberal maifesto and 
the DRC convention plans are 
both af earnest effort on the pact 
‘of sections of White opinion to 
find a workable answer to the 
questions raised by the nou Euro- 
pesos through their resistance 
campaign. 

Te form -of these wo answers 
shows that a limiting factor in the 
mind of the European is the fact 
that he does oot know whether of 
not the. leaders of the African 
people will be willing to sit dowa 
and talk things over. But as Dr. 
Moroka and Chief Luthult have 
said, time aod over again, the 
Afcican people are not defying 
‘he unjust laws for the fun of 
just defying. They are doing it 
in an earnest effort to pecruade 
the rulers that the time is gone 
when the black maa shall be 
subject to the rule of cangues 























when he can be dictated 19 by- 








the white minority and accept all 
that without question, The people 
who voluntarily go to jail—and 
they cumber thousands drawn 
from all walks of life—waat to 
nee their own represematives in 
parliament participating in the 
making of the laws which shall 
shape their lives. In short, they 
Want justice and reason to be the 
guiding lights ia the relations 
between the races. A genuine, 
reasonable and honourable basis 
for negotiation, inspired by the 
motive to reason and to be 
genuinely fair will evoke a positive 
Fesponse on the part of the 
African people. 

Of course, the African people 
will reserve ‘to themselves at all 
times the right to say what the 
shall consider a reasonable anc 
honourable basis for negotiation. 
Secondly participation in a nation- 
al convention with no power to 
change the constitution will, in 
African eyts, be largely a waste 
of tume; it will be another p 
eal steam valve to let out hot air 
and, quite frankly, we are no 
looger in a mood to'waste our 
time on that. 

Against this background, al- 
though the conference sponsored 
by the Dutch Reformed Church 
is interesting, there is no reason 
to believe that its decisions might 
be taken seriously even by the 
pro-DRC Government to-day ia 
power, Consequently, it might 
not be surprising to find the 
African people, through their 
recognised political leaders, feel- 
ing that to attend of to take part 
in its deliberations will be of little 
‘or no value, 

One must, however, warn 

‘against reading into this a warn 

ing in advance that the leaders. of 

the African National Congress 

will: turn down an invitation to 

attend 2 conference of the type 

advocaied by the Dutch Reform- 

ed Church. On the contraty, the 

intentton is to enable all interested 

patties on the white side—and 

these are particularly badly, 
informed om developments in the 

non-white group—to get a better 

picture of the position as we see 
it so that when they do formu- 

late their basis for negotiation 

they sboald da so in the full’ 
knowledge of what is going on in 

the mind of the African, 

AC this stage, of course, both 
the liberal manifesto and’ the 
promised DRC convention are 
still isolated moves and if they 
develop as. such, they might not 
produce the results they are 
intended “to have oa the white 
community. It. is essential that 
when the white people make a 
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serious effort to solve the colour 
question, they should avoid giving 
the African the impression that 
they want to break the African 
peoples’ will to resist or that they 
‘waat to aplit the Indians and_ the 
Africans, Any move calculated 
to achieve any of or both these 
ends will fail, If we must solve 
four problems peacefully—aud in 
the sesistance movement we are 
determined that they should be 
all sides must eliminate suspicion 
‘and distrust. Isolated groups 
might not be a blessing. 

A second question in the minds 
of the Europeans is: What will 
happen if the United Party is, 
returned to power next yeart 
From the point of the non-Euro- 
pean it does mot matter much 
whether Malan or Strauss is in 
power so long as both refuse to 
realise that now is the time 
when the non-European must 
have the franchise, among other 
things. 

Secondly, the success of the 
United Party will aot make much 
difference if that Party continues 
to speak two voices on the 
colour question. Take one 
example. “Me. Douglas Mitchell, 












Natal leader of the United Party,” 


recently said that were it not for 
the constitutional crisis the whites 
would rally behiad Malan agaiast 
the non-European defiance cam- 
paiga for no whiteman would 
tolerate what is happening. Later, 

ial Congress of his 
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Party in Maritzburg last month 
he was very loud in saying that 
he stands for agreement through 
negotiation, Here is one United 
Party leader, assured of a cabinet 
is party wins, who speaks 
with two distinct voices. The 
voices are not only his. Any 
intelligent listoer can always hear 
them from the highest to the 
lowest in the ranks of the United 
Party. And this leaves us in the 
position not to kaow which is, in 
fact, the real voice of the United 
Party To speculate on what 
will happen when these people 
rise to powee might not do us 
any good at this stage. 

‘The clear duty of every self 
respecting non European in the 
present state of affairs is to give 
all possible moral, financial and 
other support to the resistance 
‘movement and be not swayed one - 
‘way of the other by the isolated 
white moves which hoist the flag 
of negotiation at this stage. As 
Jong as the MBalanites are in 
power there will be no one t0 
negotiate with for they have told 
us plainly that they do not have 
the capacity to negotiate with us. 
Rather than do that, they have 
said, they would sosner intern 
our leaders. So, from the present 
Government we can only expect 
concentration camps and our 
only protection against this 
satasic evil is to ensure that we 
are stronger and always stronger 
through the defiance campaign.

riots in which four Euro~ 
peans are reported to have been 
brutally murdered by Africans 
dand damage is reported (0 have 
been done to property worth 
thousands of pounds sheuld make 
the non-White people as a “whale 
feel utterly ashamed of them 
selves and to humble them to the 
dust, We are told that only eleven 
Africans were killed by the Police 
in quelling the riots, Tt is how- 
‘ever immaterial whether eleven or 
ahundred or a few hundred of 
non-Whites were killed. What 
concerns us and should concern 
‘us and make us feel ashamed is - 
ther fact that we non-Whites 
should be responsible for the loss 
of asingle White person. It 
of course a matter of consolation 
that the Passive Resistance mov 
ment or any Passive Resister is 
not involved in this shocking 
affair but nevertheless it should 
be a matter of the deepest 
shame t us that such an act 
should have been committed by 3 
‘non. White person or persons. To 
that extent we must all feel gully 
and there should be no rest to our 
conscience until and unless some 
atonement has beea done for this 
grave sin, We who are pledged 
to non-violence rust leara to see 
the snote in our eye as a beam 
ad the benm in ous opponent's 
eyeat a mote, If we pay oaly lip 
sympathy to non-violence and 
havea dagger in our heact ic is 
wworte than our oppasents, who 
believe ia and do not ia the Least, 
hesitate to commit acts of violence 
agaist us, Their behaviour 1s 
excusable; ours being based on 
hhypocticy is totally inexcusable. 
We are not out t0 ki 
to die, The success of our 
steuggle will wholly depend on 
how pute we ate able to keep 
Those who have committed these 
act of violesce, whether con- 
sclously or unconsciously, there- 
fore, do net know what incaleul- 
able barm they have done to our 
ccampaiga. As wonderful as. was 
the spirit of non-violence sbown 
by thousands of Aficaos who ate 





























by theie very natuce violeot and 
have had no traning. whatsoever 
in nonviolence, 20 wonderful was 
the growing sympathy of the 
thinking White men and women 
of South Africa aod of the people 
af the outside world for our ease.

A good citizen is never a danger 
to the if of say one, ‘The White 
rulers against whom we ate fight- 
ing today for justice are justifiably 
fearful of us, The Sst and fore- 
most duty of a true Passive 
Resist is to give every single 
persos, bey he White or non- 
White, our ally or our opponent, 
complete freedom from fear, If 
we succeed in doing that be 
assured our battle is. half-wor, 
Our opponents may do every- 
thiog in their power t provoke 
uy but we must teach our 
people not to be provoled 
under sey ciccumstances, Let 
sus not forget that we can never 
succeed in fighting the Govern 
reat with theic weapon, They 
cate armed to the teeth whilst 
we are acmless. How boast 
fully they ate displaying. their 
arms! But God has placed in 
four hands 2 Divine weapon and if 
we oaly know how to use it we 
would assuredly reader the dead= 
liest weapon of our opponent— 
even the latest bombs science has 












produced—impotent, This is the 
lesson we have to convey (0 every 
man, woman and child by house 
to house propaganda, ‘That is 
more essential than all the de~ 
monstrations that we see and 
slogans that we hear, Let us not 


* forget that we solely rely on God 


for our guidance. Those who 
believe that U.N.O. or India or 
any country in the world is goiag 
tosolve our problem ace just living 
in a foo!'s paradise.

FIRE AT U.N. 


"HE aim of South Africa's racial 

policy was to dominate and 
exploit the non-European popula- 
ion, and to relegate it to the 
ighettos"* and reserves, said Mrs. 
Pandit, leader of the Indian dele~ 
gation, in the Special Political 
Coramittee of the United Nations 
on November Il, She spoke 
after South Aftica’s case against 
interference had heen cutlined. 

‘Mrs, Pandit said: “The situa- 
tion in South Africa not only con 
stitutes flagrant violation of the 
les of human rights 
and fundamental freedoms which 
ase enshrined in the United Na 
tions Charter, but also a growing 
threat to international peace. 

“The founding of the United 
Nations and the acceptance by all 
the member States—not exclud- 
ing South Africa—of the duties 
and the obligations embodied ia 
the Charter, had given mew bope 
to the peoples of the world that 
new era would be ushered in, in 
which respect for fundamental 
human rights, for che diguity and 
worth of the human persba, and 
the equal rights of men and 
women without distinction as to 
race, sex, language or religion, 
would be assured. 

“But in one significant area of 
the world, namely ia South Africa, 
the dictates of the collective con- 
science of mankind have not only 
failed to receive acceptance but 
have actually been repudiated,” 
said Mrs, Pandit. 

“The deliberate policy of the 
South African Goverament is de- 
signed 10 establish and to pe 
petuate every form of racial dis- 
crimination and exclusiveness. 

“Apartheid, which is the de- 
clared objective of the Govern- 
ment of South Africa, implies 
permanent White superiority over 
the noa-Whites who constitute 
80 per cent, of the Unioa’s popu- 
lation.” 

‘Mrs. Pandit said that dhe would 
attempr'to describe how, by legis- 
lative and other means, South 
Africa's policy of racial superior 
ity had been expressed. 

The more important of these 

enactments were the Group Areas 
Act, the Population Registration 
‘Act, the Mixed Marriages Act, the 
Separate Representation of Voters 
Act and the Bantu Authorities 
‘Act. 
"The notorious Group Areas 
"Act," Mrs, Pandit said, “intr 
duces the principle of complete 
segeegation of the different races 
and involves the uprooting of tens 
of thousands of non-Whites from 
their stttied localines,"" said Mrs.

“TRAGIC BLUNDER 


HE East London ‘Daily Dis-

Tt is axiomatic that the first 
duty of any government is 10 
maintain law and order and there 
is much value in the saying that 
prevention is better than cure. On 
the other hand, itis equally true 
that paaic measures ken before 
there is any cause for alarm’ can 
hhave the effect of creating uocest 
and disturbances of the peace. We

There 
are already large location areay 
where these people conduct more 
or less open gang-wacfare, ex 
tortivg and ill treating law-abidiog 
citizens. The blame is by 20 
means wholly, noreven primarily, 
the Africans’.’ Bur i¢ cannot bene> 
Bt any sectionof any race group 
voluntarily to extend the sort of 
conditions in which the gangsters 
thrive, 

Thirdly. the Nationatists, Al 
ready Messrs, Naude sad Schoe- 
man have correctly discerned in 
the riot something which will 
drive many floating White voters 

to the arms of the Nats, [have 
never been an admirer of the 
U.P.—now, perhaps, lesz than 
ever. I know that its colour policy 
differs only is detail from that of 
the Nats—that permanent trustee- 
ship and the Baasskap look much 
alike to those on whom they are 
unilaterally imposed Never- 
teeless, f sanity an reason are 
eventually to prevail, the first 
step must be the defeat of the 
Nats whose ideology makes any 
sort of compromise impossible. 
Ieis, therefore, madoess on the 
pact of the non Europeans 10 
behave ia a manner that provides 
gratuitous evidence for the Nat. 
contention that non-Europeans 
are uncivilised and wncivilisable 
savages. The riots do just that; 
noa-violeat civil disobedience 
does just the opposite. 


Great Fear

PRIME MINISTER'S STATEMENT ON

action to-day is a breach of 
trust, Weare not fighting the 
police and therelore I ask you 
to leave this place calmly.”

The committee adopted by 35 votes to eight, with 16 
adstentions, the 17-nation proporal that a factefindiog com- 
mission be appointed to study the racial situation in South, Aftica 
in the light of the purposes and principles of the Charter.

(C.W.M, GEL) 


JOWADAYS we seldom stop 
tothink what we mean by 
Western Civilisation," although 
it commands our mora} allegiance 
and may yet require our lives in, 
its defence. Tp South Africa, 33

tion, In the Western alt of 
Europe, owing fo the urgent 
menace of Russian

ff cultural sigaificance. To Ame~ 
ficans it means a vast material 
‘well being and the cult of 
vidualism, of which democracy 
the political expression, Asians, 
emerging, from several centuries 
fof Westeen aggression and ex- 
ploitation, regard it less favour- 
ably as economic imperialism, re- 
Placing actual colonialism, and a 
reat materialist challenge to 
jromemorial social orders 
tual traditions on 
which they are based. 

‘Nor will agreement more readily 
tbe found for what constitutes the 
distinguishing features of Western 

Talia paicting, 

German music and philosopt 
French theatre and logic (as veell 
“as theie geneeal mastery of the art 
of living for which they ate 
acclaimed the most civilised of 
peoples), English poetry and 
letters, American technology and 
mechanical ingenuity, the science 
fof medicine, the various attempts 
to operate democratic systems of 

government and the manifold 
pressions of the Christian religion 
all these are aspects of Western 

jvilisation but not its essence, 

In a general way, however,

increasing mastery over the physi- 
cal world. Very recently Professor 
Barbara Wootton wrote: "The 
work of pushing forward the 
frontiets of keowledge into the 
territory of ignorance and super 
stition is. always immensely ex 

and it yields deep and 
lasting satisfactions.” And she 
speaks of ‘the magnificent body 
of new koowledge that the human 
mind har establiphed ia the past 
to centuries" and of man’s 
amazing mastery of his material 














Ido not wish to challenge here 
the positive achievements on 
which these enthusiastic, if some~ 
what naive, affirmations of faith 

ate founded, Science has, indeed, 
made great advance possible ia 
‘our knowledge and control of the 





‘world of nature, But every fresh 
advance emphasises the immensity 
‘of our ignorance and the fraction 
alaspect of our human knowledge. 
Almost daily some new discovery 
throws doubt upon facts or laws 
hhad earlier been accepted 
as universally and permanently 
In almost every direction, 
whether dealing with time and 
space, substance; matter, elec 
trons and atoms, science bas gone 
far beyond the observable world 
which was considered 10 be its 
province; and, is order to account 
for observed’ phenomens, has 
ad to iadulge in theories and 
speculations to an extent which 
seriously wodermines its claim to 
be a body of strictly objective 
precisely determined truth, Only 
2 fool would dispute the vale of 
experiment and the quantitative 
method which science employs; 
but scientists themaelves are 
coming to rzalise that there are 
fimits to what may be attempted 
by these methods. Einstein, 
comparing the scientist to 2 man 
who is trying to understand the 
mechanism of a closed watch by 
dying its exterior, wrote: 
nysical concepts are free creas 
tions of che human mind, and are 
ot, however it’ may seem, 
usiquely determined by the ex- 
ternal world.” Seen in its proper 
perspective, the achievement of 
science in the last 200 years de- 
serves Mrs, Wooton's admiration, 
We aly challenge its arrogance 
when science claims (and here 
Mrs. Weotton’s phrase “the terri 
tory of ignorance and supersti- 
tion” is suspect) that its teuths 
are necessarily more universal 
and mote valid than those of 
the other departments of know- 
Tedge, such as religion, philosophy 
and ethics. Each branch of know~ 
ledge has its own truths; and, 
without mediation, these have 
only a relative validity outside 
that branch, Agaiost Mrs. Woo) 
ton's assertion that science pr 
only teli ble foundation 
sitions about the nature 
‘we can appeal to the 
opinion of an even more distin. 
guished scientist, Dr. Lacomte dus 
Nouy: “The science of matter is 
not two hundred thousand years 
old while the science of maa isover 
five hundred thouased years old... 
Therefore, it ean “testonably be 
assumed that moral extrapolations 
are much safer than scientife 
ones, even though they cannot be 
expressed mathematically.”

world's scientific precocity is not 
matched by a corresponding ma- 
other spheres of develop- 
ment. Two world wars and the 
almost exclusive devotion of atom- 
ic research to pucposes of des- 
teuction are symptomatic of 3 
cancerous disequilibrium in hu 
man progress, this point 
there is an impressive unanimity 
of intelligent opinion. As, long 
‘ago as 1923 Dr. Albert Schweitzer 
Published words that were hor- 
ibly fulfilled in the ai over 
Hiroshima : 
“All progress in discovery 
and invention evolves at last t0 

a fatal result, if we do not 

maintain control over it through 

2 corresponding progress. in 

spirituality. Through the power 

which we pain over the forces of 
ature, 

contcal as human beings over 

other human beings . . . Some 

new invention may make it pos 
le for one man by a single 
movement to kill aot merely 3 

‘bundeed, but ten thousand of 

his fellow men.” 

Io 1947 De. du Nowy. an 
internationally famous French 
biologist and physicist, wrote : 

"Man must be mde to 
understand that the mechanical 
transformations he fas inteo- 
duced in his environment aad 
bis adaptation to them will 

‘mesa either progress or ruin 
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according to whether or not 
they are accompanied by a 
correlative improvement in bis 
moral attitude, 
Tn 1949 the greatest living 
psychologist, the Swiss Dr. C. G. 
Jung, asked: 

“Ufs it not time to realise that 
all the external changes and 
technical advances do not touch, 
man's innermost being, and 
that everything depends on 
whether or not the man who 
handles science and techniques 
is sane and fully responsible?”

For our brief review of the 
deficiencies of the scientific and 
activist aspects of Western Civi 
lization suggests that its short. 
comings lie in the divorce be- 
tween thought and activity, And 
this at once brings us to question 
of what civilization really is. For 
man hat not only to assert him= 
self in and against nat 
among and against his fllo 
How he does this must depend 
fon what he is himself. No man 
ean be thought civilised who is 
not master of himself. All the 
features of Western Ch 
that we have so far discussed are, 
therefore, only external attributes 
=the outward and visible sym- 
bols of what should be an inward 
and spiritual grace. ‘The essence 
of civilication lies within us. Te 
Schweitzer's words, civilization 
consists in “realising all possible 
progress in discovery and inven- 
tion and in the arrangement of 
human society, and seeing that 
they work together for the spiri- 
tual perfecting of individuals 
which is the real and final object 
of eivili "Progress can be 
material or ethical, but oily in so 
far as itis ethical does it mark an 
advance in civilizatio 
In the light of this definition 
wwe can see that the word ‘civil 
tion’ is commonly used in two 
ifferent senses. When we speak 
of the civilisation of ancient 
Egypt, of Indian, Chinese or 
Western civilization, we ceally 
mean a social culture: an orgatiized 
way of life based upoa a common 
tradition, But what makes a 
culture civilised is its purpose 
and thisis provided by its religion, 
In the broadeast sense, religi 
the spiritual purpose of society as 
organised in a social culture; and 
the culture derives itz form from 
the higher laws of life whielt are 
religion. Religion provides the 
patteen of the ideal society at 
‘which the culturs aims. When 
the religion ofa society ceases 10 
be genuinely spiritual and be- 
comes purely seculir or material- 
ist, the social culture loses the 
teal potentiality for civilization.

Both are motived 
bya desire to live in the light 
of ideals Religion springs from 
the conviction that there is 
another world beyond the visible 
and temporal with which man 
hhas dealings, sod ethies require 
us to act in this world with 
the compel jon of another." 

Civilization, then, is the con- 
ception and practice of ethics as 
the means to spiritual freedom, 
a well as its expression on earth, 
It is a practical rationalisation 
of the spiritual purpose of 
society, As Schweitzer said ce- 
centl 

“Civilization does not fall into 
four laps tike a ripe fruit. The 
tree must be consciously culti- 
vated if it is to bear -fruit, Tt 
must be the work of free men 
who have in their minds a 
vision of the ends to be achieved 
The world has no such vision 
to-day."

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TACTICS TO BREAK. RESISTANCE

PEAKING in the Free State 
recently, the Prime Minister 

as‘one of the reasons for 
i refusal to appoiat a judicial 
commission to inquire jato the 
recent disturbances at Port Eli- 
zabetb, East Loodoa and Kim- 
berley the fact that the findings 
would serve no useful purpose 
asthe blame would be put on 
the Police, This is a shocking 
admission from the head of the 
Government, for it Soils dowa 
to this: That the Government 
already kgows what happened 
sod that this will not reflect 
creditably on it. Secondly, the 
Governmeat is of opinion that 
the Police can dono wrong. 
Although bumon lives were Tost 
and damage to property done, 
the Prime Ministée will oot 
appoint a commission to fad 
‘out why this bappened lest the 
Police are caught with the 
wrong foot forward, 

But if thie is shocking, it 
ought to drive bome the point 
that was made by Dr. J. L, Z, 
Njoagwe, President of the Cape 
Africa Cooeress. He put the 
blame foursquare on the Govern 
ment for the riots at Port Eli 
zabeth aud demanded a com 
mission of iaquicy to enable him 
and the African peopls to show 
how the Government was res~ 
paosible for the tragic events. 

The Prime Minister's refusal 
to enable Dr. Njongwe to make 
the exposures he was going to 
make oo the events at Port 
Elizabeth already shows out in 
broad outline the strategy 
adopted by the Malan Governe 
‘eat to breals up the resistance 
‘movement, 

Op the facts now Keown 
to every well-informed African, 
it is obvious sthat the Police 

veo instructions fo use 
tthe African people 
regardless of the consequences, 
This was done specifically afier 
the respected leader of the 
African people bad been balter- 
ind muzzled by the Swart 
bao.

who were alarmed by the defiance campaign and now called fora “comnnion 
White front” realised fully the implications of what they were doing. 

He was addressing a meeting of the Community of the Resurrection at St. 
Benedicts House. Rossettenville, “The establishment of a common White front 
in South Afrion, or in any part of Africa,” said Mr. Paton, “is a confession ,that the 
ultimate interests of European and Native are irreconcilable and that the one can 
be enjoyed only at the expense of the other. 

It would amount to a confession that the fashioning of a multi-racial state was 
beyond the wit of man, It would be » great thing if the two European political 
parties came together in a spirit of humility to examine racial policies, but -it would 
be a terrible thing if they came together only to prevent the further advance of the 
non-European. 2 

“The people of the world would see clearly that the ultimate irreconcilability 
had been announced,” he said. “And they would be shocked to think that we 
arrogantly supposed that we could or should retain unshared control over.half of 
the Continent of Africa, or, alternatively, that we supposed the rest of that Con 
tinent would let us go our way alone. 

Africa belonged, said Mr, Paton, “to all of us who live here, who make her 
our home, who give her our labour and our love.” 

Anyone reading the history of the present century could not fail to discern tno 
separate trends. One was an increasing unwillingness to be dominated, and the 
other an increasing unwillingness to dominate, : 

In the Union the first trend was noticeable, the second not yet so, For that 
reason it seemed to be out of step with the world. Vet it was written in the stars 
that dominatian of man by man would perish. 

The total Separationists would sooner or later recognise either that total 
separation was impossible or, alternatively, that most Europeans in the Union 
would never consent to taking the stupendous steps necessary to bring it about, 

~ “What do they do then? “There are only two courses open to them. One ia 
to sacrifice their principles and consent to partial separation, which is domination, 
The other is to join with people like myself and consent to equal rights for all 
civilised men.” 

Mr. Paton asked whether it did not seem that Hofmeyrism was to-day the 
only possible alternative to White nationalism. -The late Mr. J. H. Hofmeyr was 
a seer with a clear and utterly truthful mind. He did not believe in White domina- 
tion because, firstly, it was wrong, and secondly it was impossible. 

“Do yoti remember what they said in the election campaign of 1948, that 
Hofmeyr must be destroyed? It is my belief," Mr. Paton said, "that his name 
live long after theirs have been forgotten.

“However delightful and satis- 
fying these inner personal ex- 
periences may be, they have re- 
peitedly shown themselves un 
reliable foundations for proposi- 
tions about the mature of man...

\ The Indian tradition is wholly 
different. Tt asserts chat reality 
is of the mature of the mind or 
the cpieit and that it is not, there- 
fore susceptible to dicect scientific 
investigation, Iedian philosophy, 
which is aa integral part of In 
religion, is based upon the i 
vidual inward experience of the 
rishi—the seer or one who tc 
and that knowledge and_ moral 
only is held 10 be valid which 
founded upon tke mystical vision, 
Teis true that such an approach 
theoretically opeos the way for 
excessive individualism which 
may become 2 channel for all 
sorts of revolutionary and ani 
traditional forces. Avy vagary or 
illusion can be called institution. 
But in practice it has not been for 
disruptive individualism that the 
‘West has reproached the East; 
rather the reverse—for the per 
mazence and inflexibility of the 
traditional.social orders of both 
Tadia and China. And among. 
the reasons for this stability is 
the oriental refusal to allow re~ 
ligious experience to claim 
fallibility. Only ia'the West has 
‘eligion—usually in the guise of 
dogmatic faith—been - opposed 10 
reason and been given licence 10 
overrule intellect and conscience, 
Tn the East it must submit itself 
to the test of reason, 

Its, of course, necessary to 
insist that the fulness of religious 
experience is seldom expressible 
in words, nor is it analysable by 
quantitative methods. But neither 
is reason merely the critical and 
analytical faculty: it is eather the 
whole synthesising activity of the 
fotelect. St. Thomas Aquinas 
likened ‘the philosopher to the 
poet beeause “hoth are concerned 
with the marvellous.”” The Tadian 
does not believe that everything 
‘can be explained, thus eliminating 
the need fer humility before the 
wonder and mystery of Ife, But 
he does regard it ae both reason” 
able and necessary that we should 

experiences, 
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and the ethical and aesthetic 
values we derive feom them, io 
ie Tight of our intelligence. “We 
must discipline ourselves (0 give 
an intellectual account of the ex- 
perience, even though the in- 
adequacy of language and the 
imperfection of our understand~ 
ig Oblige us to resort to meta~ 
pliors, parables and parsdox. As 
Radhakeishnan says: 

“Any experience which does 
not ft io with tested kaowledge 
must be rejected as hocus pocus. 
‘To be spiritual is not to rej 
reason but to go beyond it. 
to think so haed that 

* becomes knowing or viewing, 
what we might call creative d 
ing... Mysticism takes its stand 
on verifiable truth. It is not 
opposed to science and reason,” 
‘This rational approach is 
way invalidated by the inability 
of reason to go all the way with 
illumination, The latter must, 
however, establish its authenticity 
bby agreeing with reason, so far a3 
reason goes. 

The Indian would agree with 
Goethe: “Man is born not to 
solve the problem of the universe, 
‘but to find out where the problem 
begins, and then to restrain him- 
self within the limits of the com- 
preheasibie." 

Safeguarded by reflective reason, 
against obscurantism or anti- 
teadit i 
dividual religious experience (of 
ourselves, if we are strong enough 
in heart and mind to attain it; 
and if not, of the great saints and 
seers through the ages) is the 
primary authority in life. “This, 
of course, replaces the individual 
where he belongs; not, indeed, a3 
the ultimate and permancat real- 
ity—but as the temporal agent 
ia this empirical world through 
whom alone contact can be made 
in the primal consciousness with 
transcendent and eternal reality, 
which is alsa immanent. Hence, 
‘he immense importance in the 
Hindu and Buddhist traditions of 
the doctrine of the self; which is 
not the conicious personality that 
we call the ego, but the divine 
spark within us. Thus the Dham- 
mapada says; “The self is the 
lord of self: who else could be the 
lord?” And Buddha is reported 
to have said: 

“Be ye as those who have the 
self as their light. Be ye as thore 
who have the self as eheir refuge, 
Betake yourselves to no external 
refuge. Hold fast to the truth as 
a refuge. 

Indian religion is not, os is 
sometimes alleged, “the flight 
the unkaowa 10 the: Uohaowa,” 
It is a process of becoming 
aware of what we most truly are 
and thus achieving mastery over 
our bater instincts in the barmeny 
and serenity of knowing ourselves 
and all other creatures an one 
with the One. Tn the words of 
the great Upanished texte “Fa

‘Thus the  Bhagavadgita says: 

“The Seif alone is the friend of 
the self and the Self alone is the 
enemy of the self. For him who 
has conquered his (lower) self by 
the (higher) Self, his Self is a 
yd...
